But  tho*  he  doubdcfi 
had  very  full  inftruftion  in  all  points  relating  to 
bis  Matter,  he  has  chiefly  inQftedon  the  Holy 
War  againft  the  Franks  or  Chriftians  at  Jeru^ 
falemy  where  they  Jiad  for  a  confiderable  time 
ereded  thenf)felves  into  a  Kingdom.     This  may 
\)t  attributed  to  an  over-fond  Zeal,  which  blin- 
ded him  fo  much,  as  to  make  him  fancy  that  the 
jglory  of  that  War  abforbed  all  that  his  Jlerd  had 
acquired  in  all  the  reft  of  his  Life  •,  or  elfe  to  an. 
onwillingnefs  to  mention  any  thing  which  might 
refled  dilhonour  on  him.    in  the  Ho  ly  War 
his.Mafter  fills  up,  as  it  were,  the  whole  Sccne,^ 
Equally  admired  on  both  fides;  in  that  grea$: 
Affair,  he  deems  all.  to  be  glorious,  great,  ami 
irreprehenfible ;  whereas  if  he  had  adkcd  the 
faithful  Recorder  of  his  Deeds  in  general,  he, 
among  other  Particulars,  muft  have  mentioned^ 
his  Ingratitude  to  the  Family  of  Nuro^ddin,  ia  . 
Syriuy  and  his  Severity  towards  the  Race  of  the 
Fatemite  Khdlifs  in  Eppt ;   neither  of  which; 
CDuld  have  been  excufed  by  the  moft  fpecioos 
Gloffes  he  could  have  reforted  to  for  that) 
purpofe. 

:  .Babdo^ddin  is  an  Jrabic  Compound,  fignir 
fying  the  Beauty  cfReligioHy  whence  our  Editor 
ooacludes  him  to  have  been  the  Mufty.  This 
he  gathers  alfo  ftom  his  conftant  Form  of  Blefikig 
andCurfing;  as  for  example,  when  he  mentions. 
Sddb^addin^  it  is  always  with  a  God  be  mercifui 
unto  him — ^be  Mercy  of  God  refiufon  him :  buc 
when  the  Franks  are  to  be  named,  they -are  con-r- 
ftantly  attended  with  a  CurfeofGqdbeon  them  a 
herein,  ading  the  Difpenfer  of  Benediftion  andtf 
Malediaion,  and  tbeMoutb  of  the  fupreme  Being . 
her  ton  Martbi  as  the  Turks  at  this  day  fpeak  of^ 

their 
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thdr.Mtfiy.  Befides,  4115  Srile  and  Manner  pf 
treating  fome  Points,  and  infiftlng  upon  othersi 
betray  him  to  have  been  a  Churchman,  How- 
ever, to  refume  his  Stile  again,  it  is  like  that  of 
thegxaxAbu^lFeda^  fimple,  copious,  anduft- 
affefted. 

From  fo  mafterly  and  fo  wcll-inftrufted  aPeii, 
what  can  we  expeft  lefs  thaa  $  very  good  Hi- 
ftory  ?  Wherefore  as  there  are  few  who  would 
not  be  glad  to  know  how  the  Mohammedans 
ipeak  of  the  downfal  of  the  Chriftian  Kingdom 
of  Jtrufalem\  and  to  be  acquainted  with  the  Cha- 
racter, Genius,  and  Exploits  of  the  Prince  who 
was  able  to  efFeft  fo  terrible  a  difafter  upon  th^ 
Cbrj/H^N^mc  in  jifia  and  Africa  wcwill,  in 
the  moil  compendious  and  confpicuous  manner 
we  are  able,  gratify  the  Curiofity  of  our  Rea- 
ders, by  giving  them  a  fuccindl  Abridgement 
of  the  whole  Hiftory,  and  particularly  for  the 
fatisfaAioh  of  fuch  as  are  as  ignorant  in  Latin  as 
tn  Arabic. 

Saldb*addin  was  born  in  the  five  hundred  and  2>4f  rftbi 
thirty .fccond  Year  of  th^  Mohammedan  Hejra^^^^ 
and  even  in  his  Childhood  gave  early  and  welKncjraiv 
pounded  Hopes  that  he  was  deftined  to  J^mpire.Hcgira 
and 'high  Corpmand.    His  PiWy  was  pure,  fub-/3*' 
lime  and  perfeft,  according  to  the  five  traditi- 
onary Pricccpts  of  Mo^^fw«i<?^.     I.  l^\%  Faith  in 
one  God  J ,  was  not  a  blind  Ai^cht  to  he  knew  not 
what ;    he  dived  deep  ioto   the   Arguments 
whereon  it  was  built,,  and  having  made  him* 
fclf  apleffect  Matter  of  the  Controverfy,  would 
decide  with  wonderful  perfpicuity  upcJn -aivy 
Branch  of  it ;  and  being  convinced  he  was  rigKCf 
refolved  to  inculcate  hisOpinion  into  every  body 
c]ie.     2.  In  Pr/?y^r  he  was  conftant  and  ffr\'ent^ 
and^almoft  without  an  equal  *,  therein  wb.wl4:  he 
A3  pour 
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pour  out  his  Soul  with  the  molt  melting  Devo- 
tion,  and  tho*  in  private,  with  ^11  the  trouble^ 
fome  and  folemnCeremonicsobferved  in  the  pubt 
Kc  Worfhip,  from  which  he  would  not  wholly 
excufe  hiixifelf  when  even  upon  his  Ddath-bed^ 
3.  AlmS'givirj^  znd  Generofity  together  hadlQ 
thoroughly  drained  him  of  his  Wealth  and  Sub-, 
fiance;  that  he  had  nothing  to  bequeath  to  hi$ 
Heir  when  he  died,  4.  The  Faft  of  Ramadan  ' 
he  kept  with  aftriiflnefs  atid  rigour  qiiitejcxtra-i 
6rdinary,  altho*  he  was  of  a  Conftitution  which 
could  but  very  indifferently  admit  ofAbftinence* 
5/ The  Pilgrimage  to  Mecca  he  had  folcmnly 
vowed,  but  when  he  happened  to  have  Icifurc  ta 
Undertake  that  important  Aftof  Religion,. it  feU 
out  that  his  Treafure  was  at  a  very  low  ebb  ; 
wherefore,  as  he  could  not  at  that  time  go  like 
himfelf,  he  deferred  it  till  the  next  Year  j-  but 
c*er  that  came  about,  he  died.     *•..!:. 

Th  e  Koran  was  his  principal  delight,  -  in  that 
it  may  be  fajd  of  him,  that  he  exercifed  bimfelf 
Day  and  Night y  rewarding  the  fame  laudable 
Praftica  in  others, wjth  a  munificence' and  favour 
altogether  princely.  He  never  heard  or- read, 
certain-  Paflages  of  that  Holy  Volume,  but^ 
being  of  a  foft  and  tender  Heart,  he  diflblveci 
into  Tears.  Nor ^as  he  lefs.  mindful  of  Tradi-. 
tion,eagerly  feeking  after  all  fuchas  poffeflcd  it  5 
among  whom,  ^  if  at'  any  time  there  were  any^ 
tvho,  wrapped  m  Contemplation,,  fhunnedthe 
Thrcfliolds  of  the  Grqat ;  fuch  he  would  fre^ 
quently  vifit,  with  great  Humility,  and  liftea 
to  them  with  a  moft  religious  Attention.  More* 
over,  he  was  a  rigid  Aflertorof  his  Creed,  and 
therefore  hated  Philofophy  and  all  inquifitive 
Learning.  To  doubt  ordifpute  upon  any  Ar,. 
ticle  of  his  Be^efy  was  Deaths  if  it  came  to  hit 
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cars;  the  vain  and  daring  Scholar  was  immer 
diately  convinced  by  a  fa.tal  demonftration,  Hi5f     • 
2eal  being  of  To  furious  a  Temper,  we  muft  not 
doubt  that  he  was  moft  admirably  adapted  for 
the  profecution  of  a  religious  War, 

But  if  his  Piety  .was  heated  by  a  little 
too 'much  Bigotry  and  Enthufiafm,  his  Jujlice 
was  without  Allay,  pundlual,  regular,  and  im- 

f>artiaH  of  which,  take  the  following  general 
dea.  He  devoted  the  Monday  and  Tburfday  of 
every  Week  to.  the  adminiftration  of  Juftice, 
fitting  in  perfon  among  the  Judges  and  Dpdors^  . 
All  the  Avenues  of  this  auguft  Tribunal  Were 
wide  o^n  to  every  degree  and  age  of  each  Sex ; 
~  and  this  good  order  was  equally  and  uninterrup- 
tedly obferved  in  the  Camp  and  in  the  Ciry. 
The  reft  of  the  Week -he  received  Petitions,  and 
was  ijeyer  known  to  deny  accels  to  any  perfon 
that  had  any  real  bufinefs  with  him.  Tho*  he 
himfelf  was  above  all  Law,  he  would  fubmit  to 
the  Decifions  of  Juftice  in  any  reafonable  Com- 
plaint exhibited  againft  himfelf,  of  which  our 
Hiftorian  gives  us  a  very  prolix,  but  very  rare 
example. 

1}  I  s  Munificence  knew  no  hounds ;  therein, 
he  difplayed  a  vaftnefs  of  Soul,  Icarce  to  be 
equalled.  He  who  had  been  Mafter  of  fo  large, 
fo  fertile,*  and  fo  noble  a  part  of  the  Earth  and 
all  the  Wealth  of  it,  left  nothing  behind  him  in 
hisTpcafury  but  fortyrfeyen  iViz^n/ir  Drachms, 
and  one  oold-piece  of  Tyrian  Coin.  He  . 
would  give  away  whole  Climates,  whole  Re- 
gions at, a  time,  fays  our  Author.  Wherefore, 
his  Treafurers  knowing  the  immenfenefs  of  his 
Generofity,  were  wont  to  lay  up  private  Hoards 
j^^inft  fuddenEmergencies  ;  convinced  by  long 
experience,  that-  he  would  give  as  long  as  he 
A  4  knew 
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kne>R^  he  had  wherewithal ;  which  ahrwers  very 
well  to  the  followin^Verfes  which  we  find  cjte<j 
in  ^^w/iyi's  Travels  concerning  hini :  ' 

Great  Saladine,  the  conqueror  of  the  Eajl^ 
'  Of  all  the  State  and  Glory  he  pojfe/fd, 
(0  frail  and  f ran/if ory  Goodi)  no  more- 
Hath  horn  away^  hut  that  poor  Shirf  he  wore. 

.  This  is  faid  to  have  been  a  Proclamation 
made,  by  his  own  order,  at  his  Funeral,  with 
a  Shirt  upon  the  Point  of  a  Spear. 

His  Fortitude^  Patience^  entire  Confidence  in 
God,  and  vigorous  Application  to  the  hufinefs  of  the 
Holy  W a  r  ,  tho*  very  extraordinary  and  well 
becoming  a  Prince  of  his  Charaiiter  and  Genius, 
we  forbear. 

Our  Hiftorian  gives  us  i^vetal  Inftances  of 
the  Evennefs  and  Affability  of  h\s  Temper,  He 
jiever  appeared  to  be  difturbed,  tho*  the 
Croud  of  Petitioners,  prefling  forwards,  wcmld 
fometimes  even  trample  upon  the  Carpet  oa 
which  h^  fat.  One  day,  fays  ^ahdo^ddln^  my 
Mule  took  a  fright  from  the  Camels,  and 
kicked  the  Solidn  vjrith  a  good  deal"  of  vio- 
lence on  the  thigh,  and  he  only  fmiled  at 
it.  Another  time,  going  into  J^rufalemy  a  moft 
^irty  City,  fays  he,  upon  a  wet  and  windy  Day, 
toy  Mule  fplafhed  him  all  over  with  Dirt-, 
whereupon  offering  to  retire  at  fome  diftanc^  for 
fear  of  repeating' the  fame  troublefome  Ac- 
cident, he  fmiled  only,  and  would  not  let  me 
ftir  a  ftep  from  him.  ^ 

Virtue,  Merit,  and  fuch  Learning  as  he 
s^pproved  of,  he:  never  fail/d  to  cheriih,  diftin- 
guifh,  and  reward,. in  whomloever  found  ;  c6m- 
inanding  thofe  who  had  the  honour  of  attending 
Himi  tQ  bring  ail  Perfonis  of  fuch  Endowments 
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into  his  prefence,  that  he  might  fee,  and  con- 
verfe  with,  and  be  kind  to  them,  tho*  Strangers, 
and  only  paffing  thro*  his  Camp  in  their  way, 
to  any  place.  Confidering  all  things,  he  was 
Sometimes  a  very  generous  ^pd  indulgcntEnemy  i 
the  following  inftance  of  which,  is  ranged  under 
the  head  of  his  Civility.  A  captive  Frank  was 
brought  to  him-one  day,  and  perceiving  the  poor 
Man  to  be  in  a  terrible  conftemation,  he  or- 
dered an  Interpreter  to  afk  him  what  made  him 
lb  uneafy  and  fearful ;  to  which  he  had  prefence 
of  Mind  to  anfwer.  That  before  be  bad  feen  tbi 
S6ltan'5  Facej  he  dreaded  the  worft  that  could  he^ 
fall  bimfelf',  but  having  now  feen  it^  he  hoped  the 
left.  This  anfwer  wrought  its  cfFefts,  and  the 
Soltdn  not  only  fpared  h}s  Life,  but  gave  him 
his  liberty  alfo.  So  far  is  the  fubftance  of  the 
iirft  Part  of  this  Hiftory,  and  is  fufiicient  to 
evince,  that  this  Hero's  Soul  was  almofl:  in  all 
refpedts  ecjual  to  his  Domiqion,  and  his  Worth 
to  his  FapiCp 

Upon  the  decline  of  the  Fatemite  Kbdlifs  of  Part  IC 
Egypt ^  that  noble  Kingdom  fighed  under  a  very 
turbulent  and  deftrudive  kind  of  Tyranny;  Thc^'^!f**t 
Khdlif  Kimkl^  was  dwindled  away  to  an  empty  ^^-J*^^*' 
Name,  while  the  Sqltdn  or  Vizier  adminiftred 
the  Government  by  his  own  Rule  and  Fancy^ 
and  even  awed  his  Matter  into  an  inaftivity  and 
fupine  negleft  of  his  Subjects  and  Dommion. 
This  raifed  the  envy -and  ambition  of  fpmc,  and, 
doubt lefs,  the  indignation  of  others  among  the 
Grandees,  w|io  either  with  an  ambitious  re^rd 
to  themfelvies,  or  with  a  beneficial  View  to  their 
Country,  frequently  declared  War  againft  the 
reigning  Vizier^  and  drew  him  into  the  Field  of 
Battel,  where  if  he  fell,  or  was  conquered,  his 
pfficc  devolved  to  the  ftrongeft,    upon  no 

other 
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pth/^r  account  but  for  hjs  being  fo,  By  this  per- 
nicious Maxim  the  Country  was  hardly  ever  at 
ceft,  the  great  ones  being  alwavs  ready  to  conr 
tend  where  the  Prize  was  fo  glorious,  and  the 
V  Imiiunity  almoft  certain,  It  was  a  War  of  this 
kind  between  the  reigning  Fizier  and  a  Rival  of 
iiis,  that  firft  gave  occaflon  for  Saldh'addtn  to 
viHtEgypL  The  firft  of  them  was  called  SbA- 
war^  and  the  other  Dargam^  who  drove  Shawar 
from  his  Office  and  the  Kingdom,  and  fucceedecl 
in  his  place  according  to  Cuftom.  The  Fugitive 
went  into  Syta  to  folicit  Succours  from  Nuro'd-^ 
din  the  Zenchidd^  who  then  reigned  at  3amaf€us\ 
and  fuccecdcd  partly  by  the  force  of  his  En* 
treaties,  bt|t  more,  becaufc  NUro^ddin  had  a  mind 
to  examine  more  clpfely  into  the  fickly  State  of 
.  JEW?/:  AJaA)^din  yr^s  the  General  fent  to  re-j 
Jnftate  Shawar  in  his  Office,  and  S.aldh^addin^ 
liow  twenty-fix  years  of  age,  marched  thither 
with  the  Army,  very  unwillingly,  tho*  in  prime 
Office  and  Repute^  Succefs  ^ttcnde^  (hfe'  Ex- 
I>edition,  and  Shawar  was  rcftored  to  Vys  high 
Poft.  Saldb^addhj  upon  this  occaflon,  gave  the 

;  nobleft  Proofe  of  G>ndua  and  Courage,  an4 
Jfado^ddin  raviflied  with  the  Charms  of  the 
Country,  earned  after  it  in  a  very  longing  man^ 
ner ;  and  obferving  the  Mifrule  and  Corruption 
which  had  crept  into  all  Parts  of  that  dift rafted 
State,  he  did  not  think  it  would  be  a  very  dif-»: 

,  ficult  matter  to  make  himfelf  the  Vizier  there ; 
but  this  Thought  was  fuppreffed  for  the  prefent,^ 
Md  he  and  SddVaddin  marched  back  again  mx,(x-

coursto  him  intq  Egypij  to  aflift  in  defending  Jhis 
Country  againft  the  ambitious  Yiewis  of  the 
J'urks  in  Stjrta^  who  Were  meditating  how  they 
might  obtain  *the  maftery  of  it.  This  drew  the 
Cbriflians  or  Franh  (we  fhall  ufe  tie  Words  in* 
differently  for  the  future)  into  ^gypi ;  whereat 
Nuroddin  and  Afado^ddin  taking  the  Alarm,  this 
Jaft  and  Sdldh'^ddm  thundred  after  them  to  prc»- 
vent  their  feizing  on  that  delicious  Morfel,  an<J 
to  tear  it  from  thein  if  already  in  their  poficriUon, 
The  ArmieSf  arrived  foon  after  eaclx  other  in 
£gjpty  where  feverai  obftinate  Battle$  were 
fought  between  themj  iillth&Cbrifiianihwm^ 
tbsitNurikidin  had  fallen  upon,  their  ownTerrito- 
ries,  they  wfere  under  a  neceflity  of  retreatmg 
homewards,,  having  firft  cntred  into  a  Treaty 
whereby  they  engaged  themfelves  not  to  return 
into  Egypt  again.  Afado'ddin  and  SaldVadMn 
followed  foon  after,  xhe  former  more  enchanted  . 
than  ever  with  the  thoughts  of  obtaining  the 
Seignory  of  Egypt. . . 

But  xh&Cbrtftians  apprehending  that  theTrea- 
Xy  was  diffolvcd  on  the  other  fide,  marched  away 
for  Egypt  again,  Horfe  and  Foot ; '  and  Nur(?d^ 
din  znd  Jfado^ddin  quite,  thunderftruck.  with  the 
jnews,raifed  all  their  ftrefagth  to  cope  with  them, 
Nuro*ddin  furniflied  all. the  Supplies,  and  4f^ 
do*ddin  marched  in  perfon  to  betterFortune  than 
he  cxpefted:  But  it  was  with  very  great  diffi- 
culty that  he  prevailed  on  SaldFaddm  to  mzvch 
with  him  this,  third  time.  No  fooner  .ww  thcJ'^^j'rff^ 
news  carried  to  Sbawar  in  Egypt  that  the  Cbri^^^i'^^^' 
ifiians  were  in  fiill  march  towards  himm  than  be 

Ihifted 
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ihifced  luihds^  and  defired-^^V^/i;;^  to  come  to 
his  aid,  which  he  was  ready  enough  to  do  with*- 
out  any  invitation,  and  more  for  his  own  fake 
than  any  body's  eife.  By  this  coalition  of  the 
Turks  and  Egyptians  the. Cbriflians  were  unequal 
to  the  War;  which  perceiving,  they  wifely 
withdrew,  and  left  Afado^ddin  and  Saldb'addin 
inEgypfi  behind  them.  Thefe  did  by  no  means 
relifti  the  Inconftancy  of  Soltdn  Sbawar  v  and 
tiio*  hie  was  full  of  Refpeft  and  Offidoufnefs, 
and  woald  by  all  means  defray  the  whole  expence 
of  their  Expedition,  and  would  gladly  have  got 
fid  of  them  at  any  rate  5  they  anfwered,  it  was 
time  enough  to  think  of  that  ;That  the  Cbriftians 
would  pour  down  into  E^pt  again,  to  be  furc, 
as  iboh  as  their  backs  were  turned,  and  that 
therefore  they  fhouldnot  think  muchofftaying 
til)  dl  was  hufhed  and  quiet  again.  Mean  while 
the  Death  of  Sbawar  was  refolved  on  by  jifa^ 

r  ido*d^inj  but  none  dared  to  feize  on  him  -,  till 
coming  one  day  in  the  ufual  State  to  vifit.^^ 
4o*d^tn^  Saldb'addzn  went  out  as  to  receive  him, 

•  and  taking  hrm  by  the  Collar,  delivered  him  to 
Cuftody  as  bis  Frifoper,  whereupon  his  Train 
all  difperfed,  Prefently  after  there  came  *n  Eu- 
tiuch  to  demand  Scildn  ^Sba^afs  Head,  as  the 
Cuftom  then  was-,  which  when  it  was  delivered, 
there  came-  in  return  for  it,  the  Enfigns  of  the 
VtziriH^  to  Afado^ddin^  nvhp  now  had  his  wilh, 
and  bedame  the  adirig  Sovereign  of  Egypt  ^  which 
he  ruled  widiput  cojntroul,  but  chiefly  by  Sa^ 
idb'^addifi.  \ 

AJado^ddtH' did  not: long  *njoy  his  fplendid 
El^gvatidn'4  for  being  a  great  dcvourer  of  the 
coarfer  forts  of  Flefli,  he  was  fubjed:  to  Indige- 
ftions  and  Stoppages,  <  which  carried  bim  off,  and 
Saldb^addin  fucceeded  him  in  the  Vizirate^   an4 

from 
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from  that  momenf  took  upoft  hirf^  the  Holy 
Warj  being  confcious  of  a  Call  thereto  from 
Heaven.  ',   . 

Thenews  of  thisRcwlution  mEgyp  aftenifhcA 
Nuro'ddiHinSyria^  andToufed.up  thieFr^»fcin 
Europe^  who  quickly  perceived  how  dangerous  a  <  ' 
Ndglibour  he  wias  like  to  prove  to'  theitBrethren 
in  Paleftine,  if  not  even  to  themfelves.  Where- 
fore a  Confederacy  was  made  by  them,  and 
Greece  among  the  reft,  againft -£^j>/,  that

He  had  not  been  many  Days 
before  this  Cky  e'er  he  experienced  that  it  would

But  here  much^Bloo^ 
was  fpili;,;  much  Fatigue  ^ndur^^d^ .  and  at  Jengrh 
the  hc^an  bearing  that  the  Franks  were  in  full 
march  fpr  the, relief  of  the  Befieged,  rofe  qp 
and  retreated,  carrying  his  Brother  with  him 
to  t)aini}Jcus^  and  appointing  another  to  govern

accordingly  inftalled,  ,  while  his  Brother  5^- 
Idb^addm  j2it  Damafius  was  courted  and  congra- 
tulated t}y;paibaines  from  all  parts^ 

But  arpidft  all  the  Pomp  and  Cereinony  qfrearofth$ 
his  Cou^rti  SLtDamafcus,  he  forgot  not  his  late^^J-'^'So* 
,  difgrafceand  difappointment  at  Crac^  which 
placq  hC;  determined  to  attempt  a  fecond  time  •, 
thereby,?:  if  he  could,  to  open  a  free  communi- 
cation with  .%^/>/.  In  order  to  this,  vaft  pr^^- 
parations  ;^were  made  in  Men  and  Machine^:; 
and  heinrefted  the  plac^a  fecond  time  with  a 
great  Army  of  Egyptians  and  Syrians^  with  the 
Mefopqtamians  under  the  Conduft  of  Kara 
Arjlm.  The  Franh^  on  the  other  hand,  col- 
lated their  whole  might  to  protect  the  Place^ 
ThtSoltdn  with  his  Horfe  only  drew  off  from 
the  Siege  to  meet  them,  but  nothing  enliied 
except aflight fkirmilh y  and  the  SoUdn  percer^ 
ving  their  obftinacy  in  the  behalf  of  Cracf  and, 
confidering  at  the  fame  time  that  Palefiine  was 
defencelefs,  thro^  the  abfence  of  its  Army,  or- 
dered an  Irruption  to  be  made  into  thax  Coun-  ^ 
try  ;  whereby  the  Cbrijlians  were  grievoufly 
oppreffed,   their  Country  ravaged,  and  them-    . 
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fclves  murdered  and  led  into  Captivity,  while 
their  Army  was  engaged  in  fecuring  of  Crac^ 
For  this  did  Salab*addin  return  in  triumph 
to  Damafcus^  where  by  an  Embafiy  he  received 
the  royal  Veftments  from  the  Kbntif  of  Bagb- 
ddd^  as  did  alf6  his  Brother,  and  the  Son  of 
Afad&'ddin.  - -Kiirtf-^f^i»  was  difmifled  with  the 
like  Honours  from  SaldVaddtrij  and  the  Army 
Tent  into  Quarters. 
rear  of  the  About  this  time,  complaint  was  made  to  him 
Hej.  ^Si.^t  Damafcus^  that  tht  Mujbliies  had  taken  up 
Arms,  and  were  befieging  Arbela :  this  rouzed 
his  Indignation  againft  that  turbulent  and  faith- 
lefs  People,  whom  he  refolved  once  more  to 
reduce.  On  his  March  it  was  told  him,  that 
the  Kings  of  the  Eaft  had  allconlpired  to  make 
head  againft  him,  if  he  offered  to  lay  hands, 
either  on  Miifol  or  Merdin  * :  but  paying  no 
regard  to  this,  he  was  foon  afterwards;  joined 
by  the  Power  of  Merdin^  under  his  Friend 
'  Kara  Arjldn  the  MefipotamUn ;  and  then  con- 
tinuing his  way  towards  Mufol^  he  diftrefied 
that  City  from  a  very  advantageous  Poft :  but 
they  had  not  been  here  long,  e'er  Kara  JrJlSn 
had  Advice  of  his  Brother's  Death,  and  there- 
fore defired  leave  to  return  home  to  take  pof- 
feffion  of  his  Dominion. 

Much  about  this  time  alfo  died  Shdb  Armm 
the  Prince  oi  Armenia^  and  bequeathed  his 
Territory  to  one  Buhimer,  who  had  waited 
as  Embaflador  on  Saldh'addin^  when  he  was^ 
laft  in  thefe  parts.  This  Man  was  well  ap- 
proved of  by  his  Subjects,  but  forely  envied  hf 
fome  of  his  Neighbours,  who  made  him  fit 
very  uneafy  upon  his  Throney    Wherefore  to

lingly make  an  exchange  of  Kbaldt  his  Capital 
and  Dominions,  for  fuch  other  as  the  Soliafi 
fhould  be  pleafed  to  fecure  to  him*  The  Sol  fan 
liked  tlie  motion  well,  and  drew  off  from 
Mufol  to  go  and  take  poffeflion  of  Khaldt^  de-= 
puting  proper  Perfons  before  him  to  fettle  the 
Articles  relating  to  the  propofed  exchange  a- 
^inft  he  came  in  Perfon.  But  by  the  time  the 
EJeputies  arrived,  Affairs  had  changed  face  \  Buk- 
timer  was  now  very  eafy ,  was  no  longer  of  the 
fame  mind,  defired  to  be  excufed,  and  they 
returned  as  they  came.  In  the  mean  time  the 
Sokdn  laid  clofe  Siege  to  Miyafarektn  (in  Ar^ 
menia^  according  to  fome  in  Mefopotamia^  ac- 
cording to  others)  commanded  by  a  Chief  whofe 
Name  Was  Liofi^  and  who  behaved  in  confor- 
mity to  his  Name  upon  this  dangerous  occafion  t 
but  his  Efforts,  tho*  great,  availed  him  nothing 
againft  the  fortunate  Soltdn. 
I  Th  k  Affair  of  Khaldt  now  dropped,  SdUh^ad* 

din'i^  back  again  to  M&foU  and  diftreffed 
that  City  once  more  \  but  in  the  midft  of  it^ 
the  violent  Heats  of  the  Seafon  threw  him  into 
a  Malignant  Diftemper,  which  was  apprehended 
to  be  mortal,  and  he  was  removed  from  before 
\  the  Place.    The  Mufolites  having  by  this  time 

^  experienced  that  they  could  have  no  Succour 
either  from  Perfiapr  Baghdad^  deemed  this  ill-' 
nefs  of  the  Soitdn\  to  be  a  happy  opportunity 
of  fuing  to  him  for  Peace  j  with  which  impor- 
taht  Negotiation  pur  Hiftorian  was  charged, 
and  fuccecded  very  well  in  it-

Hej;  j-82.  j^^  j^jg  Army  back  into  S'jria^  goipg.  firft  to 
Jlepfo'j  where  he  was  received,  as  if  arifen  from 
the  Dead.  Here  he  ftaid  but  four  Days,  and 
hence  proceeded  for  DamafiuSy  and  entered  that 
Capital  amidft  the  Acclamations  and  Thankf- 
givings  of  all  the  Multitude  there.  From  hence 
he  quelled  a  Rebellion,  and  removed  his  Bro- 
ther Al-Mdlec  Al'Aded  ivom  Aleppo  into  Egypt ^ 
which  he  had  governed  before  ;  and  difpofed  of 
Aleppo  in  favour  of  his  own  Son  Al-Mdlec  Ad- 
dahir.  . 
Year  of  the  BuT  it  was  impoflible  for  him  to  fit  ftill, 
Hej.^83.  while  fo  inconfiderable  a  Progrcfs  had  been 
made  in  the  Holy  War;  and  therefore  he 
determined  to  befiege  Crac  oncQ  more,  appoint- 
ing a  place  of  Rendezvous  for  his  Troops,  who 
in  repairing  thither,  had  orders  to  be  as  de- 
ftrudivc  to  the  Franks  as  opportunity  would 
permit  them.  Crac  was  accordingly  invefted, 
but  without  any  notable  feat ;  the  Sohdn  re- 
turning into  Syria^  after  he  had  only  awed  the 
Frontiers,  and  protedted  a  Pilgrimage  from 
Mecca  and  the  Winter  Caravan  from  Eg'jpt. 

A  Peace  was  now  patched  up  with  iht  Franks 
in  the  North,  towards  Aleppo^  that  the  Soltdn 
might  at  leaft  be  fafe  from  that  quarter,  while 
he  collefted  his  whole  might  againfl:  the.  Ci&ri- 
Jlian  King  of  Jerufalem  ;  and  now  the '  heavy 
Day  draws  on  apace.  The  Flower  of  Egypt^ 
Syria,  AJfyria  and  Mefopotamiay  were  united 
under  the  Soltdn^  who  led  them  on  towards 
Palejiine.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Franb  at 
Jerufalem  gave  themfelves  violent  Motions, 
and  took  thQ  Field  with  their  whole  Strength. 
The  Mojlems  came, to  the  Lake  of  Ttberias,  and 
coafted  round  it  in  Battle-array,-  till  they  were 

on 
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on  the  Plains  on  the  Weft  of  that  Lake.,  where 
they  cxpedted  the  Ghrifitam  to  receive  them  ; 
but  no  fign  of  them  being  feen,  the  SoUdn 
feized  on  the  Pafles  which  lay  open  to  their 
Army,  and  then  with  a  choice  Detachment  of 
Horfe,  thundered  upon  the  City  of  Tiberias^ 
which  in  a  moment's  time  was  fired  and  plun- 
dered, and  filled  with  Blood  ;  from  which  the 
Caftle  only  efcaped.  This  fudden  and  terrible 
Execution  rouzed  up  the  Franks^  who  inftantly 
marched  towards  the  Soltdji  to  fight  him  ;  who 
upon  the  News  drew  off  from  the  Caftle  of 
Tiberias^  and  pofted  himfelf  at  the  head  of  his 
Army. 

The  two  Armies  came  in  fight  of  each  other,  jfje  BattU 
on  the  Weft  fide  of  the  Mount  of  'Tiberias  ;</Hittiu.  ^ 
but  the  Day  drawing  towards  an  end,  and.  the 
Darknefs  of  the  Night  intervening,  they  halted 
fliort  of  each  other,  and  ftood  to  their  Arms 
with  dreadful  Vigilance,  and  big  with  expec- 
tation,  till  the  next  Morning.  The  Battle  be- 
gan with  the  fucceeding  Day,  and  raged  witk 
uncommon  Fury  and  doubtful  Succefs,  except 
that  a  part  of  the  Cbriftian  Army  was  routed  in 
the  Morning,  and  that  towards  the  Evening 
"Viftory  fcemed  to  declare  for  the  Mojlemsy 
tho*  Night  came  on  again  e*er  that  was  af- 
furedly  known.  This  Night  was  fpent  as  the. 
former  in  watchful  Precautions  on  each  fide,  tho* 
neither  was  well  able  to  ftir  after  the  unfpeak-  i 

able  Fatigue  of  fo  long  and  aftive  a  Combat.^  «! 

At  day-break  the  next  Morning  both  Armies 
were  feen  ftretching  along  in  front  of  each 
otHer ;  but  the  Moflems  had  the  difadvantage 
of  fituation,  the  Jordan  being  in  their  rear  to 
cut  off  their  retreat :  but  the  Caufe  was  Gpd*s, 
and  there  was  to  be  no  danger  of  being  forced 
B  3  to 
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to  retreat.  In  confidence  of  this,  they  advanced 
to  renew  the  Battle  with  loud  (houts  of  Affu- 
rance,  which  quite  daunted  the  Chriftian  Power  5 
and  particularly  the  Count  of  7rfjpo/y,  a  Leader 
of  firft  Note,  perceiving  how  cruel  and  fatal 
the  Day  was  like  to  he  to  his  Brethren  in  Faith, 
took  an  inglorious  Refolution  of  faving  him- 
felf  by  flight,  with  thofe  under  his  Conduft, 
e'er  the  Battle  was  well  warm ;  and  accordingly 
he  himfelf  efcaped  to  fyre^  where  he  died  foon 
after  of  a  Pleurify,  but  not  ohe  Soul  that  fol- 
lowed him  was  fo  happy  as  to  fave  himfelf.  And 
now  (fays  our  Hiftorian)  the  Faithful  fur- 
rounded  the  Rebellious  Infidels  as  with  a  Toil, 
and  tore  them  down  with  the  Edge  of  the  Sword, 
and  overwhelmed  them  with  thick  Ihowers  of 
Arrows.  A  part  of  them  would  have  fled,  but 
were  every  one  cut  off  in  the  Attempt :  the 
other  part  retreated  to  a  woody  Hill,  called 
Hittin^  where  our  Author  tells  us  the  Sepulchre 
of  Shoaib  or  Jetbro  ftands,  as  the  Moftetns 
foolifhly  dream.  Here  were  the  Cbriftians  pent 
up,  and  in  danger  of  being  burned  with  the 
Wood  which  fhelcered  them,  by  the  Fireworks 
which  were  thrown  in  among  them.  Thus 
forely  preft  on  all. fides,  and  at  the  point  of 
perifhing  with  Hunger  and  Thirft,  they  came 
out  of  the  Wood  and  delivere4  up  thpmfelvcs 
to  Chains  and  Death,  juft  as  the  Soltdn  hsid  or* 
dered  fome  to  be  fpared  for  Captivity,  an<J 
jBthers  to  be  cutoff.  This  unfortunate  Submif- 
lion  was  made  a  little  too  precipitately,  and 
attended  with  fome  Circumftances,  which  re-» 
llefted  great  Pifhonour  upon  the  Chriftian 
)  Arms  ;  and  particularly,  it  i§  feid,  that  thirty 
Franh  permitted  themfelvcs  to  be  bound  by 

one 
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one  MoJUm  with  a  Tem-Rope,    and  to  be 

driven  along  by  him. 

•  T  H  0  s  B    of  the   vEnqujihed ,  CHiefs  who 
were  brought  alive  to  the  Soltdn^  were,  as  our 
Author  names  them,  die  Kmg  of  Jerufalem^ 
Godfrey  his  Brother,   Prince  Rejnold  Lord  of 
Sbawbekf  the  Son  of  Humfrey^  the  Son  of  the 
Prince  of  ^iberiasj  the  Matters  of  the  Knights. 
Templers  and  Hofpitalers,  and  the  of  Lord  Hu- 
heiL    The  Templers  and  Hofpitalers  were  all 
doomed  to  Death  by  the  Soltdn^   and  Prince 
Reynold  was  fentenced  to  the  fame  abrupt  end, 
for  ibme  infradion  of  Treaties,,  and  for  a  for- 
mer rude  CcMitempt  of  Mohammed.     In  the 
mean  time,  the  abovcfaid  Prifoners  were  brought 
before  the  Soltdn^    who.  handed  a  refrefliing 
Draught  cooled  with  Ice,  to  the  half-dead  King 
oijerufdem  \  who  when  he  had  drank,  handed 
it  to  Prince  Reynold.     Upon  which,  Saldb'addin 
bid  the  King  of  Jerufalem  take  notice,  that  it 
"was  not  of  his  giving  ;    for  it  was  a  Cuftom 
with  the  Arabs  and  Tartars  v^^tv  to  hurt  a 
Prifoner,whom  they  alked  either  to  eat  or  drink. 
They   were  then  ordered  away  to  a  certain 
Place  where  they  eat  a  bit  of  fomething,  and 
were  immediately  fent  for  back  again  by  the 
Sokdn^  who  had  now  only  a  few  of  his  Servants 
about  him  ;   and  being  all  brought  to  the  en- 
trance of  the  Tent,  the  Soltdn  put  Prince  Rey- 
nold in  mind  of  what  he  had  formerly  done  and 
faid,  andvpffered^him  the  MobammedanVzAih y 
which  the  Prince  rejeding,  he  drew  his  Scymi- 
ter,  and  cleft  him  down  the  Shoulder,  ^nd  the 
bloody  deed  was  compleated  by  the  ftanders^by. 
The  Captive  King,  at  the  fight  of  fo  ghaftly  and 
tr^ic  aViolence,  dreaded  for  himfelf  ^  but  the

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Soltdn  cheared  him  rrp,  and  iffored  him,  thae- 
what  he  had  done  tp  the  Prince,=  was-'incom-^ 
pletion  of  a  Vow,    and  by  way  of  juft  Re- 
venge, .    .     .         ;  ' 
T  H  E  Fate  of  the  Land  of  Paleftine  was  now 
decided,   it  was  to  change- MaAers,' the  CArr-' 
ftian  Kingdom  of  Jerufdem  was  to  ht  no'  more, 
and  the  Viftors  were  to  be  glutted  with  the 
Spoil  of  the  fighing  Country:    no  Town,  no 
City  withftood  the  rapid  courfe  of  the  Con- 
queror, and  particularly  Ptalemais^  attlmt,time 
a  very    confiderable  Town   of  Trade,    was 
ftormed  and  plundered  of  her  immenfe  Riches  ; 
Sidon  alfo  was  taken,  but  Tyre  cfcaped  for  the 
prefcnt. 
Jerufalcm      T  H  E  Holy  City  heffelf  was  at  laft  befieged, ' 
f^hn.      the  fcattered  Troops  being  all  rallied  for  that 
important  and    principal  Service;     Jerufaleki 
was  well  qualified  for  an  obftinate  Defence,  and' 
had  a  good  Garrifon  within  5^  but  thofe  (fays 
pur  Author)   who  reckon  it  ^t .  fixty  thoufand 
ftrong,  exceed  all  meafure.    The  Attack  was 
firft  made  on  the  Weft  fide  of  the.  City^ ,  whence' 
it  was  removed  to  the  North,    the  Machines 
being,  there   planted  amidft  horrid  fights  of 
Arrows  given  and  returned,  and  plaid  againft 
the  Wall,  till  they  fliook  down  the  Northern 
Angle' of  it,  pointing  to  the^^///jy  of  the  Sons 
of  Hinnomi    as  the  Scripture^Phrafe-  is.    The . 
Citizens  thus  expofed  to  the  fury  of  the  Be- 
liegers,  fued  for  terms  ;  and  at  length  it  was 
agreed,  that   they   fhould  march  out,  every 
Man  paying  ten  Piecej  of  Tyrian  Gold  Coin, 
every  Wpnaan  five,    and  each  of  the  young 
J?eople  and  Children  one:    biitfuch  as  could  ' 
mt  raiifQia   their  Heads  ^t   that  rate,  were 
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to   remain    behind,    .and    by   this  capitation 
^  220,000  Pieces  of  Gold  were  raifed. 

ThtV'S  was  the  City. o(  J erufalem  delivered  up, 
three  thoufand  Modern  Captives  in  it  releafed, 
the  great  Crofs  upcJn  St.  Peier*^  thrown  down, 
the  Chrijlian  Name  and  Myftefics  contemp- 
tuoiffly  trampled  on,  and  their  Dowilfal  exulted 
wjzz  by  the  fordinate  Fxillowers  of  Mohammed^ 
tJgpa  the  i^ii^ij^;  before  that  very  Night  of  the 
Year  that  he  is  (aid  to  have  taken  \iv^  Night 
Journey  from  Mecca  to  Jerufalem^  and  from 
Jerusalem  to  Heaven  ;  which  our  Hiftorian 
takes  to  be  an  undeniable  Proof  that  the  Finger 
of  God  diredcd  this  extraordinary  Event, 

*  Having  thus  feen  how  the  City  of  .7<?r«/i//f7» 
was  wreifted  from  the  hands  of  t he  C/&rf/?/^;^i,  we 
will  in  an  Article  of  the  next  Number  to  come, 
relate,  frbm  this  fatne  Hiftorian,  fo  far  as  he 
goes,  whatEfforts  the  Ci&rj/?w».Pot€fntlfes  made 
to  poffefs  themfelves  of  the  fame  again :  where  ^ 
we  fhall  particularly  kave  occafion  to  fpeak 
pretty  largely  concerning  our /?/Vi6^ritheFirft, 
who,  after  his  arrival  in  Palejiine^  had,  accord- 
ing to  our  Hiftprfan,  the  principal  Manage- 
ment <$f  the  War.

SINCE  the  Prefacer^  to  tbefe  two  Volumes, 
has  given  us  to  underftand,  chat  this  is  the 
laft  Work  which  the  learned  World  is  to  expedl 
from  Mr.  le  ClerCy  it  may|  not  be  improper 
(after  we  have  enquired  into  the  Nature  and 
Merit  of  this,  what  our  Author  hath  done,  and 
what,  by  reafon  of  his  Age  and  other  Infirmi^ 
ties,  he  has  been  forced  to  leave  undone,  to- 
wards the  Interpretation  of  this  part  of  the  Old 
^eftament)  to  give  fome  Ihorc  account  of  his 
liife,  and  of  the  vaft  Variety  of  Books,  which 
he,  in  the  courfe  thereof,  has  been  known  to 
publifh. 

Whoever  looks  into  his  Annotations  upon 
the  Pentateuch^  as  well  as  the  Hijiorical  Books  of 
the  Old  Teftament,^  cannot  but  perceive,  that 
they  muft  be  excellent-  Helps  towards  a  right 
underftanding  of  that  part  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures 5  forafmuch  as  our  Author  has  furnifhed 
US5  upon  each  Book,  with  an  exaft  Tranjla^ 
tion,  and  Paraphrafe^  a  Philological  Commen- 
farjj  Critical  Dijfertations^  Chronological  Ta^ 
hlesy  and  whatever  elfe  is  neceflary  or  condu- 
cive to  that  End,  as  himfclf  teftifies  in  his  Bib- 
liotbeque  Choijicy  Vol.  21. 

*Tis  much  to  be  wifhed,  that  he  had  applied 

himfelf  to  the  Explication  of  the  remaining 

'  Books, 
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Books,  in  the  fame  Method,  while  his  Health 
and  his  Undcrftanding  were  in  their  vigQur :  but 
fo  it  is,  that,  confiding  a  little  too  much  in^  a 
good  Conftitution,  and  fuppofmg  that  the 
longer  he  delayed  the  Work,  the/more  and 
better  Materials  he  Ihould  every  day  be'  compi- 
ling ;  he  went  on  employing  himfelf  in  other 
Matters,  till  Years  crept  upon  him,  and  in  the 
end,  a  Fit  of  Sicknels^  which  im|)afred  his 
'  Strength  and  Intellectual  Faculties,   ,fo  as  to  ' 

render  him  incapable  of  compleating  thefe  two 
Volumes  in  the  fame  manner,  as  he  had  done 
the  former. 

H  E  has  given  us  indeed  a  New  Tranjlation^ 
Paraphrafe^  and  Commentary  upon  the  Book  of 
J^by  and  the  Pfalms  \  but  upon  the  Proverbs^ 
the  Preacher^  and  the  Song  of  Solomon^  we  have 
Tio  Paraphrafe.  And,  in  like  manner,  in  the 
fecond  Volume  he  has  given  us  a  Tranflation, 
Paraphrafe,  and  Commentary  upon  Ifaiah^Je- 
.  remidb^  the  Lamentations^  and  the  Prophet  Oba^ 
diabj  (which  he  firft  of  all  publilhed  in  Quarto, 
by  way  of  Specimen  of  the  whole  Work ;)  but  of 
the  reft,  both  greater  and  leffer  Prophets,  we 
have  nothing  but  a  bare  Verfion.  He  intended 
indeed  to  have  made  a  Paraphrafe  and  Com* 
J  mentary  upon  thefe  likewife,  and  to  have  an- 

nexed proper  Diflertations  (to  ^  which  he  fre- 
quently remits  the  Reader)  and  Chronological 
Tables,  to  the  Books  of  the  Prophets  •,  but 
while  he  was  meditating  on  thefe  things,  with  an 
Intent  to  make  the  whole  perfed,  ^

i  Let  us  however  take  a.lhort  view  of  what  he 

has  QfF^itd  to  the  World, 

The 
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Th  j:iBook  of  7c>i>(  where  with  the  firft  Volume 
begins)  is  defcrvedly  accounted  one  of  the  moft 
abftrufe,  as  well  as  the  nnioft  fublime  Compo- 
iitions  in  Holy  Writ ;  and  therefore  'tis  lucky 
for  us,  that  our  Author  had  finilhed  his  Para- 
phrafe  and  Commentary  upon  it.  But  the  DiC- 
iertation,  wherein  he  promifed  to  determine  a 
Queftion,  rnuch  agitated  among  the  Learned, 
viz.  Whether  this  Book  is  afimple  Narrative^  or  a 
kind  of  Parable  with  Poetical  EmhelliJhmentSy  is 
wanting.  We  may  however  fupply  this  Defedt 
by  turning  to  what  he  has  faidon  this  Subjeft  in 
his  Sentimens  de  quelques  Theologians  fur  PHijioire 
Critique,  Sec.  Lei.\x.p.  lyy^if^c,  where,  from 
the  feveral  Ciraimftanccs  of  Job^s  Children  feaft- 
ing  fo  much  toge^ier,  which  is  not  fo  agreeable 
to  the  painful  manner  of  Life  among  the  Eajiern 
People  •,  of  theDevil*s  being  among  the  Sons  of 
God,  and  God's  converfing  fo  familiarly  with 
him-,  ofthefudden  and  furprizing  lofsofjc^^'s 
Cattle  and  Children,  and  the  power  which  God 
;  gave  the  Devil  over  his  Body  ;  of  the  long  Si- 
'.  cnce,  which  his  Friends,  coming  to  vifit  hirfi, 
■  cept ', '  the  long  Difcourfe  which  God  held  with  ^ 
:  lim  i  his  fudden  Reftoration,  and  longer  Life 
than  ordinary  afterwards  •,  as  well  as  that  the 
whole  is  manifeftly  a  Poetical  Compofition :  he 
fecms  to  infer,  that  the  Book  of  Job  is  a  Drama-  --^ 
tick  Piece,  fet  off  with  proper  Defcriptions  and 
Decoratiiins ;  and  that  the  Author  of  it  was  not 
M(?/^J,  while  he  abode  m  Midian  (as  fome  Learned 
Men  imagine)  but  one  poftcrior  to  David  and 
Solomon^  (as  appears  by  the  many  Imitat/ons  of 
the  P/i//»5  that  occur  therein)  and  who  might 
probably  live  about  the  beginning  of  the  Cap- 
tivity, as  the  feveral  Cbaldaifms  that  here  and 
there  appear,  do  feem  to  denote*

Tho*  the  P/i//»j  go  under  the  nzmt  of  DaviJ^^ 
yet  they  were  far  from  being  all  compoied  by 
him ;  they  had  different  Authors,  and  ivcrc  macte 
at  different  Times :  nor  are  they  placed  in  the 
fame  order,  in  point  of  time,  wherein  they  were 
compofed;  for  the  cxxxvii^**  Pfalm  was  mani- 
feftly  wrote  in  the  time  of  the  Ifraelites  Captivity, 
whereas  the  cxxvi**^  is  of  no  older  a  Date  thari 
their  Reftoration.  Whoever  was  the  Compiler 
ofthisBodyof  the  P faints^  whether  j^r^j,  or 
(ome  other,  'tis  plain  that  he  digefted  them  at 
firfl  into  five  Books,  whereof  the  firft  proceeds 
to  the  xli^V  Pfalm  inclufively  5  the  fccond  thence 
to  the  Ixxii**  5  the  third  to  the  Ixxxix*^ ;  the 
fourth  to  the  cvi*** ;  and  the  fifth  contains  all 
the  reft.  Of  this,  and  feveraf  other  Matters^ 
relating  to  the  Pfalms^  our  Author  promifed  a 
Diflfertation ;  but  that  omilTion  may  be  fupplicd 
by  what  he  has  faid  in  his  Sentimens  de  quelquei 
TJb'eologiem^  &CC.  Let.  g.  p.  184.  where  he  cor-* 
refts  the  Miftake  of  fome  Interpreters,  whofup- 
pofe  that  the  Ixxiv^^  Pfalm  was  not  wrote  till 
tht  time  of  JntiochusEpipbaneSy  becaufe  of  thefe 
Words,  ^e  fee  not  our  Signs f  there  is  no  more  any 
Prophet  9  neither  is  there  amongus  any  that  knowetb 
bow  long  5  whereas  the  time  of  the  Ifraelites  Cap- 
tivity, lay  they,  was  determined  by  Jerimiab  to 
fcventy  Years.  But,  befides  that  the  Compofcr 
of  this  Hymn  might  polTibly  be  ignorant  of  7^- 
,  remiah*s  Prophecy,  'tis  certain  that  the  Collec- 
tion of  the  Holy  Scriptures  was  compleated  un- 
der Ptolemy  Philadelphusy  who  caufed  them  to 
be  tranflated  into  Greek  5  and  as  we  meet  with 
this  Pfalm  in  the  Vcrfion  of  the  Septuaginty  be- 
yond all  peradventure  it  was  then  in  tht  Hebrew 
Text.  In  the  fame  Place  he  finds  a  palpable 
Error  in  Grotius^  who  would  needs  have  thb 
3  Pf^i^ 
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Pfalm  and  the  Deftruftion  therein  mentioned 
£ver.  6.]  to  relate  to  the  Captivity  of  the  T?htV' 
nzcltot  Schiloh  [i  Sam.  chap.4.]  whereas,  in  the 
very  fecond  Verle  of  it,  there  is  mention  made 
of  Mount  Sion  wherein  thou  haft  dwelt :  nor  can 
he  be  reconciled  to  F,  Simon's  Conjefture,  that 
the  Titles  of  the  Pfalm  were  impofed  not  by  the 
Authors,  but  by  the  Compilers  of  them,  and 
altered  by  the  Seventy  Interpreters,  However 
this  be,  *tis  certain  that  o^r  Author  has  taken 
more  than  ordinary  pains  in  expounding  fuch 
Prophetical  Pfalms^  as,  either  wholly,  or  in  part, 
relate  to  Chrift,  and  the  Times  of  the  Gofpel ; 
and  tho*  they  mention  David  or  Solomon,  or 
any  other  Perfon,  are  certainly  conceived  in 
fuch  Terms,  as  *are  much  more  confonant  to  a 
Myftical  Senfe. 

To  the  other  Hagiographa  our  Author  has  ad- 
joined no  Paraphrafe,  becaufe  (according  to  his 
Pr^^f^r)  they  feemed  not  to  want  any  5  efpe- 
cially  the  Book  of  Proverbs,  wherein  there  is 
little  or  no  Connexion.  Thefe  Proverbs,  in  the 
Opinion  of  Grotius  [vid  .Sentim^ns  de  quelques  ^heo^ 
logiens^  p.  188.]  were  not  the  Invention  of  Solo- 
mon, but  what  he  had  collected  from  the  Wri- 
tings of  feveral  Wifemen,  w|io  lived  before  his 
time.

Pieces,  which  feem  noitoht  oi Solomon^s  com- 
pofing  ;  and  our  Author  conje£hires,  that  the 
Prophecy,  afcribed  to  Agur  the  Son  dijaketh^ 

was 
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was  not  wrote  by  a  Jew^  but  by  feme  ProlHytc 
of  a  neighbouring  Nation. 

The  Book  of  Eccleftajles^  or  the  Preacher y 
he  chufes  to  entitle  not  Conciondtor^  but  Conciona- 
irix  ;  becaufe  the  Original,  being  a  Participle  of 
the  feminine  Gender,  muft  be  fupplied,  fays  he, 
with  a  Subftantive  of  the  fame,  i.  e.  Hhochmah  or 
Sapientia ;  as  Wifdom,.  in  feveral  Chapters,  is  in- 
troduced fpeaking  by  the  Mouth  of  Solomon. 
In  his  Commentaries  on  this  Book^  as  well  as 
on  the  preceding  Proverbs^  our  Author  abounds 
wich  great  variety  of  Citations  from.  Greek  and 
Latin  Authors,  thereby  to  illultrate  the  Seafe 
of  many  fimilar  Paffages  in  thefe  Sacred  Wri- 


tings. 


In  the  Song  of  Songs j  which  is  afcribed  toS"^- 
lomqn^  our  Author  declares,  that  he  is  only  ^1- 
licitous  a'bout  the  Grammatical  Senfe  of  it ;  tho* 
he  cannot  bring  himfelf  to  condemn  thofe,  who 
pretend  to  efpy  a  JVfyfiical  Meaning  in  it,  fo  long 
as  they  do  not  obtrude  upon  us  their  yrild  and  ex- 
travagant Con  jeftures  for  the  Senfe  and  Determi- 
nation of  God*s  Spirit.  He  feems  however  ra- 
ther inclinable  to  the  Sentiments  of  thofe,  who 
look  upon  it  as  a  mere  Epithalatnium^  made  in 
the  form  of  a  Dialogue  -,  for  which  reafon  he 
has  prefixed  the  Names  of  the  Interlocutores  to 
every  Part,  which  ^contributes  not  a  little  to  our 
better  underftanding  it. 

It  is  much  to  be  wifhed;  that  our  AuthorV 
Health  and  Strength  of  Faculties  had  permitted 
him  to  explain  the  other  Prophets  in  the  fame 
manner  that*  he  has  done  Ifaiab  and  Jeremiah -j 
for  therein  he  has  verified  the  Defcription  which 
he  gives  (in  the  Preface  to  Vol.  27.  of  his  Bii- 
liotbcque  Anc.^Mod.)  of  a  competent  Interpreter

of  the  OW  Teftament,  viz.  '«  that  he  fhould 
**  give.diligent  Attention  to  all  ancUnf  Hiftoriesj

**  the  jE/^,  .and  to  Cbroftology  ^tid  Geography: 
**  for  ih  the  Writings  of  the  Prophets,  fayshe^ 
*'  there  are  frequent  Allufions  to  thefe  Matters ; 
^  and  in  the  Dialogues  between  Job  and  his 
**  f*ricnds,  there  is  in  a  manner  a  continued  Re- 
**  ference  to  the  Cuftomsof  the  ancient  Arabians 
«*  which  (as  modern  Travellers  tell  us)  by  rea-» 
**  fon  of  their  little  or  no  Intermixture  with. 
*'  People  of  other  Nations,    are  not  at  all  al- 
**  tered  even  to  this  day."     What  he  farther 
remarlcs  in  his  Sentimens  de  quelques  Theologietis^ 
Let.  9./*  194.  is,  that  the  Stile  of  the  Prophets 
is  extreniely  hyperbolical^  in  fo  much  that  they 
make  no'fcruple  to  dcfcribe  even  the  commoneft 
thing  mihe  ftrongeft  and  moft  emphatical  Ex- 
preffions.     Thus,   upon  the  taking  and  faCking 
pf  any  Town-,  they  make  the  Earth  tremble, 
and  the  Stars  of  Heaven^  and  the  Conftellations 
thereof^  not  give  their  Light  ^  the  Sun  to  be  darkened 
in  its  going  forthy  and  make  the  Moon  not  to  cauf^ 
her  Light  to  finne^  as  Ifaiab  foretels  the  Deftruc- 
tion  c^ Babylon  *9  atidyet  it  is  certain  that  thefe 
Expreffions  are  not  to  be  taken  literally^  and  ac- 
cording to  the  Extent  of  their  natural  Significa- 
tion, becaufe  both  facred  and  profane  Hiftory 
tells  us,  that  there  were  no  fuch  dreadful  Signs 
as  thefe,  at  the  taking  of  Babylon  by  the  Medes. 
All  therefore  that  the  t*rophet  intended,  was  to 
defcribe  the  great  Calamities,  which  would  befall 
the  Kings  of -S^j^3i/(7»,  and  how  that  City  would 
change  its  Matter,  which  accordingly  came  to 
pafs  in  the  Time  of  Cyrus.     And  in  like  manner 
the  prophet  JoeU  fpeaking  of  the  Devaftation, 
N°XIH.  173  K         .    C  which

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which  theArmteS,  invading  7//i/p^i,wcrc  to  make, 
"The  Earth  Jhdll  quake  before  tbem^  fays  he,  the 
Heavens  fiall  tremble^  the  Sun  and  the  MoonjhaU 
be  dark,  and  the  Stars  Jhall  witbdnm  their  finning. ' 
Now  the  misfortune  is,  fays  our  Author,  that 
wTien  Perfons,  unacquainted  with  this  manner 
oF  Prophctick  Writing,  applv  themfelves  to  die 
reading  of  any  abftrufe  Book,  efpecially  di? 
Revelation  of  St.  Jobn^  which  is  wrote  m  imita^ 
'  tvon  of  the  ancient  Prophets,  they  commonly 
underftand  nothing  of  it,  becaufe  they  take  that 
mz.lite.rak  which  Ought  to  be  taken  not  only 
in  2l  figurative  J  but  even  in  an  hyperbolic  d  Senfe : 
and,  for  the  fame  reafbn,  moft  Interpreters  arc 
of  Opinion,  that  our  Saviour  in* St.  Afol3^«r> 
[chap,  xxiv.]  fpeaks  not  only  of  the  Deftrudioa 
of  Jerufalem^  but  even  of  the  End  of  theWorld 
Jikewife  •,  whereas  it  is  evklent  that  his  Difcouf fe 
relates  only  to  the  former  Event,  as  the  learned; 
Hammond  nas  inc(Miteftably  proved. 

Our  Author^s  tif0  former  Volumes  werfc. 
'  agreeably  intermixed  withDiffertations  upon  dif- 
ficult Paflages  and  other  fuch  Points  as  were 
matter  of  T/b(?(7/^^fV^/ Debate  •,  and^tis  much  to 
be  wifhed,  that  as  he  hinrfelf  grew  incapable  <tf 
the  Work,  fome  other  Perfon  of  fiifficient  Abi- 
lities, had,  from  hb  Materials  (as  whoever  knew 
him,  and  his  Method  of  Study,  muft  believe 
that  he  had  Materials  enough  for  the  purpofe) 
fupplied  the  Defeft,  before  the  Work  was  made 
publick ;

(t^fhich  is  concerning  Prophecy  4nd  the  Prcpbsts)  is 
to  l!>e  found  among  his  feleA  Difcoptfes^  ^rQt)0: 
in  Englijh J  and  publifhed  after  his  Death,  Jmit 
i£6oj  by,I>.  ff^ortbingten^  who  wrote  a  Prefapci. 
to  the  whole,    and  acMed  hb  Fundral  SernscdH! 
preached  by  Dr*  Patrick  Bifliop  of  £/y. 

Trtis  Mfr Smith  was  born  in  the  Qmnty  tif 
Northampton^  and  firfi:  adn;^itted  intd  Emanuet 
College  in  CambridgCy  Anno  1636^  where  he 
took  his  Batchelor  and  Mafter  of  Arts  Degrees ; 
and  thence  removed  to  ^een^s  College,  whtnt. 
he  wastrhofeh  FcUdw,  June  9th,  16441  and 
died  in  the  fame  College  1552.  a  Perfon  of 
Wonderful  Learning  for  his  Age,  cfpeciallf  io 
the  i^/j/wir*  Phtl^bphy  arid  Writings  of  the  V 
ancient  fi(fbbins\'  upon  Ivhich  accounts,  our 
Authol'^  finding  thisDiiTertatiotl  mentioned  with 
great  RefpetS:  among  his  Countrymen,  thoi^h£ 
it  not  improper  to  tranflate  it  into  Latin^  as  the 
beft  Compofitipn  in  its  kind,  and  to  which  wa 
freqqendy  find  hhtl  remitting  hisiteader.  r 

The  Differtation  by  our  Author  himfelfi  is, 
concerning  the  Poefy  of  the  Hehrews^  firfl:  pub* 
lilhed  in  Prench,  in  his  Univerfal  and  Hifiorical 
Library^  Anno  1688,  Vol.  9,  Art*  8*  p.  2x9^ 
fcff.  and  flflc^  tranflated  into  fjatin  to  be  an- 
nexed to  his  Cgmmentaries.  In  which  Treatife 
he  has  (hewn,  by  Examples  taken  from  the 
cl*^or  laft  Pfalm  •,  from  the  Sqrig  d  MofeSfEinod* 
XV*  and  heut.  xxxii  •,  and  from  the  Song  of 
Deborah^  Jud.  v.  that  the  manner  of  Verfifica-  ^ 
tion  among  the  ancient  Jews  Was  not  Metre^  as 
it  is  WL^tin  and  Greek  •,  ho^  Rbimdj  as  it  is  irt 
'  ^  .      C  2  Trench 
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Frmb^2Lnd  Englifiby  and  other  .  modern  Lanr 
gnages :  and  in  this  Opinion  he  has  the  happi- 
nefs  to  have  the  concurrence  of  feveral  Learned 
Men  in  feveral  Nations.. 
'  Thus  we  have  given  the  Reader  a  true  Ac- 
csounr  of  the  two.laft  Works  of  our  Author  which 
will  ever  be  publilhed,  and  have  thereby  pcfr 
haps  raifcd  his.  Cilriofity  to  know  fonje  thing. 
more  of  the  Life  and  Labours  of  to  great  a 
Man :  And  in  this  we  fhall  endieavour  to  give 
him  Satisfadion,  according  to  the  beft  Informa- 
tion that  we  could  gather. 

.  Our  Author  Jt?bn  le  Ckriy  was  the  Son  of 
Stephen  le  Clerc,  (a  learned  and.emiMnt  Citizea 
6(  Geneva, .  "who  firft  pradifed  Ph'jjick,  but  was 
afterwards  made  Greek  Profeffor  of  that  Aca-^ 
demy,  and  Senator  of  that  Republick,)  by  Su-, 
fanna  Gallatin,  wfepfe  Father  Marinus  was 
another  Senator.  He  was  their  fbcond  Son,  bom 
^t  Geneva,  March  19th,  .1657,  and  had  two 
Brothers ;  D^»iV/,  an  eminent  Phyficiah,  and 
Senator  of  Geneva,  who  wrote  the  Hijiory  of 
Phyfick,  asfara&G^/ifj&'sTime,  a  Book  of  great 
Repute  among  the  Profeflbrs  of  that  Science ;, 
and  Francis^  \vho  fettled  at  Leip/ick  iii  the  Con- 
dition of  a  Merchant. 

Their  Father  took  great  care  of  all  their 
Education,  and  fent  his  Son  Join,  when  about 
cightYears  old,  to  the  Grammar-School ;  where 
he  foon  difcovered  a  ftrong  Inclination  to  read- 
ing, a  very  quick  and  retentive  Memory,  and 
a  Genius  to  Poetry  that  did  not  leave  him^  even 
in  the  Gbiirfe  of  his  more  ferious  Studies^  and 
more  advanced  Years :  for,  upon  his  tranflating 
two  Sermons,  preached  by  Gilbert  Lord  Biihop 
oi  Salisbury,  before /ST/VZ/aw  the  TJiird,  into  the 
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J^rencb  Tong^Qj  hefubjoincdto  theoneaPoend 
in  Heroick,  and  to  the  other  fome  Epigrams  in 
Elegiack  Vcrk^  de  Anglid  Ltberatd ;  whereby  the 
Reader  may  perceive,  that,  even  at  that  time, 
his  Poetick  Faculty  had  not  deferred  him.  The 
truth  is,  in  his  younger  Years,  hereadtheGlaf- 
ficks  with  grfxat  Care  and  Attention ;  that  even 
while  he  was. at  School,  he  madehimfelf  a  kind 
of  Epitomy  of  the  feveral  Commentators  on 
Terence  and  Plautus^  and  was  not  a  little  aflifted 
by  his  Father  in  his  Study  qtHomer  and  feveral 
Profe  Authors  in  the  Greek  Tongue. 

WHEN  he  was  about  fixteen  Years  old,  he 
was  removed  from  the  Grammar-School,  and 
placed  un^er  MxiChouet^  a  very  learned  Man* 
and  who  was  afterwards  one  of  the  Syndichoi 
the  Republick,  to  ftudy  Philofophy :  but  while 
he  was  in  aCourfeof  Logif^fr,  he  was  taken  with 
a  violent  Fever,  which,  for  fix  days,  made  hint 
delirious,  and  very  much  endangered  his  Life : 
for  after  his  Fever  was  removed,  an  Ague  hung 
long  upon  him,  fo  that  his  Recovery  was  very 
flow,    in  which  time  he  amufed  himfelf  ^ith 
reading  the  Critical  Letters  oi  TanaquillusFaher ;

BtiNO  thus  furnifticd  With  a  ftiftcknt  KnoW? 
lecfep  of  Philofophy  arid  Lattguages,  be  betook 
liiraelf  to  the  Study  ofph^inUy^  iif  the  nineteenth 
Year  of  his  Age,  under  Frahcis  turrittin^  Lewis 
Tronchirtj  znd  fome  othet  eminent  Dodorscf 
that .  Academy,  Some  Years  befqrc,  great 
'pifputes  h^d  arofe  at  Geneva  concemmg  the 
tJ^mifalityofGraeey  and  the  Eict'enfoftbe  Efficacy 
ofChrift'sBeath.  Several  PtofeflbtS  hdd  thcJffir^ 
piativej  which  our  Author  aft^rWafds  allowed  to 
be  true ;  but,  as  the  Inftitqtltln  of  the  Academy 
was,  that  no  one  ffiould  enter  into  theMinifkry 
without  flgning  the  Hehefkk  ConptifUs  (as  it  was 
Cdmmorily  cdlled)  whicli  contained  ft  contraty 
'Dqftrine ;  few  y oungPcopIe  ente te^  deep  into  the 
*Contr6verfy,  for  fear  of  falling  intoOpirtioris,that 
rnlght  exclude  them  frorti  the  Sdcred  Funftidn. 

He  began  his  Theoldgicdl  Studies  With  read- 
ing fome  of  the  common  Syftems,  lUld  aftei'T 
wards  the  T2?<?/^j  Salmurienfes  (as  they  are  called) 
to  which  he  wrote  part  of  a  Supplemefrit,  but 
neve^  thought  proper  to  ftnifll  it.  He  tod  the 
Old  Teftamentin  Hebhw,  and  thfelNT^win  Gmk^ 
with  the  beflAnnotations  upon  them^  attd  Barrel 
Bocharfs  Geographia  Sacra^  and  HifffdzaiCm^  Zq 
his  great  pleafure  ahd  advanrag(^;'- With  ttiauy 
^  other  Books,  both  in  Lmn  and  French,  that  were 
.  conducive  to  his  Improvement  in  the  Knowle^e 
of  t>Ivirtity. 

Af  T  E  R  he  h^d  gone  through  the  uftial  Fornix 

of  Study  in  Geneva^  and  had  loft  his  Father  In 

1676,  he  Was  determined  for  fome  time  to  go 

into  Frande  bri  purjjofe  to  improve  iiimfelf  iii  a 

.  language  Which  %a$  not  fpokcn  Iv^itK  fo  much 

.  purity 
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Purity  m  his  own  Country  ^  and  upon  his  return 
home,  was  admitted  into  Holy  Orders,  with 
the  KCneralApplaufe  of  all  his  Examiners.  But, 
inotlong  after,  the  Works  oiStepb.CurceUaus  be- 
ing publiihed  by  Phil  Limburg  i  our  Author^ 
upon  reading  them,  foon  perceived,  that  in  the 
C^ntroverlies  between  Rsmonftrants  and  other 
IVoteftaots,  the  former  had  by  much  the  better  ' 
of  the  Argument;  and  thereupon  reiblved  to 
leave  both  his  own  Country  and  Franc^j  wher^ 
the  contrary  Principles  were  profefled,  apd  toQ 
es^rly  maintained. 

In  the  latter  End  of  the  Year  1680,  he  went 
to  Saumur  (a  Proteftani  Academy  of  great 
Repute,  but  then  funk  and  gone  to  decay)  not 
fa  tmich  for  the  advancement  of  his  Xoearning,  as 
for  his  farther  Improvement  in  the  FrtHcb 
ToQgMe,  becaufe  there  it  was  fpoken  in  the 
greaUfi:  El^ance  and  Purity,  Here  it  wa^  that 
he  firft  read  the  Works  of  Simn  Epfcopiusy  with 
whofe  Learning  and  Eloquence,  and  wonderful 
S^city^  he  Was  not  a  little  delighted ;  and  be- 
^to  oiake  hisiVo^^j  and  Obiervatk>ns  upon  the 
Old  Teftament  from  the  Polyglot^  which  laid  the 
.  Foundation  for  the  Commentaries  which  he  has 
fince  publiihed.     ^ 

Du  R  ijTG  hi$  ftay  here,  there  came  out  a  Book, 
mtitled,  Lihertj  de  SanSo  dmore  Epifiola  ?2i^ftfo- 
pca^  f^vQurbg  not  a  little  the  Dodrine  of  the 
iS«m^r4M/i;  which  moft  People  imputed  tox^ur 
Authors  tho'  fome  were  of  opkiion,  there  was 
too  much  Learning  in  it  for  a  Man  c^  his  Years, 
who  was  then  but  twenty -four  s  however,  he  was 
the  tr<ue  Autho!?of  it.

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His  Bafineis  was  to  l^rn  the  £»^/f^  Tongue  j 
and,  to  that  purpofe,  he  applied  himfelf  to  the 
•reading  of  Dr.  Hammond^ $  PraSlieal  Catecbifm^ 
and  hisAnnotations  upon  tbeNew  ^efiament ;  which 
he  afterwards  publiflied  in  Latin^  with  fuch  Ani^ 
.    madvcrfions  as  he  thought  proper. 

•    He  preached  feveral  times  in  French  in  the  * 
Walloon^    Savoyy   and  Greek  Churches,    vifited 
feveral  Bifhops,  and  other  Men  of  Learning  j 
but  as  few  of  them  fpake  French  or  Latin  with 
eafcj  and  himfelf  was  not  fo  perfeft  in  Englijhj 
^  as  to  hold  difcourfe  therein,  he  could  npt  enter 
into  any  great  Familiarity  with  them,  nor  did  ^ 
he  indeed  flay  long  enough  to  do  it:;  for  being 
very  fubjed  to  a  Cough  while  he  abode  in  Lon- 
don^ occafioned,  as  he  thought,  by  the  Thick- ^ 
nefs  of  the  Air,  and  the  burning   fo  much  Coal 
in  that  City,  he  began  to  apprehend  fome  danger 
of  his  Lungs,  and  thereupon  refolved  to  reinove 
into  Holland ;  where  as  loon  as  he  arrived,*  he 
went  to  vifit  Phil.

i6^z.  Bibliotbeque^  he  publiflied  in  the  Year  1692  hi$ 
Logick,  his  Ontology  J  zx^  Pneumat^logy\  and  (to 
compleat  his  Coarfe  of  Philofophy)  in  the  Year 
1695,  his  Sy^^m  of  Natural  Philofophy.  His 
Logick  he  dedicated  to  the  great  Philofopher 
Robert  Boyle ;  but  he  -  dying  before  it  came  to 
hand,  in  the  next  Edition  he  addrefled  it,  as  he 
had  likewife  done  his  Ontology  and  Pneumatology^ 
'  to  his  learned  Friend  Mr.  Locke. 

As  foon  as  our  Authors  Philofophical  Works 
were  finilhed  and  reprinted,  the  Bookfellers  of 
Holland  having  a  mind  to  print  Morerfs  Hifto^ 
ri€al  Difiionarj^  prppofed  to  him  in  1689  to  re- 
vife  it ; » which  he  undertook  to  do,  fuj^fing 
that  becaufe  the  Work  had  bore  five  Impreflions 
in  France^  it  could  not  want  much  Corre&ion : 
but  having  gone  about  the  Work,  he  foon  per- 
ceived his  Miftake,  and  that  the  Revifion  of  the

Mofes  was  printing,  he  had  occafion  to  publjfh

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Stjohn* /Go/pel  '9  whidibe  did  theratheri  bef* 
caufe,  fince  the  time  that  he  entered  into  thS

In  the  former  of 
thefe,  he  gives  U5  a  Definition  and  Divifion  of 
the  Art  of  Criticifm  5  and  then,  having  fhewn 
the  ufe  and  Benefit  thereof,  proceeds  to  the  Me- 
thod, wherein  we  may  beft  learn  the  Laiin^ 
Greeky  and  i/^f^r^o;  Languages-,  and  fo  lay 9 
down  general  Rules  for  the  right  Interpretation 
of  Words^  or  any  Form^  of  Speech ;  wherein 
their  Difficulty  lies,  and  by  what  means  it  may 
be  fiirmounted.

Work  of  more  ufe  andmo« 
ment,  tn  the.  lame  Year  he  pnbKflicd  another 
i^^fwiTrcatife,  de  P Incredulith  whcrdnheen* 
qaires  into  the  general  Reafons  and  Motives 
which  induce  Unbelievers  to  rejc^  the  Ghriftian 
Religion :  to  which  he  added  two  Letters,

the  Dqftrinesof  Chrift ;  and  to  feew  Believer?, 
that  none  rf  the  trifling  Arguments,  which  are 
commonly  made  ufe  of  againft  {jbrifiianihij 
eught  to  give  any  Shock  torfxc  Stabffity  of  their 
Minds. . 

Iw  liheYear  1697,  our  Author  publijihed  (what  1697. 
was  wrote  long  before,  chiefly  for 'die  benefit  of 
young  People)  a  Ihort  Abridgemtnt  df  Uhwerfd  . 
fliftoryi  from  the  beginning  of  theWorld  to  the 
^ime  of  Charles  thcGreat^  together  with  a  brief 
Expofition  of  Chronology ;  whdch  may  be  run  over 
in  a  very  (hort  time,  and  thereby  the  Memory 
mightily  aflifted,  both  in  acquiring  and  retain- 
ing the  Knowledge  of  remarkable  Perfons,  and 
Tranfadlions. 

In  tlKbeginningof  the  Year  1698,  he  pub-  1698,

Friendjidp^  ha  the  batred^faUthe  Franks.  Such 
iRrasthe  Greek  Emperor  of  lh<^e  Days,  and  fo 
flightlydid  he  think  of  the  GathoKc  Intercft. 

Toxdwell  on  the  feveral  Particulars  of  the 
War  which  about  thii  time  blazes  out  ai;i  all 
fides  to  ka  h«%bt;  is  not  our  prefcnt  purpofe^ 
nor  cahjtfuie  with  the  Brevity  that  will  bp  here 
«^pbaed..  :lict  it  fujffice,  that  it  was  condu£ke<l 
and  mainraooird  on  both  fides  wijth  ^^  hocteft 
^eal  and'Enthufiafm  ;  that  neithertwould  allaw 
the  other a:ime  to  breathe  -,  andtliatP/e?/(?;w4f5was 
the  Sceme  of  Aftion,  and  the  Prize  immediate^ 
contended  for.  Much  was  done"  to  reduce  it 
both  by  Land  and  Sea  on  the  one  hand,  and  as 
much  to  «fcoe,  and  dcfeijd,  and  relieve  it  on 
the  other.  Vaft  Madnnes  were  at  ieveral  dme? 
ercfted  with  immenfe  expence  and  incredible  la- 
bour, and  advanced  to  the  Town  to  batter  and 
&ake  it  to  pieces  s  \>yx%  with  as  great  .cafe,  as

Duf 
Hiftofiati'taxcs  the  Govemour  or Ldtd  of'^e^ 
witK  beiig  the  Incendiary  of  thefe  dregful  do- 
ings, anii  of  thofc  that  fbllpwi  byftifrmg  up 
the  Kings  of  Cbriftetidom  with  the  figHt  of  ^.Pic- 
ture he  fent  over  S^a,  which  teproerit^fd  the 
HolySjepulsbre  with^a  Mojkm  Horfeman  ^firancihg  ' 

over  it>  while  his  Hprfe'ftaled  oh  it;  Tl[^is  Re- 
preftritation,  fays  he,  was  handed  abdiit  among 
them  beyond  Sica,  an4  the  Pricfts 'went  about 
with  it  in  mournful  penitential  ProceiTiiins,'  kx- 
flamingthe'  Minds  of  all  that  faw  it./    / 

THE'krmies  breathed  a  while/ diirfng  thcn^ry/i&t 
depth  of  the  Winter  Scafori^  and  th^  Spring  Hcj.jS;. 
drsiwing  on,  each  fide  prepared  forAfbiop.  Now 
the  King  of  France  arrived,  with  fiic  Ships,  la- 
den wit;h  Horfcs  and  other  Neceflariej^  v  he,  fayS 
our  Author,  was  confidercd- as  the  ehi^f  of  the 
Cbrifiian^PowttSf  and  it  was  reported  that  the 
fupremc  Cbmmand  Was  to  be  lodged  in  farm  ; 
and  it  ufcd  to  be  threatened  what  he  would  do 
when  he  came.  He  had  a  white  Falcon,  a  great 
Favoui'ite,  which  juft  after  his  arrhral,  took  a 
flight,  and  inftead  of  returning  to  his  Matter, 
alighted  on.  the  Walls  of  PtolematSy  mdwsiA 
taken  by  the  befieged,  who  refufed  a  thoufend 
Crowns  of  Gold  for  hi^Rahfom,  and  fcnt  him 
a  prefent  to  the  Solidn.  This  was  a  very  oomfort- 
ttble  Omen, 

Then  comes  the  King  ,of  England  *  iptq 
thtfc  Parts;  he,  fays  our  Hiftorian,  wastle^tned 
inferior  in  Dignity  to  the  former,  but  was  much 
tnote  confidered  for  his  warlike  Abilities  and 
Wealth,  being  an  extraordinary  Watxior,  airf, 
Maffer^oFmuchTreafure,  Bathe,  foi-' his ijarf, 
'  ;       •  thoi^ht 

Ik'  pih^ii  I.  furrmmd  j^oear  de  Uon« 
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tiiOJigJxt!  Cyprus  worth*  the  cpnquering»  .and 
therefore  rffolved  to » reduce  that  in  Sie  .fixft 
place.  But  much  about  jl^is  time  a  Misfortune 
befel  fivi'BngtiJb  Nation  v  they  loft  five  Ships 
and  a  Pinnace^  ^witb  Recruits  and  Supplies^ 
wUch  i)f ere  taken  by  the  A%2^i* 

To  return  to  the  Sie^e,  it  went  on  with  the 
former  vigour,  and  the  bedded  b^an  to  be 
fadly  diftrefled  5  and  To  intent  were  the  pranh 
upon  ftorming  the  place^  that  rather  than  not 
£11  up  the  t)itches  and  Moats  that  went  round 
it,  they  threw  in  their  dead  Carkafles  of  all 
forts,  not  excepting  the  Men  that  either  died  or 
fell  by  the  Sword,  or  were  judged  to  be  incura- 
bly wounded.  The  befieged  on  the  other  hand, 
ventured,  and  fought,  apd  laboured  hard  to  rid 
themfelves  of  this  Incumbrance  and  Infection  by 
cutting  up  the  dead  Bodies,  and  carrying  then^ 
off,  and  throwing  them/ifttp.the  Sea.  But  fo  terrir 
ble,  and  fo  eternal  a  Duty,  made  theirHearts  fail 
and  their  Spirits  flag  •,  which  the  Sohdn  under- 
ftanding,  did  his  utmoftV  hoc  only  to  cbear  them 
up,  but  aftually  to  procure  them  foxne  refpite. 
Night  and  Day  did  he  afladit  and  mpleft  the 
Franks  in  their  Camp,  ,  and  tKe  harder  they 
prefled  upon  the  Town,  ^the  harder  did  he  preft 
upon  thein :  infomucK  that  the  Franks^  would 
have  cofne  to  a  Parley ;  but  the  SpitSn  difdabj 
fully  rejedtcd  it,  faying^;  If  they  would  have  any 
thing  with  us^  it  is  their  buftnefs  to  comennd  ask  it  \ 
we  want  nothing  of  them 

Thus  went  Matters,  pn  between  them,  tili 
the  King  of  £»^/^»  J  landed  from  his  Cbnqueft 
oi  Cyprus.  He  came,  jays,  our  Hiftorian,  with 
amagnificent and  terrible  Parade,  condu6ling 
tweiity-five  Ships  of  War,  full  of  Men,  Arm:^ 
Ammunition  and  Machines^    The  franks  fet  no 

boujpds 


t)OQJ»h  xo  dieir  J(^  at  his  arxival,^  which  they 
Ihewed  ^y  all  ihe  Deinonftratioiis  ufiial  atpufaH 
lie  Fcftkities.  Their  Kings,  fays"  ht^  had  fre- 
iqii^hdy  threatned  us  with  him,  and.  by  Defer^ 
ti&rs  we  were  told  they  put  off  their  laft  pufli  up- 
l>ni  Pwltmais  till  he  mould  arrive*  he  being  fage 
in  Counfel,  and  kidefatigable  and  daring  in 
'Aftion.  The  Mojlemi  now  wcref  almoft  dcad- 
liearted,' ail  hat  tht  S^Itdni  he  put  hisufual 
confidence  in  God. 

Thu E  E  days  after  the  Kii%  of  Englandf%  ar- 
riyal,  he  fought  a  large  Ship  with  mc  hundred 
'^tidfifW  fightingMen  in  her.  %ehad  been  fitted 
out  and  laden  widi  Ammunition  and  Prei^ificb 
Ht  BerytuSy  by  the  S^//^«*s  order,  and  was  bound 
for  Pulemaisy  where  flie  was  to  force  her  en^ 
*trahce,  and  fupply  the  Town.  But  the  King  of 
tEngiand  hemmed  her  round  with, forty  Sail,  and 
plyed  her  fo  warmly,  that  the  Comnunder  per* 
living  himfelf  on  the  point  of  being  taken^ 
f funk  her  of  his  own  accord,  and  all  that  wa&in 
her  periJhed ;  but  not  without  the  lofc  of  one  of 
the  King's  laigefl  Ships,  which  was  burned,  and 
all  that  was  in  her  periflied  alfo.  ' 

Ve  R  Y  extraordinary  efforts  were  now  made 
'to  reduce  the  places  particularly  a  Machine 
was  built,  which  tdwered  above  the  Walls  of 
the  City,  and  was,  as  it  was  thought,  invincibly 
fortified  with'  Iron  and  Lead,  and  Brafs,  and 
advanced  within  five  or  fix  Cubits  of  the  Town ; 
*  whereat  they  within  immediately  talked  of  ca-;. 
pitulating :  ,but  Night  and  Day  plying  it  with 
their,  fiery  Compofitions,  their  perfeverance  had 
its  dcfired  effed:,  the  Flames  took  this  Machine 
alfo,  reduced  it  to  Aflies,  and  put  new  Life  in- 
to them,  but  rather  Iharpncd  than  blunted  tfc 
Edge  of  the  Siege,  ...;.,:..*

F/"^»iiadiwrlic)D,  and  dfiew  them  from  c^th^e 
Town  to  fight  the  5!^//<^//f  who.  flood  his  grouml 
and  they:  fought,  till  the  fiiltry  Heat  of  the 
Noon-day  Sun  made  each  fide  give  over. . . 

U*  0  k  the  M&ndaf  afterwards^  the  City 
Drum^jwscfie  heard  ^in,  ^ith  which  tte  ^ofm^ 
corre^xmded  as  before.  ;  The[  Affaulc  u{)0Rthe 
Towft  was  BOW  more .  vioknt  than  ever,  the 
Franks  hAn^coAMcnt  tht  SoMn  would  not 
dare  a  feco»d  Attempt  upon  their  Canrp  v  bMt 
they  wire  kmftaken,  he  broke  in  and  ranfa^cked 
it  a  fecond  time.  This  was  ^  fecond  Diverfion^ 
and  changed  the  Scene  of  A<3:ion  again,  whith 
.was  the  jrrioft  fierce  and  obftinate  th?it  had  ey«r 
yet  been  foi^ht^  the  Mojlems  never  offering  to 
give  over,  till  they  iaw  a  Herald  appear  on  the 
other  fide,  to  defire  a  fafe  Conduft  to  the  SoUdn. 
He  waited  firft  on  the  5^//a»*s  Brother,  Al-mor 
hC'AUaddy  and  was  thence  conduced  to  the 
^oltdn  himlelf,  to  wh(^n  he  declared,  that  the 
King  di England  defired  a  Conference  with  him* 
To  this  die  Sohdn  anfwered  without  the  leaft  he- 
fitatlon :  Kings  never  me^t  to  difcourfe  togetbir  till 
IPeace  is  ratified  between  them.  It  would  M  UHr 
feemly  in  them  to  contend  in  thf  Field  after  a 
friendly  Conference.  If  that  he  bis  deftre^  ibedrti-- 
ties  tf  Peace  muft  hejirfi  agreed  on.  We  muft  alfo 
^  ie  provided  witb  an  honeft  and  faithful  Interpreter 

hetween  usj  that  we  may  underfiand  each  other • 
tJ^ben  all  this  is  done^wc  will  meet  and  talk  togo- 
4berf  in  God's  name.  ^ 

This 
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This  Tender  of  Peace  did  noc  retard  cheWar, 
and  the  very  next  Sunday  the  Armies  toughc 
again  with  no  great  lofe  of  Blood  indeed,  but 
by  degrees  tlie  War  grew  as  hot  as  ever  betwcerl 
them.     While  the  Armies  were  difouting,  as  iC 
were,  negligently  in  flight  Skirmilnes,  it  fared 
harder  and  harder  with  the  bcfieged,  who  com- 
plained to  the  Soltdn  th^t  the  Siege  was  become 
intolerable  fince  the  King  of  England^s  landing:'  • 
that  indeed  the  King  of  France  had  been  wound- 
ed, but  it  had  turned  rather  to  their  lofs  than 
advantage,    having    ferved   only    to  cxafpe- 
rate   the   Beliegers,    and  make  'them  fiercer, 
more  intrepid,  and  more  indefatigable  than  be- 
fore. ^  This  was  not  the  only  Misfbrtune  that 
befel  the  Franks  about  the  fame  time.    The 
Marquis,  Lord  of  Tyre,  left  the  Camp  in  a  dif^ 
guft,  two  of  the  Queen  of  Sicily's  *  Servants 
defcrted;  but  worft  of  all,  the  King  of  England 
was  taken  ^.ith  a  violent  Indifpofition. 

At  the  fanie  time  that  thp  Cbriftian  Camp 
laboured  under  tfiefe  Difadvahtagcs,  the  Soltdn 
grew  ftronger  and  ftronger,  by  the  acceffipri  of 
fome  powerful  Allies.  .  A  report  went,  that  the 
King  of  £;jfg/i^(i  had  been  highly  blamed  by  thi 
other  Princes  before  Ptolemais^  for  the  ftcp  he 
had  taken  tpwards  a  Treaty  ,with  the  Soltdn^  aS 
detrimental  and  diflionoiirablc  to  thtCbriJiian 
Name  and  Intereft.  But  if  tliat  is  true,  we  ivt 
told,  h^  difregartled  whatever  they  f^id  upon  that 
^ffair^by  ^ia^ritai'ning  a  tbrrefpondcncc  with^-^f- 
tnalec  Al-ddelj  who  informed  his  Brother,  the 
^(?//^«,' of  all  tha.t  paffed  betwe'en  them.  At.l^ft 
it  was  ag^recdtMat  Al-malec  Jl-adfl  Should  meet 
the  iCi^g  o{.'Eh^tfln4  in  the  Plain  i  but  the  K»ng 
^lifiTlP%flf%S^2pd'i^^,  mk^i^4ffr9fmf0tfhfSiegf^ 
N*  W.  ,47^i.  / I         ;  ^^'^^ 
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being  confined  by  his  Diforder,  fo  that  hfc  could 

not  keep   the  Appointnient,    fenc  to  cxcufe 

himfelf  to  the  following  efFeft:  Do  iwt  think  I 

put  off  our  fueeling  for  what  the  vulgar  Report  fays. 

The  Reins  are  delivered  into  my  Hands^  and  I  am 

fubjell  to  no  control':  but  lam  very  ftck  and  cannot 

Jtir  out.     It  being  the  cujtomfor  Kings  to  make  each 

other  Prefents  'when  they  treat  together^  I  have 

fucb  a  one  for  the  Solcan  as  willpleafe  bimj  and  1 

hope  he  will  accept  of  it ;    but  it  confifts  of  rare 

'Birds  cf  Prey  from  beyond  Sea^  that  are  Very  fiekly 

and  in  ill  ^cafe^  fo  ithat  it  would  not  he  amifs  if  you 

fent  usfome  Poultry  to  feed  them  witb^  that  the^ 

may  be  in  a  condition  to  he  prefented  to  /i&^Soltin. 

AUmalec  Al-adel  turned  this  to  ridicule.    Wbat^ 

fays  he,  the  King  is  ftck  himfelf^  and  wants  fome 

Chickens  for  bis  own  ufe^  and  would  come  over  us 

with  that  fetch.     Then  turning  the  difcourfc, 

Go  to^  fays  he,  to  the  Ambaflador,  let  us  hear 

what  you  have  to  offer^  you  are  the  Suitors^  not 

we.     And  thus  this  Embafly  or  Meflage  broke 

off. 

B  u  T  all  thefe  advances  towards  Peace  were 
of  no  manner  of  eafe  to  Ptolemais  5  their  Walls 
were  continually  battered  with  fearful  ruin,  and 
tKey  themfelves  funk  under  the  immenfe  burthen 
bf  their  ceafelefs  Duty  •,  being  conftantly  em- 
ployed by  the  Befiegers,  who  were  numerous 
j?ind  frefh,  Telievii)g  each  other  by  turns.  "It  was 
come  to  that  |)afs  with  them  now,,  that  they 
were  rathet..ftormed  thaa  befieged,  the  Enemy 
^inaking  tTieTr  utfnoft  efforts  to  poflbfs  themlelves 
\of  tlie  Breaches  tKiey/had  made,  and  pour  into 
tlieTbwn/This,  when  it  was  carried  to  the  oof- 
tdnS  ears,  by  tlie  urgent  Beat  of  theXTity^Drumi^, 
hte'inftantly ttrtindercd  Ajwh dpoti  ^'Cbriftian 
Camp,  and  it  ma/  be  truly  faid,  that  a  dreadful 

'^^    '^tonflifl: 
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coiiflid  enfued ;  the  SoUdn  every  now  ancj  then^ 
cafting  a  fbrrowful  Look  upon  the  diftreffed 
Ptotetnaisy  roufed  up  the  Spirits  of  his  Army  to 
the  moft  obftinate  pitch  of  Intrepidity,  and  the 
more  eager  he  beheld  the  Cbri/iians  on  the  be- 
fieged,  the  more  and  more  did  burn  to  relieve 
them. 

'  Tii  E  next  Morning,  again,  by  Day-break, 
the  Solian  renewed  his  efforts  ;  for  the  befieged 
had  contrived  to  let  him  know,  the  day  before, 
that  it  was  impoffible  for  them  to  hold  out  any 
longer  if. he  did  not  fomething  very  notable  in 
their  behalf.  This  news  pierced  the  very  Hearts  of 
all  true  Moflems ;  for  Ptolemais  was  the  grand 
Magazine  of  Pi&^«Vz^,  Palejline,  Syria^  Egypt ^ 
in  fliort  of  the  whole  IJlamitic  Empire ;  not  to 
ipeak  of  the  very  great  Perfonages  and  Com- 
manders within  its  Walls.  The  Soltdn  himfelf 
was  affeftcd almofl:  to  death,  with  the  profpeft 
of  this  immenfe  Lofs :  but  ftill  he  trufted  he  had 
God  to  Friehdj  and  therefore  refolved  upon 
a  defperate  courfe.  Accordingly  he  did  all  that 
Man  could  do  -,  but  this  day  hi§  Army  afted  not 
lip  to  his  wiflies,  and  he  fell  (hort  of  his  pur- 
poft;.  T)\t  Franks^  on  the  contrary,  were  fired 
with  fuch  ^  Zelil,  that  every  one  afted  as  if  the. 
fate  of  the^day  KaiJ  depended  on  his  fingle  Arm. 
Two  iiiftancfes  *of  this  we  find  in  our  Author.  A 
i^^w*  ftopd  upon  the  Walls  or  Retrenchments 
of  their  Camp,-  'and  pelted  ,the  Moflems  with 
Stones  that  weJe  handed  to  hijn  ;.  and  although 
he  was  (truck  al)6ve  fifty  times  with  Darts  and 
Stones,  he  nevtr  ftirred,  tilt  a  Fire-pot  »vrs 
thrown  at  hii)(i,  and'  bur(;it'him.  A  Wom^^  '^^^^^ 
\fras  fouhd  Within  the  Camp^  a  lovel  ^^"^ 
tb'look  atr  <^lad  in  Green,  , and  be^'^g  armei 
with  Bow' and  Arrow,  dealt  dcftp^^io^^  ^^o^^ 
I  2  her 
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her,  with  prodigious  dexterity;  nor  defifted  till 
flie  fell  by  ^he  Hands  of  Numbers  that  fur-^ 
,  rounded  her.  Her  Bow  was  prefented  to  the 
SoJtariy  who  was  quite  aftonimed  at  the  ftory 
of  it. 

The  City  was  now  at  her  laft  gafp,  the 
Franks  had  with  incredible  difficulty  poffefled 
themfelvcs  of  what  we  may  call  the  Out- works,' 
and  tht  befieged  but  ftruggled  for  Life.  Their 
Governour  therefore  went  out  to  the  King  of 
France  to  treat  for  their  Lives;  remonftrating 
that  the  Mojlems  had  always  granted  terms  to 
the  Franks^  when  asked,  and  had  religioufly  ad- 
hered to  therri.  .  The  King  anfwered.  That  the 
Princes  they  had  overcome,  and  they  them- 
felves,  were  his  Slaves  and  Vaffals,'  and  that  he' 
would  confult  what  was  to  be  done.The  Gover- 
nour then  plucked  up  hfe  Spirits  and  replied^, 
Toufhall  cutoff  the  laft  Man  of  us  ere  we  will  fur-- 
render  to  you,  and  not  one  of  us  will  fall  hut  wiik 
the  death  of  fifty  of  your  Chiefs ;  and  To  went 
away. 

The  Soltdn  had  due  notice  of  this  Tranfac- 
tion,  and  determined  thereupon  asbecfime  hirn  y 
but  his  Army  was  quite  tired  out  and  jaded.  So. 
that,  in  good  time  it  was,  that  thred  Amb-IRi-; 
dors  came  out  from  the  King  of  England  to  de- 
mand Rcfreihments,  Fruit  and  Snow ;  with  Affui- 
ranees,  that  the  Grand-Mafter  of  the  Kntghti 
Hofpitallrrsy  would  come  out  of  the  Camp  tl^ 
next  day,    with  Conditions  pf  Peace. /.  Thc^ 
were  honourably  difmjfled  with  what  they  ^wai;^ 
.   ted;    The  fame  day,'  however,   there  was  aH) 
rm\yajion  made  upon  the  clriftVan'Qjiihp^^^^^ 
bold  Attempt,'  and  wellcondude^  but  of'nQ, 
^v^portanc.^    The  fame  day  alfo  the  Soltdn  was.. 
recruited  by^  frefh- Array  that  joined  him.        .; 
.-•  ,       --•  -—  ^      * A^ 
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*" "  As  the  Pranks  held  the  Town  in  clof^  confiocr 
mcDt,  fonbwxhey  themfcl ves  wer e  hem  mcd  f oand  \ 
by  the  Solfdh  %  and  upon  the  tenth  of  this  fame 
Mprith  they  were  obfcrved  to  fall  ofFfomewhat  > 
frbmtheufwl  vigour  of  their  Aflaults.    Theilfe-  . 
Jkms  ftopd  to  their  Arms,  all  night  expcding  the  ; 
beficged  would  make  a  dcfperate  effort  to  eva- 
coate  the  fAacc  1)^  force,  while  they  favoured, 
them  in  the  Attempt. .  Thus  it  had  been  con- 
cerned, but  thk  Projeft  was  fruftrated  by  the 
cttraordihary  precaution  and  vigilance  or  the 
Franh\  who  had  received  intelligence  of  it  by  ■ 
f6meDeferters.  The  next  day  threeAmbafladors^ 
orCommiffioners  came  out  to  treat  mihAlmaUc  ^ 
Al-adeh  but  nothing  was  done,  and  the  Af^/^Twj 
ftood.to  their  Arms  as  before. 
'  The  next  day-  the  Franks  gave  themfelyes 
fuch  Motions,  that  it  was  thought  their  defign 
was' to  fair  upon  the  Mojlim  Army  ;  butinftead . 
of  that,    about  forty  of  them  advanced,  and. 
calling  out  to  forae  of  the  Mamluks,  afked  for 
Jidl'Jl-Zel^ddn^  the  Govcrnour  oiSidon  and  the. 
Sohdn's  Frecdman.    Hf  ftept  out  to  them,  and 
fbtne  diTcaurfe  they  had  concerning  the  Garrifon^ 
of  Ptolemais'y  but  their  Demands  and  Pretcft-* 
fions  were  '  fo   exorbitant,  that  there  was  no . 
hearkning  to  them. 

T«  E  next  day,  came  Letters  from  the  Town . 
to  this'  effeft  :'  ff^e  have  entered  into  afolemn  En-- 
gagement  to  hold  out  to  the  laft  Man.  The' City  we 
"Will  not  deliver  up  alive.  Do  you  contrive  to  di^ 
vert  the  Enemy,,  and- give  us<as  much  refpite  as 
you  can  that  way.  Far  be  it  from  you  to  truckle 
to  this  Enemy  ^  or  befpeak  them  fair.  As  for  us ^  our 
Fate  is  determined.  Such  was  their  then  Refolu-* 
tion,  and  they  adcd  in  drift t  conformity  there- 
I  3  to. 
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to,  to  ward  off  the  ir^«fa,  while  the  Sdtdf^s 
Army  was  again  recruited  by  frelh  Numbers. 

Nevertheless  the  pranks, &i\i  refufed  the 
Garrjfon  quarter,upQn  any  otherCo^aditiooSjthan 
a  general  excbamg/e  of  Prifonerson  the  Sohdn*% 
part,  and  full  Rcftitutionofthe  Maritime  Ter- 
ritory he  had  taken  from  them.  Th^e  City  and 
all  ttoit  was  in  it  wju&  offered  on  the  ofher  fide,  j 
provided  the  Garrifoa  aqd  Inhabitans  were  fe-  . 
cured  in  their  Livejs  ;  but  this  was  rcje6led  5  and 
tho*  the  wtvy'  Crofs  of  the  Crucifixian  was  alio 
tl^own  into  the  ScaljC,  it  would  not  do:  fuch 
was  their  Arrogance  and  Cruelty,  according  to 
our  Hiftorian. 

;  A  f?w  days  afterwards,  a  Diver  came  with 
Letters  from  the  befii^ged  to  the  Soltdny  to  this . 
porpofe.     All  is  in  ruin  with  i^s,  and  th  Garri-

Crowns  of  Gold-\  -.rel^afe  fifteen  hundred  Prifoners 
qfobfcurename^  and  one  hundred  others  of  principal 
mtCy  whom  the  Enemy  is  to  nominate  and  make  , 
choice  of:  and  further^re^  todeliver  up  the  Cxofs 
of  the  Crucifixion  ;  provided  we  may  march  out 
dive  with  our  Goods  and  Wvues  and  Children.    ^0 . 
the  Marquis y  ^Lord-ofTyxt^  now  returned  to^the 
Camp^  and  reconciled^  they  have  alfo  agreed  to  pay 
jOjOOO  Crowns  cfGoldy  and  4000  to  his  Men^ 
in  confideration  that-  he  has  aSled  as  Mediator  be* 
tween  us. 

TBESoltdn  could  not  bear  the  perufal  of 
thefe  Stipulations,  and  in  hafte  fummoned  his 
Counfcl  to  demand  their  advice,  and  the  refulc 
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YiO^  That:  the.  facne  Diver  who  had  brou^t 
thcfe  t)ifgatches .Ihould  return /rona  whenjcehe 
came,  with  an  anfwer  that  the  Sbltdn  did  By  ho 
means  approve  of  their  Articles;  Bur  white  all 
were  in  a  deep  mufe  upon  this  Affair,  they  faw 
the  Enfigns  of  the  Chriftian  Powers  advanced  on 
high,  ami. plaiite^  tipoQ  the  TovKrof  tfaegnsat; 
Qm^h^  upon  the  Gaftle,  upon  f(m  ^iriwarkof 
tbe?Jfiwf/tf«,  a^d  upon  the  C^\t  of  Elephants. 
The  loud  Shouts  of  the  Franks  at  the  (amc  tinie, 
added  to  the  general  Confternation  the  Mof- 
leths  were  in  at  the  Ihocking  fight ;  every  one  of 
whom  grieved  in  proportioa  to  the  iivelinefs;of 
hii  Faith.  Even  the  inhabitants  who  were  pen- 
ned up  iii  a  corner -of  the  City,  wondleredhow 
they  were  able  to  fupport  the  ignominy  of  the 
day.  The  St)Udn  was  fmitten  in  the^  mofl:  fcn-^ 
fible  part,  and  gave  himfcif  up  to  Tears,.regaitl- 
fcfs  of  what  was  noct  to  be  thought  of.  '  Where- 
fore, as  in  our  former  Number,  we  left  the  King 
cijenifalem  under  an  eel ipfe  of  his  Glory,  we 
will  do  the  fame  now  by  the  Sohdti.  Much  more 
we  have  to  fay  from  this  Hiftorian,  which  the 
Curious  would  be  glad  to  know'  \  and  we  fhall 
endeavour  to  gratify  them  in  our  next  Number^ 
by  giving  them  all  that  remains,  wfcich  we  per- 
ceive we  cannot  conveniently  do  here.

THIS  ihioft  curious  Hiftory  of  Hifpdniola 
orthejlflan^  of  San  Domingo^  hasbeca" 
compofcd,:  (iis  the  Author  fuggefts  in  his  Pre-. 
face)ifrom  the  Memoirs  of  a  Miflionary  of  great 
note,  who  lived  fiVe  and  twenty  Years  in  that 
Ifland,  and  from  the  original  Pieces  that  are 
lodged  in  the  Archives  of  tb^  French  Navy. 
Thcfe  Helps  the  Author  has  taken  care  to  im- 
prove by  digefting  his  Materials  into  fuch  or- 
der, and  ufing,  throughout  the  wbole  "Work, 
fo  clear  and  eafy  a  Stile,  that  his  Performance 
cannot  fail  being  very  well  liked  by  all  thofe  who 
have  any  relifli  for  Hiftory  j  the  more  becaufe, 
befides  a  fnoft  minute  and  diverting  Account  of 
Hiffaniola^  it  contains  all  tiie  mo^  remarkable 
Events  that  happened  at  the  Difcovery  of  the 
New  World  •,  and  fhews  by  what  means,  and 
degrees,  the  Spaniards  came  to  found  an  Empire 
in  Americai  as  widely  extended,  •  and  no  lefs 
opulent  than  that  of  the  dXiCxtntCeefars.  The 
whole  Workis  divided  into  two  Volumes  s  and 
. .  'as 
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^9  ihey  contain  a  great  variety  of  very  enter- 
taining Incidents  ;  we  (hall  give  a  diftinft  account 
of  the  firft  in  this  Journal,  and  of  tW  fccond  in 
eurnext. 

In  the  firft  Chapter  of  the\  firft  Book,  our 
Author  gives  an  account  of  the  various  Names 
thfe  Ifland  of  St.  Domingo  has. born,  and  their 
Origin  j  of  its  Situation  and  Extent,  with  feve- 
talObfcrvationS' touching  its  G>afts  \  of  its  Cli- 
mate, SoiU  Produdk,  Lakes,  kivers.  Animals, 
rSfeafes,  ^c.    We  aretold  by  fomc  Writers, 
that  the  number  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland, 
when  firft  difcbvcred,  aniountcd  to  three  MiU 
lions;   but  .others  reduce  that  number  to  one 
Million.     Our  Author  is  of  opinion,   that  their       ^ 
number  is  too  much  increaied  by  the  former, 
sfcnd  leffened  by  the  latter.    As  to  their  Cha- 
rafter,   he  tells  us,    that  they  were  the  moft 
fimple,    good-natured,   and  luimane  Race  of 
People  that  could  poffibly  be  ;*  without  Spleen, 
Malice,    Envy,   and  almoft  without  Pafllons, 
more  like  Children  than  Men.    .They  were  in- 
dolent to  the  higheft  degree  ;  neither  had  they, 
nor  cared  they  to  have  any  Knowledge.    Ouf 
Author,  m  defcnbing  theProdudls  of  the  Ifland,       /' 
obferves  that  it  was  well  flocked  with  Tobacco 
(in  their  Language,  Cobiba)  when  the  Europeans 
firft  difcovered  it,    and  that  the- Inhabitants 
called  the  Inftrument  they  fmoaked  with,  ^a- 
haco  \  from  whence  he  derives  the  name  we  now 
generally  give  to  that  Plant.  From  the  Ifland  of 
Hifpamola  was  firft  brought  xnxoEurofe  that  foul 
and  cruel  Diftcmper,  which  is  now  become  too 
common.     It  raged  there  to  fuch  a  degree,  fays 
our  Auth^,  that  the  Caftilians  no  fooner  ap- 
peared on  the  Coaft,  but  they  were  infeiSled  with  / 
if  5  and  being  on  their  return  to  Spainy  fcnt  to

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Napksj  ;iWibem;tHe  French  m^  Spaniards  wcf«  at? 
War,  they  communicated  it  to  thtNeapotium 
Wc^iwett,,  by  whom  it  w^3  foon  carried  in tq  thi; 
French  Camp,  where  it  made  a  great  havock. 
The /Af&iijfttf priced  to.  fee  fuch  a  loathfemc 
Piftemper.  teke  rife  all  oii  a  fudden  ia  the.  hean; 
of  their  Cmmty^  charged  thofe.  with  iti  oi) 
whom  itmoft  exerted  iis  Poifon,  of  radiei 
whom  they,  moft  abhorred  1  ai>d  called  it- fP*i^«f 
French  I>ifeAfc.  On  die  other  hwd  the,  Fremk 
afcribed  it  pardy  to  ih^.  Neapolitan  S(Vom€»i 
who  had  communicated,  to  tliwem  thi$»  among 
their  other  Favours,  and  partly  to  the  Air  of 
the  Country,  calling  it  the  Neapolitan  DiA 
temper.  *..   ; 

.  Th«  Form  of  Government  eftabliihed  in  Hif 
panifihy  wa$.  Monarchical  andAbfolute;  their 
fjv^s,  Fortwcs^  and. even  their  Religion  wa^ 
entirely  depaidant  on  the  .Will  of  their  Sov«*- 
reigti,  who. was  very  far  from  abufing  fuch  afi 
ample  and  uncontrolled  Power  to  theOpprefltot 
of  his  Subjfift^.  .They  had  but  very  few  Laws, 
^ndthofe  no  ways  feverej  Theft  was  the  only 
Grime  they  puniftied  with  Severity,  looking  up- 
on it  as  the^moft  honious  Offence  a  Man  coujd 
be  guilty; of./  Hence  whoibever  was  convifted 
^  of  Robbery  was  infallibly  impaled  without  the 
ieaft  r^ard  to  his  Birth,  Character,  Employ- 
ments, &?f;  nay  no  one  was  fo  much  as  allowed 
to  intercede  for  him,  or  fpeak  one  word  in  hi$ 
behalf. 

'  The  whole  Ifland  was  divided  into  feveral 
Principalities,  which  were  hc^reditary  \  but  if 
the  Prince  died  without  Iffue,  his  Sifter's  Chil- 
dren were  called  in  preferably  to  thpfe  of  his 
Brother's.  The  reafon  pf  thia  Cuftom  was,  that 
they  were  thereby  more  fore  to  have  the  Throne 

filled 
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filled  by  one  of  the  deceatfed  Prince's  Blood. . 
The  fame  rcafon,  metbbks,  ought  to  have  in- 
djiced  them  to  prefer  the  Children  of  the  Sifters',     ^ . 
to  the  Prince's  own  Iffue..  .  ] 

As  to  their  Religion ;  they  worfbippcd  Idols 
under  the  fliapc  of  Toa^,  Tortoifcs,  Adders,. 
6ff.  Oftheniany  religious  Ceremonies,  that. 
imre  probably  in  ufe  amoi^  tbem»  one  ody  has 
teen  tranfmitted  to  us,  which  was  a  iblenm  • 
Proccflion  in  honour  of  their  Gods,  ifter  which? 
they  prefentcd  themielves  before  them  in  order 
to  obtain  the  Favours  thcy.defired.  Their 
chief  care  cm  this  occafion  was  to  ^pear  before 
their  fuppofed  Divinities  with  a  ckan  Heart, 
without  which  they  werje  perfuadcd  all  their; 
Prayers,  Offerings,  and  Proccflions  would  bq 
qfno  avail.  In  order  therefore  to  obtain  this 
Purity,  which  was  lb  acceptable  to  the  Gods, 
they  uied,  by  tbrufting  a  Stick  down  their 
Throats,  to  bring  up  whatever  they  had  in  their 
Stomach-,  and  this  wps  all  the  cleannefs.  of 
Heart  their  Gods  required  of  them. 

Our  Author  after  defgribing  the  ftateof  this 
Ifland  before,  and  at  the  time  of  its  Difcovery 
by  the  Europeans^  proceeds  to  give  an  account 
both  of  the  manner  how  it  was  difcovered,  and 
the  Perfons  who  difcovered  it  \  but  firft  tells  us, 
that  fome  time  before  the  Spaniards  appeared  on 
that  Coaft,  the  Inhabitants  had  been  in  expeft^a- 
tion  of  a  Foreign  Nation,  that  was  to  come  and 
drive  out  the  Natives,  jis  they  had  been  fore- 
warned by  their  Gods.  The  PrediAion,  (which 
is  unanimoufly  averred  by  all  the  Writers  of  that 
time)  was  this,  viz.,  that  in  a  Ihort  time  Foreig- 
ners were  to  land  in  the  Ifland  with  Hair  on  their 
Chins,  and  clothed  from  he^d  to  foot  y  that  they 
'^  would 
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would  daifh  their  Zemes  or  Gods,  to  pieces^  and. 
"  quite  abolifh  their  Worlhip  ;  that  thefe  forffli-. 
dable  Warriors  would  appear  with  lon§  Ii:on' 
Weappns  nlStging  at  their* Belts;  which,  ma- 
naged by^  them^  could  cleave  a  Man  at  one 
blow ;  and  that  all  the  ancient  Inhabitants  were ' 
tp  be  driven  out  of  the  Ifland.

OvuL  Author  obferves  here  by  the  bye, 
that  thofe  very  Spaniards,  who  had  looked 
upon  the  exiftence  ©f  the  fourth  part.  of.  the 
Worfd  as  a  meer  Ghlmartta,  nb  fooner  heard  of 
its  being  difco^ered,  but  they  laid  claim  to  it 
as  belonging'to  their  Schrereigns  by  inconteftibk 
li^ty  inlbi^iich,  thsit  Ovieda  boldly  aflert:s, 
that  the  Carihbie  Iflands  are  the  farAotl* 
Htfferides  6f  the  Ancients  v  ind  that  God,  by 
patting  th€  Catholic  Kings  in  poflcflion  of 
them,  only  returned  to  the  Crown  what  had 
belonged  to  it  j  1 50  Yeafs  before ;  that  is,  frotri 
the  time  of  Hefperus^  from  whom  they  werd 
named  Hefp^rides.  He  adds,  that  Sf.  Jdmes 
and  St.  Paul  preached  the  Gofpel  therei  and 
quotes  to  that  purpofe  a  Paflage  out  of  St. 
Gregorf^  Molrats. 

Colombo^  having  fornfied  his  prqje6t, 
propofed  it  firft  to  the  Republic  of  Gema^ 
which  refttfedeten  to  hear  him.  From  Genoa^ 
he  went  to  P^riugal,  where  John  caufed  if  to  be 
examined  by  Dieg^  Ortiz,  Biftiop  ofCeuta,  arnd 
two  Jrasifh'  Phyficians,  who-  were  looked  upoH 
as  the  moll  ikilfal  of  the  Kingdom  in  Cofino-^ 
graphy.  The  firft  thing  thefe  Commiflarie^ 
afked  of  Calomb(>^  was,  that  he  would  give  thetrt 
in  writing  a  moi*e  diftinft  and  minute  accotintf 
of  the  pFOJedl  he  had  formed  ;  which  they  na 
fooner  had^  ^  bu*  it  was  delivered  to  a  Pmtiptefi 
Pilot,  with  orders  to  fet  out  immediately,  and 
fieer  hifr  Courfe  -  according  to  the  diredions  Hhe 

would 
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would  find  in  the  Paper  thw  gftya  him.  This 
ungenerous  behaviour  prov(^^  our  C^tnio  to 
ftich  a  degree,  that  he  immediately  ickPonttgal-y 
ajid  having  fent  his  Brother  into  England^  v^i^nv 
himfelf  to  by  his  defign  before  tkt  Ccmrt  of 
Sfkin.  The  Anfwer  that  Court  returned  to 
Ins  Memorial,  was ;  That  it  was  a  great  pre-^ 
flimption  in  him,  to  fancy  that  he  alone  knew 
more  than  the  ableft  Navigators,  a;nd  Cofmo* 
graphers  had  ever  known  to  that  Day ;  thac 
Stneca  had  been  in  fome  doubc^  vrhcther 
the  Ocean  had  any  Bounds,  and  confeqaently 
that  the  Voyage  he  propofed  coald  not  be  un* 
dercaken  but  by  Madmen  s  And  kftly,*  that  tha 
Vovage  to  the  Weft  was  a  contkiaal  defcent, 
ana  therefore  it  werfd  be  impoffible  for  him 
to  return  up  to  Spain.  However,  he  found 
means  at  laft  to  convince  thfe  Spdni^ds  of 
the  infufficiency  of  their  Reafons ;  and  on  the 
t7th  of  j^pril  1452,  the  following  conditiotw 
were  agreed  upon.  I.  That  their  Catholic  Ma- 
jefties  as  Sov^eign  Lords  of  the  Ocean*  fhould 
declare  Criftoforo  Colombo  their  Admiral,  and 
Viceroy,  during  his  Life,-  of  all  the  Seas^  ttlaaids, 
and  Continents  he  fliotild  difcover-,  and  that 
boththcfe  employments  -ihould  be  ci^y*d  by 
hw  Defccndants.  11.  That  as  to  the  Governotv 
of  each  particular  Place,  Ifland,  Province  or 
Kingdom,  he  fhould  jpropofe  three  Ptirfoiis,  and 
the  Catholic  Kings  chufe  which  of  the  three 
they  plcafed.  IH;  That  the  Admiral  and 
Viccrby  ftiould  have  a  tenth  of  all-  the  Duties 
that  were  laid  on  the  Goods  and  Ridies  btxiughc 
fromf  the  new  Ac<juifiti«ins.  IV.  That -all  thtf 
differences  which  ffioold  arife^  touching  the  (aid 
Goods  -and  Trade  ^Vthcf  neUr  Difcc^ries, 
ftiot^ld  be  decided  by  the  Admiral,  'i>r-hB.

Colombo  fet  out  on  the 
12th  of  May  for  [Palos  in- Ejiremaduray  from 
whence  he  put  to  Sea  the  3d  of  Auguji 
with  thtee  Caravels,  having  on  board  120  Men 
in  all,:  and  Provifions  for  a  Year. 
»  I N ,  the  r/emaining  Part  of  this  Bodk  our  Au- 
thor giv^.us  aju  Account  of  th^ir  Voyage  from 
Palos  to  the'Ifland  of  Guanahamu  which  was 
the  firft  Land. they  discovered,  and  that  on  the 
eleventh  of  O£lober.:  Colombo  \3indt6,  the  firfi, 
among  ci^ouds  of  the  Inhabit;ants  that  had 
flocked  to, the  Sea-fide,  and  after  taking  pof- 
feffion  of  that  Ifland,  in  Name  of  the  Crown 
of  Cej/?ife,;.fQt;fail  agein  in  hopes  of  making 
new  difcoveries.  He  had  not  been  long  at  Sea 
before  he  difcoyered  the  Ifland  of  Haytty  now 
San  DomingOj  or,  as  it  was  called  by  Colombo^ 
Lmle  Spain  or  Hifpanicla,  .  . 
*,  I N  die  fecond  Book»<>ur  Author  givesus  an 
account  of  ^  the.  difcovery  of  the  inland  Parts  of 
Hifpaniola  5  of  the  kiivi  reception  ih^  Spaniards 
met  with  v  of-  the  advantages  they  took  of  the 
fimplicity.ot  the  Inhabitants,  whom  they  ftripped 
of  all  tteir  Gold;  of  an  Interview  Colombo  had 
with.ome  of  their  fC^ngs*  of  his  Return  to  Spain^ 
and  the -Honours  he  received  there,  l^c.  He 
no  fooner  =  landed,  but  he^ wrote  a  long  Lett^ 
to  the  KiBg'::^d  Quc(?n,  giving,  a  diftin^  aCT 
count  of  the. ne^  World  he  had  difcovered 
and  jaken .  ppig^flion.  9f ; i^-  their  Name^.  He 
had  in;  Aofwer  ^  ye^jy  (<^Ugu^g  Letter  %n^ 
by  th^m.  bqtb,  with  this  dirci^ion  :  Xo  Dom 
.      .;  .  '  Chrijto- 
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Cbrijloph&rus  Colo77ibo^  our  Admiral  on  the  Ocean^ 
Vtcerby  and  (jovemour  of  the  IJlands^  that  have 
been  difcovered  in  the  Indies.  As  they  prefled 
th€  Admiral  (fo  we  fliall  ftile  him  henceforth) 
»  come  in  all  poffible  hafte  to  Barcelona^ 
where  the  Court  then  refided,  and  give  them, 
by  Word  of  Moiith,  a  more  particular  account 
<ir  his  Voyage,  he  immediately  let  out,  a,nd 
was  received  both  by  that  City  and  tKe  Court 
with  liiCh'  Magnificence  and  Pomp,  that  our 
Authoi-  codiparcs  his  Entry  to  the  Triuniphs  of 
the  ancient  Romans.  The  King  and  Queen 
waited  for  him  before  the  Palace  in  their  Royal 
Robes,  and  under  a  Canopy,  Attended  by 
moftof  the  equality  of  the  kingdom.  The 
Admiral  threw  himfelf  at  their  feet,  but  the 
King  immediately  commanded  [him  to  rife, 
and  fit  down  in  a  Chair  which  had  been  prepared 
for  him.  He  wa?  afterwards  ordered  to  relate 
aloud  the  moft  remarkable  things  he  had  feen 
fince  his  departure  from  Spain ;  which  he  did  ac- 
cordingly, and  with  fuch  a  Modefty  and  noSle 
Air,  that  even  thofe,  who  had  already  begurt 
to  be  jealous  of  his  Grandeur,  could  not  forbear 
applauding  him  as  much  as  the  others.  All  the 
time  the  Admiral  remained  in  Barcelona^  the 
King  never  appeared  in  public,  but  with  the 
Prince  of  Spain  on  his  right  hand,  and  the  Ad- 
miral on  his  left. 

The  King  took  care  to  give  the  Pope  notice 
of  the  new  Difcoveries,  begging  his  Holinefs 
to  put  him  and  his  Succeflbrs  in'fuU  poffeflion 
of  the  new  difcovered  ,World ;  for  this  T  itle  was 
then  beftowed  upon  a  few  Iflands.  The  Pope, 
who  was  then  Jlexander  VI.  a  Native  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Arragon^  granted  the  King  his  de- 
mand ;  but  at  the  fame  time,  tp  prevent;  all  dif- 
N^.  XIV,  K  putes 
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putes  that  might  arife  betwixt  the  Crowns  of 
Caftille  and  Portugal^  divided  between  them, 
by  the  famous  Demarcation  Line^  fuch  Countries 
as  might  afterwards  be  difcovered.  The  Demar^ 
cation  Line  was  an  imaginary  Line,  drawn  frond 
one  Pole  to  the  other,and  dividing  the  fpacc  be- 
tween the  weftem  Iflands  and  Cape  Veri  into  two 
equal  Parts :  all  the  Countries  that  lay  to  theWcft 
of  this  Line  were  given  by  the  Holy  Father  as 
Vicar  of  Chrift,  and  abfoluteLord  of  the  Worlds 
to  the  Crown  oi  Caftille  \  but  thofe,  that  were  to 
theEaftof  it,  were  liberally  beftowed  on  the 
Crown  of  Portugal.  In  the  Pope's  Bull  the 
following  Claufe  was  inferted  in  exprefs  Terms, 
viz.  that  this  liberal  Donation  of  the  Holy  See 
Ihould  be  null,  if  the  two  Sovereigns  and  their 
SucceiTors  did  not  take  care  that  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  new  Conquefts  fhould  be  inftrudled  in 
the  Myfteries  of  the  Chriftian  Religion.  This 
condition  proceeded  from  Alexander  VPs  exem-r 
plary  Piety  and  great  Zeal  for  Religion, 

I N  the  mean  time  a  Fleet  of  fevcnteen  Ships 
was  fitted  out  in  Spain^  and  fet  fail  the  Twenty- 
fifth  of  September  1493,  under  the  command  of 
the  Admiral;  who  on  his  courfe  difcovered  fe- 
veral  other  fmall  Iflands,  and  among  others  that 
which  was  then  called  Liamuiga^  and  goes  now 
under  the  name  of  St.  Cbriftopher's.  It  was  fo 
named  by  the  Admiral  in  honour  of  the  Saint. 
whofe  name  himfelf  bore  *.  The  joy,  which 
thefe  new  difcoveries  had  occafioned,  was  in 
great  meafure  allay'd  on  their  Arrival  at  St. 

DomingOy 

*  The  Author  rf  the  Britifti  Empire  in  America,  tells 
«^,  that  this  IJtand  was  difcovered iy  Chriftophcr  Columbus 
in  the  fir  ft  Voyage  he  made  to  America,  and  that  he  gave  it 
the  name  of  Sr .  Chriftophcr*syr^i»  the  figure  of  its  Mountains ; 
there  being  in  the  uffer  fart  of  the  Jfland  a  very  high  ' 
Mount ainy  which  bears ^  as  it  were,  on  itj  Shoulder Sy  another 
lejfer  Mountain,  as  St.  Chriftopher  is  fainttdltke «  Qiant^  with 
tbi  Infant  Saviour  on  kit  Bach 
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Domingo^  where  the  Admiral  found  his  Colony 

J^uite  ruined,  the  few  Spaniards  he  had  left  in  the 
(land,  murdered,  and  the  fmall  Fortrcfs  he  had 
built,  levelled  with  the  Ground.  As  this  ruin 
was  owing,  or  at  leaft  afcribed  to  Caonaboy  the 
moft  powerful  and  wealthy  Prince  of  the  Ifland, 
the  Admiral  refolvcdto  get  rid  of  him,  as  fooii 
as  poffible,  by  fome  means  or  other  :  but  as  he 
was  afraid  to  attack  him  by  open  Force,  he  had 
recourfe  to  a  fubtle  invention,  which  being 
dexteroufly  executed  by  a  Spanijh  Gentleman^ 
nahied  Ojeday  delivered  the  Spaniards  in  a  ftiort 
time  •  from  that  formidable  Enemy.  Ojeda^ 
having  received  the  Admiral's  Inftruftions,  fet 
out  with  nine  Men  on  horle-back,  all  well 
mounted,  for  Maguana^  Caonaho*s  ordinary  Re- 
fidencc ;  giving  out  among  the  Inhabitants,  that' 
he  was  loaded  with  rich  Prefents  for  that  Prince, 
with  whom  the  Spaniards^  laid  he,  in  token  of 
their  eftecm  for  him,  defire  to  conclude  a  laft- 
ing  Peace.  Upon  this,  0;V^^  being  received  by 
Caonabo  mth  all  poffible  Pomp  and  Magnifi- 
cence, and  having  delivered  the  Prefents  in  the 
Admiral's  name,  whifch,(tho'of  no  value  amongft 
us)  that  Prince  feemed  to  be  mightily  pleated 
with  ;  he  began  to  propofc  the  Conditions  of 
a  perpetual  Peace  and  Amity  between  the  two 
Nations.  As  they  were  very  reafonable  and  ad-- 
vantageous  for  Caanabo^s  Subjefts,  he  willing* 
ly  agreed  to  them  j  the  more,  becaufe  Ojeda  pro-' .- 
mifed  him  a  Bell  which  he  had  heard  among  the 
Spaniards^  and  defired  it  of  all  things,  being 
perfuaded  it  could  fpeak.  The  fliam  Treaty  be- 
ings concluded ;  iVi?«;  faid  Ojeda,  I  mufi  deliver  to 
you  in  my  General s  namefuch  a  Prefcnt  as  he  has 
never  hitherto  beftowed  upon  any  Prince,  In  fo 
faying,  he  Ihewed  him  fuch  Iron  Chains  as  are 
put  upon  the  Legs  and  Hands  of  Maktactors, 
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but  of  fuch  workmanihip,  and  fo  bright  and 
well  poliflied,  that  the  Prince  was  mightily 
taken  with  them,  and  returned  many  thanks  to 
the  Admiral  for  fo  valuable  ^  Pref^nt-  As  he 
was  going  to  lay  them  up  among  his  other  Cut 
riofities,  Ojeda  acquainted  him,  thaj:  it  was  th^ 
faftiion  among  the  Europeans  to  wear  fuch 
marks  of  Honour  on  their  Legs  and  Wrifts  *» 
and  defired,  that  in  token  of  the  Efteem  he  had 
for  fo  great  a  Prince,  he  might  be  allowed  to 
put  them  on  him  the  firft  time,  but  in  privatCj, 
that  he  might  furprize  his  Subjefts  by  fcewing 
himfelf  to  them  all  on  a  fudden  in  fqch  a  noble 
Attire.  Caonaboj  in  order  to  oblige  him,  com* 
ply'd  with  his  rcqueft  j  which  gave  the  Spaniard 
a  fair  opportunity  of  condu&ing  the  Prince  to 
the  place  where  the  other  Spaniards  waited  for 
him.  Here  Ojeda^  after  having  manacled  the 
iim'^Xt  Indian^  mounted  fuddenly  onhorfeback, 
and  taking  him  up  behind  him,  caufed  him 
to  be  tied  fo  tight  to  himfelf,  that  the  Prifoaer 
could  neither  ftir  Hand  nor  Foot  till  he  was  car^  . 
ried  before  the  Admiral,  who  was  overjoyed  to 
have  him  in  his  power.  Our  Author  tells  u% 
that  this  Prince,  tho*  a  Barbarian^  bore  his 
Misfortune  with  incredible  Conftancy,  and  Re- 
folution  ;  nor  could  he.  ever  be  induced  to  fbew 
the  leaft  mark  of  efteem  for  the  Admiral, 
whereas  he  never  met  with  Ojeda  without  ex-, 
preffing  a  great  deal  of  kindnefs  andrefoed  for 
him,  faying  that  he  had  executed  faithjtally  his 
GeneraPs  Orders,  and  therefore  deferved  com* 
mendation ;  but  that  the  General,  who  had 
given  fuch  orders,  ought  to  be  looked  upon  as 
a  Traytor.  The  Admiral,'  being  afraid  both 
to  take  away  his  Life  or  reftore  him  to  his 
liberty,  put  him  on  (hip-board,  with  a  d^fign 
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to  fend  htm  into  Spaitf,  but  the  Ship  w^s  foft 
*  in  the  Voyage,  and  the  Prince  with  all  die 
Crew  drowned.  His  Brother  Manic atex  at- 
tempted to  revenge  this  Affront ;  but  his  Army 
tho*  an  hundred  thoufand  Men  ftrong,  was 
quite  routed  by  200  Spanijh  Foot,  20  Horfe, 
and  20  Maftifs,  which  made  a  moft  dreadful 
Harock  ;  many  thoufands  of  them  were  killecf 
6n  the  fpot,  and  all  that  were  taken  Prifoners, 
condemned  to  work  in  the  Mines  as  Slaves. 
In  the  rcraainiitg  part  of  this  fecond  Book,  our 
Author  gives  us  an  account  of  the  many  Cruel- 
ties the  Spaniards  praftifed  upon  the  Inhabi- 
tants, of  the  milerable  Condition  the  whole 
Ifland  was  reduced  to,  of  the  Complaints  made 
at  the  Court  of  Spain^  againft  the  Admiral, 
df  his  Voyage  into  Spain^  and  the  kind  Recep- 
tion he  met  with  at  Court,  fc?f. 

I N  the  third  Book,    our  Author  relates  at 
length  the  many  Mifchicfe,  that  were  occafioned 
in  the  new  Colony,  by  the  Revolt  of  Francis 
RoldunXimenes^  whom  the  Admiral  had,  on  his 
return  to  Spain^  appointed  Alcaide  Major ^  or 
Great  Senefchal  of  the  Ifland ;  the  fevereand  un- 
juft  Proceedings  of  the  Court  againfl:  the  Ad- 
miral •,  for  not  only  the  King,  but  the  Queen 
too,  who  had  befriended  him  on  all  occafions, 
began  to  give  car  j:o  his  Enemies,  and  think  that 
he    really    intended   to  make  himfclf  abfolute 
Lord  of  the  Countries  he  had  difcover'd.  Upon 
this,  without  fo   much  as  hearing  him,  nay, 
without  giving  him  the  leaft  notice  of  his  being 
accufed,  they  turned  him  out  of  his  Employ- 
ment of  Viceroy,  and  appointed   Francis  Bo- 
vadilla  \n  his  room,  with  the  Title  of  Supre7ne 
Governor  of  the  Indies,     Bovadilla  no  iboncr 
arrived  at  St.DorningOj  thaiihe  caufedthe  Ad- 
K  3  miral. 
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mira],  as  well  as  his  two  Brothers,  to  be  feized 
and  tried,  and  fentenced  them  ^11  three  to,  death. 
This  Sentence  however  was  not  executed,  the 
Admiral  having  appealed  to  the  fupremc 
Court  of  Spain  J  whither  they  were  all  three  fent, 
loaded  with  Irons,  as  tho*  tney  had  been  guilty 
of  the  moft  enormous  Crimes.  Alphonfo  ae 
Valkjoj  who  had  the  charge  of  carrying  them 
into  Spaifiy  had  no  fooner  the  Prisoners  on 
board,  than  he  offered  to  eafe  them  of  their 
Chains,  during  the  Voyage;  but  the  Admiral 
would  not  accept  of  the  kind  Offer;  pro- 
telling  that  he  would  never  quit  them,  but  by 
the  King  and  Queen's  Orders.  Our  Author 
^dds,  that  he  defired,  in  his  laft  Will,  they 
might  be  put  into  his  Coffin,  and  buried  witn 
him.  On  their  Arrival  in  SpaWj  an  Exprefs  was 
immediately  difpatch*d  to  Vallejo^  enjoining  him 
to  fet  the  Prifoners  at  liberty,  and  inviting  them 
to  Court ;  vyhere  they  v/ere  received  with  all 
pofTible  Marks  of  Efteem,  and  aflured  of  the 
King  and  Queen-s  Proteflion  againft  their  Ene^- 
mies.  The  Sentence  which  had  been  pronoun- 
ced againft  them. by  Bovadilla,  was  declared  null 
andunjuft.  But  however  the  Admiral  was  never 
fufFered  to  return  to  his  Government,  nor  re- 
ftpred  to  the  Dignity  of  Viceroy  of  the  Indies, 

I N  this  third  Book,  our  Author  gives  us 
likewife  an  account  of  the  Voyage  of  Alphonfa 
4e  Oj^da^  in  1499,  (and  not  in  '497>  accord- 
ing to  other  fiiftorians  ;^  and  of  the  Coun- 
tries he  difcovered,  In  this  Voyage  O/V^ij  was 
accompanied  by  Americus  Vefpucius^  a  rich 
Merchant  of  Florence,  who  being  wcllikilled 
ip  Navigation,  Aftronomyand  Cofmography, 
publifhed,  on  his  Return,  an  Account  of  his 
yoya^c,  wherein  he  afcribcd  to    himfelf  the 
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whole  Glory  of  the  new  Di/coveries  ;  nay,  hfi 
had  even  the  Impudence  to  affirm,  that  he  was 
the  firfl",  who  difcovered  the  Continent  of  the 
new  World  5  which  the  Public  was  fo  fully 
convinced  of  upon  his  bare  Word,  thattho* 
the  contrary  was  afterwards  undeniably  known, 
(for  Columbus  had  difcovered  it  the  firft)  yet 
the  fourth  part  of  the  World  was  called,  by  , 
his  name,  America  5  a  memorable  Inftance,  fays 
our  Author,  that  Impudence  often  prevails  over 
Virtue,  and  that  Boldnefs  bears  away  the  Re- 
ward due  to  Merit. 

I N  the  fourth  Book,  our  Author  gives  us  an 
account  of  the  other  Difcoveries  made  by  Co- 
lumbus ;    of  the  Form  of  Government,    that 
was  introduced  into  thelfland  of  St,  Domingo  i  ' 
of  the  Cruelties  the  Spaniards  pnAikd  upon 
Indians^   Sec.    What  we    read  in    this  Book, 
touching  a  famous  Dog,  called  Berezillo^  is  very- 
extraordinary.    This  Dog  had  performed  more 
Exploits,  and  (hewed  more  Courage,  Refolu- 
tion,  and  even  Conduft,  than  any  of  the  Spa-- 
mh  Conquerors.    He  was  the  Terror  of  the 
whole  Ifland  5  and  was  allowed  a  Sol^lier'sPay, 
in  Confideration  of  the  Services  he  had  rendered 
the  Spaniards^    by  worrying  vaft  Numbers  of 
the  Inhabitants.    The  Spaniards  relate  a  Story 
of  him,  which  (if  true)  proves,   that  he  had 
more  Humanity  than  any  of  them.    Some  Spa- 
niards  being  difpleafed  with  an  Indian  Woman, 
rcfolved  to  expofe  her  to  Berezillo,  who  never 
gave  quarter  to  any  Indian:  with  this defign 
they -charged  her  tocarryaLetter  to  a  certain 
Place,  whither  it  was  impollible  for  her  tog6 
without  mectii%  Berezillo.    Accordingly  Ihe 
had  not  gone  far,    before  ihe  difcovered  the 
fierce  Enemy  coniing  up  to  her  with  his  Mouth 
K  4  open« 
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open,  and  ready  to  devour  hen  As  be  came 
near,  the  Indian,  throwing  herfelf  on  her 
Knees,  and  fhowing  him  the  Letter,  addrcfled 
him  in  the  following  Words:  Mr.  Dog,  lam 
charged  to  deliver  this  Letter  to  a  Cbriftiany  and 
ieg  you  would  do  me  no  barm.  At  thefe  Words, 
B^rezillo  began  to  look  on  the  Woman,  with  a 
quite  different  Eye ;  fmelt  her,  as  if  it  were 
to  know  whether  or  not  Ihe  had  been  among 
Chriftians ;  and  then  retired  without  offering 
her  the  Ipaft  Hurt.  This  famous  Warrior 
died  at  laft  in  the  Bed  of  Honour,  being  Ihot 
vich  an  Arrow,  while  he  was  purfuing,  even 
into  the  Sea,  fome  Indians  who  had  fayed  them- 
felves  in  their  Canoes  -,  and  was  much  lamented 
ty  all  his  Fellow-Sojdiers. 
.  In  the  fifth  Book,  our  Author  defcribcs  at 
length  the  Ifland  of  Cuba,  the  Manners  and 
Religion  of  the  Inhabitants  %  the  Redudion  of 
thislfland,  and  the  Form  of  Government  that 
was  introduced  into  it  by  ih^Spaniards.^Tlit 
Inhabitant's  feemed  at  firft  determined  to  facri- 
fice  their  Lives,  rather  than  tp  fall  under  the 
Spanijh.  Yoke,  being,  well  iniformed  of  the  many 
Cruelties  that  Nation  had  praftifed  in  the  Ifland 
of  Hijpaniola.  But  the  cruel  Death  of  ope  of 
their  Kings,  named  Hatusy.,  ftruck  them  with 
fuch  a  Terrour,  that  the  whole  Ifland  fubmitted. 
in  a  very  fliort  time.  Hatuefvf^  taken  pri-^ 
fpner  in  the  very  firft  Engagement,,  and  con- 
demned to-die  in  the  Flame3,  for  iio'ojher  Rea- 
fon,  thanbecaufehe  had  taken  gp  Arcgs  in  de- 
fence of  his  Liberty.  Of  hiq[i  is  related, 
the  Story^  fo  farftou^in  the'Hiftory  q{  Ame- 
rica :  While  he  was  at  the  Stake,  a  Francif^ 
can  Frhr  undertook  to  gain  him  over  to  the 
Chriftian  Religioaj  pr^pofmg  it  to  him',  a^an 

infallible

infallible  Means  of  procuring  himfelf  an  ever- 
lafting  Happinefs  in  Paradife.  At  thefe  Words, 
the  Indian  alked  him  i  whether  fo  delicious  a 
Place^  as  be  defcribed^  was  haunted  with  Spa- 
niards? Tes^  anfwered  the  Friar,  'jou'll  find 
Sp2U[ihrds  in  Paradife^  but  fUcb  only  as  are  very 
good.  The  beji  of,  tbenk,  replied  Hatuey^  are 
good  for  nothings  nor  will  I  ever  goto  a  Place j 
where  I  may  meet  with  one  of  that  Nation.  So 
he  fetid,,  and  notwithftanding  all  the  Friar's 
^e^fons  and  Exhortations,  died  in  that  Refo- 
lution. 

I  N  this  Book,  our  Author  relates  feveral 
very  curious  particulars,  touching  the  firft  Dif- 
covery  of  that  part  of  America^  which  is  now 
called  New-Spain.  Grijalva^  who  commanded 
the  Spanijh  Squadron,  took  poffefllon  of  that 
yaft^  Country,  in  the  Name  of  the  King  of 
Spain.  He  was  received  very  kindly  by  the 
Inhabitants,  hx^ving  acquainted  them,  by  means 
of  his  Interpreters,  that  he  was  come  with  no 
other  defign,  than  to  conclude  an  Alliance  be- 
tween them  and  his  Mafter.  They  deputed  30 
of  their  Number  to  treat  with  Grijaha,  who 
told  them,  he  was  the  Lieutenant  of  the  moft 
powerful  Prince  in  the  World,  by  whom  he 
was  charged  to  negotiate  an  Alliance  between 
them  and  him,  and  that  all  he  defired  of  them, 
was,  that  they  would  fubmit,  and  acknow- 
ledge him  for  their  Sovereign.  Grijalva  had 
fcarce  pronounced  thefe  Words,  when  one  of 
the  chief  Men  among  the  Indians ^  after  having 
quelled  the  Tumult  chat  began  to  arifein  his 
Troop,  returned  him  the  following  Anfwer: 
*'  This  is  not  an  Offer  of  Peace  and  Friendfliip, 
*'  but  a  Declaration  of  War ;  who  ever  heard 
«'  of  a  Peace  propofcdor  cpncluded  upon  fuch 
1  ^'  Terms? 
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•*  Terms  ?    What  could  you  require,   befides 
^'  an  entire  Submiffion,  had  you  fubdued  our 
«*  whole  Nation  by  Force  of  Arms  ?    Beftw^ 
*«  you  invited  us  to  acknowledge  your  Prince, 
««  you  fhould  have  enquired,  whether  or  not 
*'  we  were  fatisfied  without  own.     However, 
**  as  I  am  not  my  fclf  impowered  to  treat  with 
♦*  you  upon  fuch  Terms,  I  fliall  lay  your  Pre- 
««  tenfions  before  my  Superiors,  and  acquaint 
*«  you  with  their  final  Refolution."    Not  Iqng 
after,  the  Prince  of  that  Country  came  in  Per- 
fon  to  treat  with  Grijaha^  made  him  many  ricli 
Prefents,  and  begged  him  to  piittoSea  again^ 
and  retire  out  of  his  Territories,   as  foon  as 
poflible,  left   a  War  fhould  enfue  ;    to  which , 
however  advantageous  it  might  p^ove,  he  was 
willing  to  prefer  an  honourable  Peace.     Ac- 
cordingly Grijalva  re-imbarked  the  fame  day, 
being  fentible  that  he  had  not  to  do  with  the 
Indians  oi  Hifpaniolay  or  Cuba-,  but  with  Men, 
who  in  their  whole  Deportment  fhew'd  them- 
fdves  no  ways  inferior  to  the  Europeans  th^m" 
felves. 

In  the  fixth  and  laft  Book  of  this  firfl:  < 
Volume,  the  Reader  will  find  a  full  and  en- 
tertaining Account  of  the  War,  which  was 
carried  on  againft  the  Spaniards  in  Hifpaniola^ 
by  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Ifland,  under  the 
Conduft  of  a  Prince  of  their  own  Nation, 
named  Henrj.  The  Anceftors  of  this  Prince 
had  reigned  in  one  of  the  Cantons  of  Baoruco  h 
but  he  himfelf  had  been  brought  up  from  a 
Child  in  the  Chriftian  Religion,  by  the  Francif-  ' 
cans  of  FeraPaZj  in  the  Province  of  Xaragua, 
where  he  had  ftudied  not  only  the  Spanijh^  but 
like  wife  the  Latin  Tongue,  and  given  great 
Proofs,  both  of  his  Piety  and  extraordinary 

Parts. 
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Parts.     But   notwithftatiding   his  Birth,  Reli- 

fion,    and  Education,   he   no  fooner  left  the 
rancifcanSi  than  he  found  himfcif  reduced  to 
the  fame  State  of  Slavery,  as  his  other  Coun- 
trymen, and  condemned  to  work  in  the  Mines, 
like  the  meaneft  of  them.    Upon  this  he  fled 
to  the  Motntains  of  Baoruco^   where  he  was 
Joined  by  great  Numbers  of  the  Natives,  whom 
he  found  means  to  furnifh  with  Arms  5  and,  in 
a  fhort  time,    difciplined   them  fo  well,  that 
he  defeated  the  Spaniards  in  feveral  Engage- 
ments, and  obliged  thofe  haughty  Conquerors 
to  fue  for  a  Peace,   which  he  granted  upon 
Terms  no  Icfs  honourable  to  himfelf,  than  ad- 
vantageous to  his  Country,  being  induced  there- 
to, by  a  moft  obligpg  Letter,  which  the  Em- 
peror Charles  V,  w|otc  to  him. 

Our  Author  obfervcs,  that  at  firft  only 
the  Subjefts  of  the  Crown  of  Caftille  were  al- 
lowed to  trade  to,  or  fettle  in,  the  ncwDifco- 
veries,  becaufe  Ifabel^  Queen  of  Caftille,  had 
born  all  the  Charges  of  that  Encerprize  ;  but 
that  in  the  Edid,  which  was  publilhed  in  behalf 
of  the  Caftillians J  the  Lawyers  were  particularly 
excluded,  left  they  fhould  difturb,  with  the 
Quirks  and  Tricks  of  the  Law,  the  Peace  and 
Tranquillity  of  the  new  World,  as  they  had 
done  that  of  the  old.  He  might  have  added, 
that  with  the  Lawyers  were  excluded  all  human 
and  divine  Laws  from  thofe  unhappy  Countries, 
where  the  Spaniards,  prompted  by  their  infa- 
tiable  Avarice,  pra(5lifed  fuch  Crueldes,  as 
would  feem  incredible,  were  they  not  attefted 
by  their  own  Writers  •,  an4  namely,  by  Bar- 
tholomew de  las  Cafasy  who  aflures  us,  in  his 
Treatife  of  the  "Tyranny  of  the  Spaniards  in  the 
Jndjes,    (which  Book  he  dedicated  to  Philip  \l. 

.     King 
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King  <^  Spain)  th^t  t\it  Spaniards  from  the  time 
they  firft  difcovered  the  Indies^  to  that  he  wrote  in, 
had  deftroyed  above  fifteen  Millions  of  Indians. 
W  E  cannot  help  obfcrvmg  one  confiderable 
Miftake  of  our  Author,  where  he  quotes  'Plato's 
Ttm^us,  touching  his  Atlantic  Hland.  .  Fpr  he 
makes  that  Philofopher  fay,  that  he'^ohd  this 
'Vaft  IJland  there  are  a^eat  many  tittle  ones^  and 
near  them  a  Continent  larger  than  A  fia  and  Europe  - 
put  together  ;  which  is  very  diflferent  from  what 
we  read,  in  the  Place  our  Author  quotes.  Flato 
introduces  there  fome  Eg'jptian  Priefts,  telling 
5^fo»  that  in  former  times  there  had  been,  be- 
yond the  Pillars  of  Hercules^  an  Ifland'  called 
Mantis^  as  large  as  Afia  and  Lib-ja  put  together, 
which  was  drownM  by  an  Earthquake,  and  a 
great  Rain  that  lafteda  whole  Day  and  a  Night. 
However,  that  the  Antients  had  fome  Notion 
of  that  part  of  the  World,  which  we  call 
•  America^  is  paft  all  doubt  ;  as  plainly  appears 
from  Diodorus  Siculus^  and  from  the  Atichor  of 
the  Book  dc  Mundo,  which  fome  afcribe  to 
Arijictle,  and  others  to  Thcophraft'es.  Nay, 
Seneca^  the  Tragedian,  feems  even  to  have 
foretold  the  Difcovery  of  that  vaft  Continent, 
in  the  following  Verfes :

T  H  E  Defcriptlon  our  Author  gives  of  the 
Manner,  in  which  the"  Inhahitants  of  Hifpaniola 
ufed  to  hunt,  is  not  fo  eafy  to  be  underftood. 
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Ti€y  often  ufed^  (fays  he,  p^  46,)  to  fit  fire  io 
tbe  four  Corners  of  a  Field  or  Meadow j  yohtch 
without  more  ado  the^j  founds  in  the  twinkiing  of 
an  Eye,  covered  all  over  with  Game  half  roafied. 
We  r^ftr  to  our  Sportfmen,  whether  or  not 
this  waht»  a  further  Explanation.

AS  theft  of  the  Learned  thcmfclves  are 
quite  Strangers  to  the  Cbinefe  language, 
a  particular  and  dtftinft  Account;  of  this  Work, 
containing  the  firfl:  Rudiments  and  Grounds 
of  that  Tongue,  will,  without  all  doubt,  be  very 
acceptable  to  the  Public.  The  Author  begins 
with  a  Preface,  confifting  of  145  Pages, 
wherein  he  acquaints  us,  when,  and  on  what 
Occafion,  the  Knowledge  of  the  Cbinefe  Lan- 
guage was  firft  introduced  into  Europe ;  enume- 
rates all  the  Authors  of  any  Note,  who  have 
employed  their  Labours  In  illuftrating  this  Sub- 
jeft,  from  the  time,  in  which  Abdalla  Abufai- 
dus  Beidavaeus  wrote  his  Hiftory  of  China^ 
that  is,  from  the  latter Epd  of  the  13**^  Century, 
down  to  the  prefent  Times  -,  gives  a  very  par- 
ticular Account  of  their  Works,  and  likewifc 
of  the  moft  remarkable  Cbinefe  Books,  ^  that 
have  been,  at  various,  times,  brought  into  Eu- 
rope, and  are  now  lodged  in  divers  public  Li- 
braries, fc?r.  After  this,  our  Author  relates 
the  different  Opinions  of  the  Learned,  touching 
the  firft  Origin  of  the  Cbinefe  Tongue.  Father 
Kircber  imagined  to  difcover  a  great  Affinity 
between  the  Cbinefe  Letters,  and  the  Egyptian 

Hieroglyphics. 
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Hieroglyphics.  John  fTch^  and  I/aac  Vojfius^ 
{whom  our  Author  takes  up  too  fliarply,  for 
wifhing  he  had  been  born  in  China^  as  if  he  had 
reckoned  it  no  great  Favour  to  be  born  in  a. 
Chrtftian  Country,  and  brought  up  in  our  holy 
Religion j  were  of  opinion,  that  the  Cbinefe 
is  the  moil  antient  Language  of  the  whole 
World,  and  the  Mother  of  all  the  reft.  jL«-. 
dovicusTbomaffinu5dtxWG&  It  from  the  Hebrew^, 
which  Opinion  our  Author  takes  to  bethemoft 
probable,  or  rather,  the  leaft  improbable.  Go- 
lius  in  his  Additamenta  Atlantis  Sinicij  maintains 
that  the  CAwi?/^  Language  was  neither  the  firft, 
or  derived  from  any  other  ;  but  artificially  con-, 
trived  by  fome  Man  of  Learning,  who  by  de- 
grees brought  it  to  fuch  Perfeftion,  that  it  was 
firft  approved,  and  embraced  by  the  Men  of 
Letters,  and  afterwards  by  the  whole  Nation. 
This  Opinion,  however  improbable,  has  been 
elpoufed  by  Leibnitz.  We  fay,  hozvever  im^ 
improbable',  becaufe  it  is,  morally  impoflible 
that  a  whole  Nation  Ihould  renounce  their  Mo- 
ther-Tongue, to  learn  fuch  a  difficult  and  in- 
tricate Language  as  the  Cbinefe.  Some  Writers 
not  finding  the  leaft  Affinity  between  thtChinefe 
Language,  and  the  reft  of  the  known  World  ; 
infer  from  thence,  that  the  former  cannot  poffi  * 
bly  proceed  from  the  fame  Origin  with  the  lat- 
ter, .and  further  conclude,  that  as  the  Lan- 
guages cannot  have  the  fame  firft  Origin,  fo 
neither  can  the  People,  Our  Author  .endeavours, 
with  great  Zeal,  to  reje6t  this  Opinion  ;  but 
with  what  fuccefs,  we  leave  the  Reader  to  judge.    . 

The  whole  Work  is  divided  into  two  Vo- 
lumes, whereof  the  firft  treats  of  the  Rudiments 
of  the  Cbinefe  I-anguage,  and  the  other  con- 
tains two  Cbinefe  Lexicons.     The  Cbinefeh^n- 

guage. 
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guage,  as  our  Author  infixms  us,  is  of  two 
.  kinds  ;  the  one  is  that  of  the  common  People, 
the  other,  very  different  from  the  former^  .is 
fpoke  only  by  tht  Men  of  Letters,  and  is  com- 
monly, called  by  the  Natives,  ^cn  hoa  '9  and 
by  the  Europeans^  the  Language  of  the  Man- 
/iarins.  The  firft  Elements  of  the  Chinefi  Lan- 
guage are  350  Monofyllables,  which  we  have 
no  Letters  to  exprefs ;  fo  very  different  is  their 
Pronunciation  from  ours.  Of  thefe  Monofyl- 
lables are  formed  various  Words,  according  to 
the  various  Accents  and  Tones  with  which  we 
pronounce  them.  .  For  one  and  the  fame  Mono- 
fyllabie,  according  to  the  different  rifing  and 
falling  of  the  Voice,  fignifies  quite,  different 
things.  For  inftance,  the  Monofyllable  fo  fig- 
pifies  eleven  quite  different  things,  it  being  ca- 
pable of  eleven  different  Accents.  Nay,  fome 
Words,  with  the  fame  Accent  or  Tone,  im- 
port various  things.  Hence  it  often  happens, 
that  one  Chinefe^  however  well  verfed  in  the 
Language,  does  not  underfland  what  another 
reads,  unlefs  he  |ooks  on  the  B9ok  :  for  fuch 
Words  as  are  the  fame  in  found,  and  with  the 
fame  found  fignify  different  things,  are  expref- 
fed  by  different  Charafters,  according  to  their 
various  fignifications.  In  common  Speech  they 
are  often  obliged  to  exprefs  the  Charaders  with 
their  Fingers,  or  in  fome  other  manner,  with- 
out which  it  is  plain  they  could  not  underftand 
each  other.  '  As  the  -fame  Word  receives  Va- 
rious fignifications  from  the  different  Accents, 
or  Tones,  with  which  it  is  pronounced  ;  fuch 
as  are  not  well  verfed  in  the  Language,  are . 
apt  to  commit  vei'y  great  blunders.  To  this 
purpofe,  our  Author  .tells  us,  that  a  European 
having  faid,  in  a  familiar  Entertainment  with 
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a  Cbinefe^  that  there  were  Ships  in  EUfope  ^s  tal| 
s  the  higbeft  Hpqfes  of  China  \  the  Cbinefe 
anfwered,  iF  the  Bricks  are  of  fuch  an  iriimenlc 
Hzcin  Europe,  how  large  mu(b  the  Brick-kilns'  , 
tie  ?  What  occalioried  this  miftake  wai,  that  - 
the  fame  Word  with  one  Accent  lighifie3  a  Ship^ 
j^nd .  withr  another  (which  the  European  had 
given  it)  a  tirick;  From  >Yhat  we  have  faid,^ 
it  is  plain,  that  the  Pronunciation  of  the  Chin^fi 
Language  cannot  pofllbly  be  taught. or  learnt 
by  way  of  Grammar/  ^  We  m^ty,  Jbowcveri 
tvith  the  ailiftance  of:  a  good  Grammar,  anc} 
the  help  of  Lexicons,  .^attairi  to  the  underftand- 
Ing  of  their  Books.

Our  Author,   after  having  explained  the 
firft  Rudiments  of  the  Chinefe  Tongue,  comes 
.  to  defcribc  their  manner  of  Writings  the  Paper, 
.      *  Pens^ 
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Pens,  or  rather  Pencils,  Ink,  (f?c.  which  they 
make  ufe  of.     He  tells  us,  that  they  deem  it  a 
moft  diihonourable  and  ignominious  thing  ta 
write  ill ;  that  no  one  is  raifed  to  any  Dignity 
whatfoever, without  being  examined  before-hand  ' 
whether  or  not  he  can  write  well ;   and  that  one 
fingle,Charafter  ill  formed,  in  the  Book  of  a 
learned  Writer,  is  fufficierit  to'difcredit  him  for . 
ever,  ahcj  exclude  him  from  all  Preferments. 
The  Art  of  Printing,  if  we  believe  them,  waa* 
ufcd  in  Cbina^  nine  hundred  and  thirty  Years 
before  ihtDidnyJia'n  Epoch.    The  Cbinefe  Cha- 
racters are  in  all  above  80000 ;  but  one,  that 
knows  only  feven  thoufand,  nfjay  read  an  eafy 
Book,   tho*  he  tannot  underftand  the  Works.  ' 
of  the  Philofophcrs,    Poets,    and  Phyficians, 
without  being  well  acquainted  with  fifteen  thou- 
iand.    As  to  the  other  Qiara6ters,  the  Chinefe 
.  themfclves  are  often  obliged  to  look  for  their ' 
irieaning  in  their  Lexicons. 

In  the  remaining  part  of  this  firft  Voluhii^.^ 
dur  Author  explains  the  Nature  and  Analogy 
of  the  Cbinefe  Charafters ;  fhews  after  what  Me-/ 
thod  they  write  their  Lexicons,  teaches  how  to 
ufe  them,  and  enumerates  all  the  beft  Chinefe 
Lexicons  which  have  been  hitherto  publifhed. 
He  adds  a  fuccin<9:  Account  of  the  Chinefe  Poetry, 
and  produces  fome  of  their  Verfes,  which  it 
will  not  perhaps  be  amife  to  infert  here.  The 
following  Verfes  arc  taken  from  a  Book,  en- 
titled, Cbukinej  that  is,  A  ColteElion  of  Verfes. 
This  CoUeftion  was  made  by  Confucius^  con- 
tains fome  Verfes  of  their  ancient  Poets,  and  is 
one  of  their  Clafiics.

I  he  of  the  Royal  Family  T;)r,  which  began  to 

reign   (if  we  give  any  credit  to  the  Cbinefe 
i  Annals)  above  four  thoufand  Years  agp.     From 

his  very  Infancy  he  gave  Marks  of  a  ripe  Judg- 
ment; for  he  was  never  obfcrved  to  play  wit \ 
other  Children  of  his  Age  ;  but  Ihew'd,.  m  his 
whole  Deportment,  a  manly  Gravity.  '  When 
he  was  but  feven  Years  old,  he  woiild*  never 
^  ^  tafte  any  kind  of  ViftualSj  before  he  hdd  o&ered 

it  up  to  Heaven,  according  to  the  antient  Cui- 
i  torn  of  the  Cbinefe,     At  the  Age  of  fifteen,  hi 

applied  himfelf  entirely  to  the  ftudy  of  the 
antient  C/&i«<?/^  Authors,  coUeding  out  of  them 
fuch  Precepts  and  Inft ructions,  as  might- provfe 
ufeful,  both  to  himfelf  and  to  others.  When  he 
was  mnetecn  (fomc  fay  twenty)  he  ih>rri^d  a 
L  4  .     Lady 
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Lady  of  great  Virtue,  called  Kjfn  ^uon  xi,  by 
whom  he  had  one  Son,  nan^ed  )Pe  yu.  Pe  yuy 
who,  was. his  onjjr  Child,  died  at  the  Ag?  of 
Fifty,  leaving  behind  him  a  Son,  n^mcd  Cufu^ 
who  applying  himfelf  to.tbe.Stqdy  of  Philo-- 
fpphy,  wrote  very  learneii  Comments  ofi  hi§f 
Grandfather's  Books,  and' was  raifed:tp  the 
chief  Employments  of  the  Empire.  '  TheDeT 
fcendants  of  Cu  fy  have  always  mad^,'  and  ftill 
cpnpinu^  to  make  a  ver^- great  Fisure  Ui  the  Emr 
pire  of  China.  Confucius  jiirrifelrwas  employed 
in  the  chief  Governments  and  lylagiftracies  of 
th^' Empire,  which  he  undertook,  riqt  out  of 
lAmbJtiQj^,  but  purely  with  a  defign  to  pro- 
pagate hisDo<9:rine  amorijg^  thofe,  whp  were 
co.mn>Ittcd  to  his  Caf*e,  and  thereby  ftir  then^ 
up..^:o  %\\t  praftice.of  Virtue.  Whjjn  in  the 
ijpyernpient  of  any  ,t*royince>  or  Kingdom^ 
heicpul^  BOt  compafs  this, end,  he  ufed  to  re- 
sign bis  I^JPployment,  and  retire  clfe^here,  ii^ 
Jbopes-pf  ^meeting  with  People  better  difpofed 
t9  receive  I)is  Doftripe,  and  improve  by  hi^ 
InftruftipaSf  To  this  pjurpofe,  we  are  told,  that 
beipg  appointed  Mandarine,  or  charged  ^irh 
the  Adminiftration  of  .public  )AfFairs,  in  the 
Kipgdpn}  of  L«,  hisjDoftrine  joined  with  the 
exemplary  Life  he  Jed,  made  fuch  an  impref- 
fjon  on  the  Minds  of  the  People,  that  in  three 
Months  time  an  entire  Reformation  of  Mannerij 
was  f^ii  throughout  the  whole  Kingdom.  The 
flpurifliing  Condition  of  that  Kingdpm  gave 
great  un^finefs  to  the  neighbouring,  and  rivai 
Princes  i  namely,  to  the  King  of  Ci,  who  being 
fenfible,  that  by  Confuciush  wife  Regulations 
the  Kingdom  of  Lu  would,  in  a  Ihort  time, 
become  very  formidable,  preiented  the  JKing 
with  fome  young  Women,  extremely  hanclr

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fotnct  on  purpofe  to  divert  him  frdtn  bearkeiir 

ing  to  the  wholcfome  Counfels  of  fo  zealous  a 

Minifter.     This  cunning  Pevice  had  the  defirci 

eflfeiTt ;  for  the  King  accepted  the  treacherous 

Prefcnt,  and  was  To  taken  with  the  Beauty  of 

the  Women,  that  he  laid  afide  all  care  of  public 

Affairs,  a|id  gave  himfelf  entirely  up  to  lewd* 

nefs  and  debauchery.     As.  Men  ^rc  naturally 

more  inclined  to  follow  the  bad,  than  the  good 

examples  of  their  Governours,  the  former  Dif- 

orders  were  introduced  ^-new^  and  the  whole 

Kingdom  over-run  with  all  manner  of  Vice. 

Cpnfucius  did  all  in  his  power  to  ftera  the  Tor-r 

irent,  and  reclaim  the  K^ng  from  fuch  a  fcaiif 

dalous  courfe  of  Life.    But  all  was  to  no  pur* 

pofc  :  nay,  the  King  looking  upon  the  feverc 

Morals  and  exemplary  Life,  of  his  Minifter,  as 

a  check  to  his  own  Condu^l,  began  to  look  upon 

him  with  4n  evil  Eye,  and  at  laft  even  refufcd 

to  give  hita  Audience,    yrhereupon  Confucius 

refigned  his  Employment,  abandoned  the  Court, 

and  retired  out  of  the  Kingdom  •,  declaring,  that 

as  be  had  undertaken  the  Adminiftration  of  pub-^ 

lie  Affairs,  with  no  other  view,  than  to  root  out 

Vice,  and  introduce  Virtue  in  its  room  i    fo 

he  defpifed  that  Office,  and  all  the  other  Ho* 

nours  the  King   could  confer  upon  him,    if 

ihey  were  of  no  ufe  towards  the  execution  of 

|3iat  Defign,    He  maintained  to  his  laft  Breath 

this  ardent  defire  of  feeing  Virtue  every  where 

triumphant,  and  Vice  driven  out^  notwithftand- 

ing  the  many  difcouragements  and  difiiculties 

he  met  with.     Nay,  the  vaft  Empire  of  China 

proved  top  narrow  for  his  extenfive  Zeal  5  for 

we  are  told,  that  he  often  entertained  thoughts 

of  putting  to  Sea,  in  hopes  of  difcovering  new 

Countries,   vid  gaining  new  Profelytes  to  his 

DoSxine. 
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^  Doftrine.  He  had  in  all  three  thoufand  Dif- 
ciples,  of  which  five  hundred  bore  confidcra- 
bfe  Employments ;  but  the  moft  celebrated  for 
their  Virtue  and  Learning  were  fevent/  two, 
whbfe  Karnes,  Countries,  and  Deeds,  are  re- , 
corded  in  the  Chinefe  Annals.  He  divided  his 
Difciples  into  four  Ranks  or  Clafles ;  in  the  firft. 
and  favourite  Clafs,'  were  fuch  only  as  applied 
themfelves  wholly  to  the  improvement  and  per- 
feftibn  of  their  Minds  with  moral  Virtues  ;  the 
fecond  comprifed  thofe  who  ftudied  Logic  and 
Eloquence  •,  the  Art  of  Government  was  the 
ifaain  bufmefs  of  the  third  Clafs  •,  and  the 
^  fourth  ftudied  only  how  to  explain  the  Rules 
of  Morality,  in  an  eafy,  proper^  and  elegant 
Style.  '  The  Principles  he  inftilled,  with  great 
care,  into  the  Minds  of.  all  his  Difciples,  and 
endeavoured  to  ground  them  well  in,  were  the 
following,  v'tT^.  to  fear,  reverence,  and  obey 
Heaven i  to  conquer  their  Paflions  ; .  to  do  as 
they  would  be  done  by  ;  and  never  give  admit- 
tance ro  any  Thouent,  that  was  not  entirely 
agreeable  to  the  diftates  of  Reafon.  He  re- 
quired nothing  of  others,  which  he  did  not 
firJl  praftife  himfelf,  adding  to  his  other  heroic 
"Virtues  a  very  low  Opinion  of  himfelf*  The 
,  greateft  difpleafure  any  one  could  do  him,  was 
to'  praife  him,  or  exprels  any  kind  bf  elteem 
for  him.  In  order  to  leffen  the  great  Opinion 
every  one  had  conceived  of  him  on  account  of 
his  Doctrine,  he  ufed  publickly  to  proteft,  that 
it' was  not  his  own,  but  that  he  had  learnt  it 
from  the  antient  Philofophers  5  namely,  from 
the 'Kings  Tdo  and  Xun^.viho  had  flourifhed 
fifteen  hundred  Years  before  he  was  born. 
We^fhall  hardly  meet  with'  fuch  another  in- 
ftance  of  Modefty  in  the  Life  df  any  other ' 
■—  ^  Philo. 
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Philofopher.  Moft  Philofgphers  have  indeed ,  with 
fine  Flouriftics  of  Oratory ,  declaimed  againft  the 
Defire  of  Glory,  and  exhorted  others  to  defpifc 
it,  but  to  thofe  very  Books,which  they  wrote  up- 
on the  Con  tenijpt  of  Glory,  they  took  care  to  pre- 
fix their  Names,  as  tT^Z/y  well  obferves,  left  the 
World  (hould  not   know^  who  had  been  the 
Authors  of  them,  and  they  by  that  means  be 
robbed  of  the  Glory  which  might  from  thence 
accrue  to  them.    Our  Author  tells  us  here,  that 
Cnnfucius  was  frequently  heard  to  repeat  thefe 
Words,  y?/^wi,  yeuximgin\  That  is,  that  ari 
Hero  of  confummate  Sanftity  was  to  be  found 
in  the  Weft :  who  this  Hero  was,  adds  he,  frortji 
the  Goa  Edition  of  Confucius' s  Works,  is  uncer- 
tain ;  but  'tis  paft  all  doubt,  that  in  tii^  Year  of  ^ 
the  Ghriftian  ^ra  65,  the  Emperor  Mim  ti^ 
(the  17^^  of  the  fifth  Race)  by  thefe  Words, 
and  by  a  holy  Man,  who  appeared  to  him*  in  a 
Dream,     and   feemed  to  be  come  fit>m   the 
Weft,  was  induced  to  fend  two  Embaffadors  to- 
wards the  Weft,  enjoining  thenj  to  enquire  af- 
ter a  holy  Man,  who  had  flourifhed  there,  an3 
to  acquaint  themfelves  with  his  Law.    Tht  Em- 
baffadors, purfuant  to  their  Orders,  put  to  fea, 
and  landed  in  a  certain  Ifland,  not  far  diftant 
^  from  the  Red-Sea,  where  they  found  a  famous 
Idol  reprefentinrg  a  wicked  Man,  called  Fo^y 
who  had  flourifhed  in  the    hdies   about  five 
hundred  Years  before  Confucius^  and  eftablifhed 
there  a  moft  impious  and  execrable  Law.     As* 
the  Embaffadors  were  afraid  to  proceed  further, 
they   returned  home  with  this  Law,  which  in 
procefs  of  time  was  eftablillied  throughout  the 
vaft   Empire  of  China.     However  incredible, 
this  Story  may  appear  to  others,  the  Editoi^s  of 
Confudui^h  Works  feenv  not  in  the  leaft  tp  doubt 
\  '  '  of 
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of  it.    Qa  this  Occafion^  according  ta  them. 
Idolatry  was  introduced  mq  .Cbwa^    and  the 
wholefome  Dodrine  of  Confucius  Jaid  afidc.    If 
{oy  the  miraculous  Apparition,  which  we  have 
mentioned  above,  was,  we  ipv&  own,  very  ill  b«- 
flowed.  Confucius  died  in  the  feventy  third  Ycir 
his  Ace,  .and  fifty  ninth  of  the  thirty  fevcnth 
Cbinefi  Cycle,     The  Cbinefe.  have  now  for  the 
ipace  of  above  two  thoufand  Yearp,  paid  all 
^poflible  Refpcft  and  Veneration,  to  the  Menrory 
of  this  eminent  Philofopher.  Whether  the  Cere- 
monies, which  the  Cbintfe  perform  .  in  honour 
of  this  their  great  Legiflator  and  PocSor,  he 
religioii^  of  purely  civil,  has  been  Matter  of 
great  Debate  between  the  Jefuits  and  <>ther  Rod- 
man  Catholic  Miffionaries   in  the  Empire  of 
Cbina.    The  main  Point  in  t]ue()ion  was  thi^} 
whether  to  kneel  down  before  certain  Tablets^ 
on  which  the  Name  of  .Confacius  was  written* 
was  to  be  deemed  a  religious  Ceremony  j     of 
only  an  A<9:  oiF  Civility, ;  fuch  as  it  is  among  Ift, 
to  make  a  Bow,  or  pull  off*  our  Hat  to  an  Ac^ 

Jiuaintance. ;  However  plain  it  may  appear,  that 
uch  a  Ceremony  is  not  purely  civil,  but  relir 
gious  ;  y^t  the  Jefuits,  being  accufed  at  Romt 
of  Idolatry,  becaufc  they  kneeled  down  befor^s 
the  Name  o( Confucius^  maintained  their  Ground; 
with  their  ufual  Quirks  and  Cavils,  for  the 
Ipace  of  60  Years,  agaiyift  all  the  other  reli- 
gious Orders  joined  together;  nay,  their  Argu? 
ments  feemed  of  fuch  weight  to  Pope  Alepian-* 
der  VIII.  that  by  a  fpecial  Decree  he  filenced 
thofe,  who  oppofed  them.  Notwithftanding 
this  Decree,  the  Difpute  was  revived  in  the  Ponr. 
tificateof  Clemens  XL  who  Jiftpr  having  fcnt  a 
Legate  into  Cbina^  to  examine  Matters  on  the 
ipot^  and  advifed  with  the  ablcft  Divines  of  the 
'     ?  Church, 
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CiuJf<:.h,  in  the  end  condemned  the  Jcfujts,  and  ; 
df claned  in  a  Bull  dated  the  5***  of  Scptemhir^ . 
17^0,.  that  the  Ceremonies^   perfornaedby  the 
Chinefi  in  honour  of  Confucius^  were  fuperfti* 
tious,  and  therefore  ought  not  to.  be  pradbfed  by 
the  Miffionaries   and    their   Profclytes.  *  The- 
Jcfuits,  (thof(?' zealous  Abettors  of  the  Pope's 
Inf^illbility)  inftead  of  ,acquiefcii%  to  this  De- 
ci&Qq> .  fet  .ajbroaqh,  in  order  to  elude  it,  a  Vi^. 
ft]nflLion,  which,  as  it  ftruck  at  the  Pope's,  un- 
erring Privilege,  g^ve  no  fmall  uneafincfs  to, 
the  Court  of  Rome.    The  Subftance  of  their. 
Reply  was,   Th^t,  whether  or  not  the  Cbinefe^ 
Ccrepnonies  were,  fgperftitious,  was  not  a  Que* 
ftaon/f<?j«r^,  which  they  allowed  diel^ope«nill 
Power  to  decide^,  but  a  Queftion  defaSa^  which 
fell  not,  faid  they>  within  the  Verge  of  his  In-. 
fallibility.    That  is,  the  Pope  has  a  Power  to, 
de^cl^re,*  w^hptber  or   not  it  is  lawfql  to  kneel 
down  before  Confucius^  with  a  defign  to  wor- . 
ihip  him,  for  that  is  a  QusSCxovi  de  jure :  but. 
cannot  decide  whether  or  not  phe  Cbin^  knceL 
down  before  him,  with  fuch  a  de(ign,  this  be-, 
ing  a  Queilion  de.faSlo.    This  Diftindioa  was> 
immediately  erpbraced,  and  begun  to  be  taught 
by  the  whole  Order  of  Jefuits,  who  in  all  pro^ 
t4^mty  would  have   proceeded  further,    had. 
not  the  Pope  fiopped  their  Mouths  by  granting 
t^em  a  gre?.t  many  new  Privileges  and  Exemp- 
tipnis,  and  bribed  them^  by  prefenting  a  Cardir 
n^'s  ^p  to  Father  Ptolomei^  who  had  bcen^ 
ch^fged  by  his  General,   as  one  of  the  moft^ 
lcjLf;ned  Men  of  the  Order,  to  write  in  defence  of. 
t^Q  Qbinefi  Ceremonies.    Now  who  can  fuffi- 
cien^tly  admire  thp  bare-faced  and  uaparallelled 
EOfp^nfiery  of  the  Jefuit  Aguillera^  who,  in  his. 
AnfviSec  to  l^o.  Abbott  JLazarini^  inve^h&agaipft 
^  ii  '  him 
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him  with  the  following  Words:  *'  The  witty 
*^  Diftinftion  you  ufe,  (fays  he)  viz.  the  Pope 
**  can  decide  a'Queftion</^y«r^,  but  not  a  Que* 
**  ftion  de  fa£lo^  is  no  ways  to  the  purpofe, ' 
**  and.  moreover  highly  injurious  to  the  Vicar 
«*  of  Cfarill  ?  Did  our  Saviour,  in  giving  the 
**  Keys  to  St.  Peter^  make  any  fuch  Diftindion  ? 
*«  fcfr.  You  have  even  the  Impudence  to  father 
*'  that  execrable  Doftrine  upon  our  Society. 
**  But  let  me  entreat  you  to  mind,  for  your 
**  own  fake,  what  you  fay  :  who  knows  but

feli-ed  upon  a  Child  in  its  Mother^s  Womb  j 
for  the  Jcfuits  tell  us,  that  Ah^itcs  Gtinz'aga^ 
one  of  their  Saints,  would  not  come  into  the 
World  before  he  wastaptfzed,  left  it  fhould  be 
•  faid  that  he  was  born.a  Si^jner.    F.  Ptolomei  was^ 
without  all  doubt,  the  Author  of  the  Apolqhtk 
,     Letttrs  mentioned  here,  and  handled  the  Hbly 
Father's  Infallibilitv  pretty  roughly  in  tfiem. 
But  the  Jefuits  take  care  never  to  ppt  their 
Nances  to  Books  of  that  nature,    to  the  end 
they   may  be  free  to  difown  thero,.,aspccafioni 
requires,  and  even  to  lay  them  upon  otKers.

;  T  H;E  nrft  unaruwerable  Arguroent^-x  ufca  by 
Barmusy  JSetlaymih,  Onupbrius^  &c.  is  this.  ^No 
j^riter^makes  any   mention  cf  Pop^  JoAs  before^ 
f he-middle  of  the  13***  Century^  when  this  Story 
was- fel  abroad  by  IJ^artinus  Polonus,  ajilly

^rofs  [Miftakes.  This  Argument  is  far  from  being 
invincible:    for  Anajiafius   BibHotbecartus    (or' 
wh9ever  was  the  Author  of  the  Work  that

Mr.  Chevreauy  in  the  feCoi^d  Part  of  his  Htfiorj 
of  the  tVbrld^.  endeavours  to  weaken  the  Autho* 
rity  of  Martinus  Pobnits^  by  tdlirtg  us,  that  he 
was  a  filly  Monk,  and  guilty  of  a  great  many 
very  confiderable  Miifcafces  in  his  Yrgatife  af  the 
W'mders  i?^  Rome :  as- for  ihftanccj  he  miftakei 
one  Gate  for  another,  the  P^^r/fe^o^  for  "a  Tem- 
ple of  Cyi&<?/if,and  the  /ImphslbetitreTor  a'Tern- 
pie  of  the  Sua.  But  tlio*' we  fliOuld  allow  M.Po-i 
Itmus  to  have  been  really  guilty  ^of  fuch  niiftakes 
(Which  we  can  hardly  believe)  yet  this  Way  of 
arguing ;  he  miftakes  the  Amphitheatre  for  a 
Tempfe  of  the  Sun,  etgo^  he  miftakes  a  Popd 
for  a  Popefs ;  is  fo  abfijrd  and  ridiculous,  that  it 
deferves  no  ferious  Anfwer.  Some  latter  komaH 
Catholic  Writers,  and  namely j'  lAt.  MuratoA 
have  boldly  adyapced,  that  the  Protpotion  of  a 
Woman  to  the  Papal  Gh'airis  not  recorded  irt 
the  genuine  Writers  of  M  Pblonus.  But  as 
-C^Lvdml  Belhrmin  after  examining,  with  great

WE  left  the  SoUdn  in  a  Sea  of  Grief  for 
the  lofs  of  Ptokmaist  from  whence 
our  Hiftorian  did  his  bcft  to  recover  him,  by 
remonftrating  the  Vanity  of  grieving  for  what 
he  could  not  recal  j  and  by  fetting  forth  the 
neceflity  of  returning  to  himfelf,  that  the  Ene- 
my might  not  take  the  advantage  of  his 
Inactivity  to  his  farther  detriment.  He  en- 
treated him  to  think  of  Jerufalemt  ^nd  of  fC' 
curing  the  maritime  Country,'  and  of  relea- 
■^g  thofewhom  the  Enemy  now  held  in  Cap- 
tivity. A  Council  was  called,  wherein  it  was 
N'XV.  17^2.  P  refol- 
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rcfolved.  That  it  was  to  no  purpofe  any  longer 
to  keep  the  Franks  confined,  fined  the  Cky  of 
Ptokmais  was  fallen  into  their  hands.  The 
Soltdn  therefore  commanded  the  Baggage  to 
march  off  with  the  grols  of  the  Army,  while 
he  himfelf  with  a  choice  Body  of  light  Horfc- 
kept  his  ground,  to  watch  the  Enemy's  Mo- 
tions, and  to  mark  what  they  would  do  with  the 
f       /  captive  Garrifon ;    flattering   himfelf  at   the 

^  lame  time,  that  the  Franks^  puffed  up  by  their 

j= ,  good  Fortune,  might  be  tempted  to  make  a  . 

£^ :  Sally  upon  him,  and  thereby  give  him  an  op- 

^-  portunity  of  taking  fome  revenge,  oa  them. 

^.  But  nothing  of  this  happened  ;    the  Franks^ 

z^  regardlels  of  him,    minded  nothing*  but  the 

'li  City  they  had  got, 

-r  After   a  fmart    skirmifii    which   foon 

*'  • '  enfUed,    each    fide   bethought  xthem  of  the 

£:  execution  of  the  Treaty  which  had  been  a-^ 

^.  greed  on  at  the  Surrender  of  Ptolemais  ;  and 

r:  Meffengers    went  from  fide  to  fide  to  eka- 

£'jr  mine  into  and  fettle  Matters  ^urfuant  thereto. 

^  And  particularly,  a  Maronite  ami  two  bclong- 

2?  ing  to  the  King  of  England^  came  to  the  Sol- 

^  tdn^s  Camp,   and  having  produced  two  ^xaft 

sj  '     Lifts  of  their  Captives,   demanded  a  fight  of 

f^'  the  true  Crofs,  that  they  might  kiK)w  whetter 

it  was  there,  or  at  Baghdad.  It^was  according- 
ly  produced,  and  they  adored  it,  proftrating 
themfelves  with  their  Faces  in  the  Duft,  and 
behavitig  with  extraordinary  and  boundkfs  De- 
votion towards  it.  They  fignified.  That  their 
Kings  allowed  the  Soltdn  three  Months  for  the 
execution  of  the  Treaty,  the  Conditions  wherc^ 
of,  were  to  be  fulfilled  at  three  drffereiit  Pe- 
riods, upon  three  monthly  Days.  Accord^ 
ingly^  PrcparatioM  were  made  for  the  firft  de- 

Uyery^ , 
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•  Jivery,  and  all  was  foon  ready,  except  fome 
Kobles,  whofe  Names  were  given  in,  but 
could  not  readily  be  found  5  which  took  up 
foHie  time. 

Wh  E  N  the  firft  Term  or  Period  was  ex- 
pired, a  difpute  arofe.  The  SoliJn  would  make 
no  delivery  till  the  Franks  had  releafed  their 
Prifoners,  and  accepted  his  Security  for  the  ^ 
two  remaining  Payments  j  or  elfe  given  h'm 
Security  to  make  good  what  they  received 
of  him,  /till  they  had  difcharged  their  Pri- 
foners. The  Franksj  we  are  told,  were  fo 
unreafonable  as  to  agree  to  neither  ;  but 
infiftcd,  that  the  Solldn  fhouH  make  his  firft 
Payment,  and  truft  wholly  to  their  Honour  i 
which  upon  this  occafion  would  not  pafs  cur- 
rent with  him.  He  had  no  Opinion  of  their 
,  fmcerity,  and  would  not  truft  them  fo  far  ; 
but  by  fticking  out,  he  brought  a  great  cala- 
P.^  Vmity  upon  the  Captives  hp  wanted  to  releafe. 
I  F  o  R  the  King  of  England   (upon  whon> 

1  our  Hiftorian  here  beftows  the  Epithet  of  ac- 
I ,  .  turfed)  obfcrving  that  the  Sohdn  refufed  to 
[  tieliver  the  Money,  Captives*and  Crofs,  which 

'  were  to  make  up  his  firft  Payment,  refolved 

\  to  be  even  with  him.     Here  Bahdo^ddin  takes 

|,  .     occafion  to  blacken  our  firft  Richard.    He  pre- . 
1       ,    tends,    that  the  feefieged  were  promifed  their 
1  reives,  at  leaft,    even  if  the  Sokdn  fliould  not    . 

think  good  to  anfwer  their  Stipulations.  But 
this  accurfed  Man  (fays  he)  broke  his  Faithji 
and  perpetrated  that  which  his  Heart  had  dc- 
V  termined,  even  tho*  he  Jiad  received  the  Sol- 
^^«'s  Payment,  as  was  owned  by  thofe  even 
*  ©f  his  own  Religion.     He  drew    out  three 

thoufand  of  the  obfcurcft  and  leaft  ufcful  of  . 
»lhc  Captives,  who  beiog  all  chained  together, 

P  2  .tie 
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he  miferably  flaughtered  in  one  place.  Our^t 
'  Hiftorian  afterwards  tells  us,  it  was  given  out, 
that  this  horrid  Butchery  was  done  by  way  of 
.Retaliation  ;  or  becaufe  the  King  of  England 
'  refolving  to  march  for  Afcalon^  thought  it  un- 
fafe  to  leave  fuch  numbers  of  Mojlems  in  the 
City  behind  him.  The  Soltdn*s  People  beheld 
this  Slaughter,  but  could  not  diftinftly  perceive 
what  was  going  forwards ;  they  could  only  re- 
port, that  the  Enemy  was  in  motion,  which 
gave  an  Alarm,  and  brought  on  a  warm  dif- 
puce,  wherein  both  fides  fuffered  a  great  lols 
of  Blood :  But  with  the  firft  Light  of  the  next 
Morning  the  Mojlems  faw  what  had  been  tranf- 
afted  the  Afternoon  before ;  and  mourned  the 
Fate  of  their  three  thoufand  Martyrs,  as 
they  called  them. 

The  Fortifications  of  PW^fw^w  were  through- 
ly repaired,  and  the  King  of  England  marched 
^  away  for  Afcalon  ;  leaving  a  flirong  Garrifon 
behind  him.  He  was  encouraged  to  this 
Expedition,  by  information  he  had  fi-om  two 
Scenite  Arabs ^  who  reported  the  5^//^»'s  Forces 
to  be  inconfiderable  ;  but  being  convinced  of 
quite  the  reverfe,  by  frequent  inftances  in  his 
march,  he  ordered  the  two  Araks  to  be  put  to 
•  death  as  Traitors. 

This  march  was  truly  a  very  troublefom  • 
one  to  Richard^  and  no  General  could  do  more 
than  the  Soltdn  did  to  prevent  it  5  and  haid 
not  a  very  exadl  Difcipline  been  obferved  in 
the  Chrijlian  Army,  and  had  they  not  been 
armed,  at  all  points,  in  a  very  extraordinary 
manner,  it  'had  Been  impoflible  for  them  to 
proceed  at  all. 

At  laft,  tired  out,  they  fent  Embafladors 
to  expoftulate   with  the  Soltdn^   «  That  the 

"  War 
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*'  War  was  fpun  out  to  an  unreafonable 
*^  length,  that  the  brav^ft  of  each  fide  were 
*«  continually  falling  ;  that  they  were  come 
*'  only  to  aflift  the  Pranks  of  Jerufalem ; 
*'  that  it  would  be  but  jiift  and  prudent  in  the 
•'  Soltdn  to  make  Peace  With  them,  that  the 
*«  Armies  might  return  eac^  to  their  home.** 
Thusit  wasexpoftulatqd  with*^/-M^^f  Al-AdeV 
the  Solidify  Brother,  who  went  to  hear  what 
the  Ambafladors  had  to  fay. 

The  Soltdn  was  not  fond  of  hearkning  to 
this,  knowing  the  Turkmans  to  be  on  the  point 
of  joining  him.  However,  it  was  fo  ordered, 
that  the  King  of  England  and  Al-Malec  Al- 
Adel  met  to  difcourfe  this  matter  over, 
each  of  them  proudly  and  potently  guarded. 
The  Converfation  was  fo  managed,  that  the 
King  of  England  was  the  firft  that  made  men- 
tion of  Peace.  To  which  Al-Adel  returned,  • 
**  That  a  bare  mention  of  Peace  was  nothing, 
*'  that  he  fliould  be  glad  to  know  the  Condi-. 
•'  tions  expedted,  that  he  mighl  be  abk  to  , 
'^  aft  as  a  Mediator  with  the  Soltdn  towards 
"  bringing  it  to  a  Conclufion.'*  The  King  of 
England  then  faid,  that,  in  a  word,  their  de- 
mand was  a  general  Reftitution  of  all,  and  that 
the  Soltdn  ftiould  march  home  with  all  his 
Army.  This  was  rejefted  by  AUAdel^  with 
great  fcorn,  and  high  words  arofe,  and  they 
parted.  . 

The  Soltdn  upon  this  refolved  to  come  to 
aftion  with  the  Franks ;  and  the  Battle  of 
Arfufy  as  our  Hiftorian  calls  it,  enfued  ;  where- 
in he  received  a  total  overthrow,  highly  to  his 
mortification,  nor  had  he  ever  feen  fo  black 
a  day  before.  This,  and  the  lofs  of  Ptolemais 
fo  little  a^  time  before,  made  him  determine, 
P  3  to 
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to  be  before-hand  with  the  Franks^  by  demo^ 
lifhing  the  Citjr  of  Afcahtty  whither  they  were 
now  bending  their  n)arch ;  that,  it  might  prove 
of  no  ufe  to  them  towards  the  recovery  of 
Jerufalem^  or  enable  them  to  obftrudt  the  Com- 
munication with  Egypt.  Upon  thefc  Ccm(ide-< 
rations,  therefore  he  ordered  it, to  be  demo- 
'liflied,  to  his  infinite  regret,  it  being  a  lovely 
f^lace,  and  very  ftrong ;  and  demoliflied  it  was, 
with  the  utmoft  precipitation,  amidft  the  general 
confufion  and  outcries  of  the  Inhabitants,  who 
lamented,  that  they  (hould  be  driven  to  fo  fore  a 
necefiity.  The  Work  was  hurried  on  the  more, 
that  it  might  not  be  interrupted  by  the  Franks  % 
from  whom,  -in  the  midft  of  it,  a  Propofal  of 
Peace  came ;  but  no  lefs  than  the  whole  King- 
dom of  Jerusalem  was  demanded.  The  Saltan 
was  glad  to  underftand'  they  ^^ere  grown  lick 
•  of  the  War,  and  ordered  fome  fliew  of  Com- 
pliance to  be  made  \  but  finding  that  the  demo- 
lition went  on  heavily,  and  that  he  was  unable 
to  remove  what  was  treafured  up  in  the  Place, 
he  fet  fire  thereto,  to  the  unfpeakable  lofs  of 
Provifions,  Stores,  Houfliold  Furniture,  ^c. 
But  the  Fortifications  and  Towers  were  io 
folidly  built,  that  it  proved  a  Work  of  great 
difficulty  to  make  an  end  of  the  Deftruftion 
that  was  begun  ;  while  Al-Makc  Jl-Adel  kept 
the  Enemy  from  fufptfting  what  was  going 
Ibrward,  by.  amufing  them  with  a  talk  of 
Peace. 

A  few  days  •  afterwards,  the  Sottdn  vifitcd 
Lydda  and  Ramlab  y  and  obferving  the  Church 
of  the  former,  and  the  Caftle  of  the  latter,  to  be 
firm  Buildings,  helevelled  them  both  with  the 
ground.  While  this  Work  was  in  hand,  he 
went  privately  to  Jerufalem  to  take  a  Survey 
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of  that  Holy  City  -,  and  before  he  departed 
th^ce,  which  was  in  two  or  three  days,  he 
law  every  thing  put  into  good  order,  and  dirfy 
provided. 

About  this  time,  the  Marquifs  of  "HTyh 
offered  to  make  a  feparate  Peace  with  the 
Soltdn^  on  condition  Stdon  and  Berytus  were 
put  into  his  hands  5  in  return  for  which,  he 
engaged  to  break  with  his  Brethren  in  Faith, 
and  to  reduce  Ptokmais  to  his  Obedience  again. 
The  SoUdn  wanted  fome  Earneft  of  his  Sin- 
cerity ;  and  the  King  of  England  underftand- 
ing  the  Motion,  marched  back  to  Ptokmais^ 
to  fruftrate  the  Marquifs's  Projedt,  and  bring 
him  to  a  better  Mind. 

The  Enemy,  therefore,  being  retired/  to, 
that  diftance,  the  SoUdn  thought  he  might 
iafely  fend  his  Bother  to  Jerusalem  to  direifl 
Affairs  there  %  from  whence  he,  in  a  few  day$ 
returned  again  to  the  Army. 

We  cannot  pafs  over  unobferved,  that,^ 
here,  we  are  told,  the  Sdtdn  had  lifted  .a  re^ 
gular  Band  of  Arahian  Banditti^  to  be  conti- 
nually pilfering  and  ftealing  what  they  could 
from  the  Franks^  whether  Money,  Horfes,  oir  ' 
even  living  Perfons.  They  were  ufod  to  fur- 
prize  them  in  their  Sleep,  and  wake  them  with 
a  drawn  Dagger  at  their  Throats,  and  com- 
manding them  Silence  upon  pain  of  D^ath,  took 
them  out  of  their  Tents,  and  carried  them  olP 
Prifoners ;  and  many  .that  attempted  to  cry 
out,  paid  for  it  with  their  Lives. 

Upon  the  26*^  of  this  fame  Month,  the 
King  of  England  defired  AUMalec  Al-Adel 
would  fend  an  Ambaffador  to  him  \  and  what 
the  King,  had  to  fay  amounted  to  this,  as  it 
was  communicated  to  the.  Sohdn :  fb^  Moflems    ^ 
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And  the  Franks  both  perijb,\  their  Countries  are 
defolated^  and  their  Wealth  and  Strength  are  un^ 
meafurahly  confumed.  We  have  both  done  our 
7)uty  in  this  Conteji  and  Holy  War*  Nothing  re^ 
mains  to  he  difputed  hut  the  Holy  C/Vy,  the  Crofsy 
and  our  Boundaries.  As  for  the  Holy  City^  "which 
is  the  very  Source  of  our  Religion^  we  cannot  forgo 
(Our  Claim  to  that^  thd*  wewere  all  to  die  in  the 
Profecution  thereof  As  for. the  Country^  rejiore 
to  us^  all  on  this  fide  Jordan.  And  as  for  the 
Crofs^  which^  in  your  ejleem^  is  of  noi  manner  of 
Value^  hut  with  us  of  the  highefi  Veneration^  the 
Sol  tan  fiallgive  us  that  ;  that  foj  concluding  a 
Peace^  we  may  rejl  from  our  Labour. 

Th  e  Soltdn  called  a  Council  to  deliberate up^ 

•on  this,  and  the  following  Anfwer  was  returned.^ 

The  Holy  City  is  of  the  fame  concern  to  usy  ,as  to 

•.    '^ou  -,    nay^  of  greater  and  more  noble  concern  ; 

for  theme  did  our  Prophet  take  hir  Night^Jour-  • 

ney  to  Heaven,   dnd  there  are  the  Angels  wont 

to  hold  their  fdemnAJfemblies^ .  Do  not  therefore  fa 

much  as  let  it  enter  into  your  thoughts  that  we  will 

abandon  it.    We  cannot  be  fa  carelefs  or  negleSl-^ 

•     f^l  of  our  own  Concerns,  or  anfwer  it  to  the  reft 

of  our  Faith.    As  for  the  Countries^  they  originally! 

and  of  right  belong  to  u$^  which  you  fuhdued  ia 

your  f elves y  taking  advantage  of  the  weaknefs  of 

'     the  Moflems  in  tbofe  days.     Laftly\  The  Crofi 

if  afcanddl  with  us^  and  a  ^reat  difbonour  of  the 

Deity  y  ofix^hichit  becomes  us  to  he  mindful',  unlefi 

the  delivery  of  it  may  in  a  very  remarkable  de^ 

gree  redound  to  the  Advantage  of  Iflamifm. 

Three  d^ys  after  this,  Al-Malec  Al-Adel 

called  oyr  Hiflorian  and  four  others   of  chief 

note,    ^nd  gave  them  the  following  Mcflage 

to  the  Soltdn.     The  King  of  England  deftres  that 

,     *  Al-Malec  AI'Adel  ma'^  tcifke  hif  Sijler  in  Mar^ 

riagei 
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ijiage  -,  and  J  to  confirm  the  Peace  upon  a  folii 
Foundation^  that  Jhe  maj  refiie  at  Jerufalem ; 
and  receiving,  as  a  Dowry  from  her  Brother ,  all 
that  is  his  between  Ptolemais  and  Afcalon,  with 
other  Gifts,  fhe  and  her  Husband  'may  reign 
jointly  at  Jerufalem,  as  King  and  ^een  of  Pa»- 
kftine  ;  and  the  faid  ISngdom  to  be  added  to  the 
reft  of  Al- Aderi  Lands  and  Provinces.  That  on 
the  other  hand,  the  Solt&n  ftbould  deliver  up  to 
him,  [the  King  of  England  the  true  Crofs,  and  • 
leave  the  Kni^ts  Templars  and  Hofpitalers  in 
the  quiet  Poffeffton  of  their  Lands  and  Caftles. 
That  there  fhould  be  a  general  Releafe  of  Prifo- 
tiers  on  each  fide.  That  the  Peace  being  thusfet^ 
tied  on  a  lafting  Bafts,  the  King  of  England  would 
crofs  the  Seas  home  again* 

AUMalec  Al-Adel  was  very  fond  of  this 
Projeft,  and  he  chofe  fuch  a  Number  of  Am- 
bafladors,  of  which  our  Hiftorian  was  the 
chief,  to  ferve  as  fo  many  Witneffcs,  that  the 
Soltdn  either  approved  ef  the  Plan,  or  rejected 
a  Peace  offered  upon  fuch  honourable  and  ad- 
vantageous Conditions.  The  Soltdn,  without 
hefitation  declared  his  Aflcnt,  being  perfuaded,  • 
it  feems,  that  the  King  would  never  ratify 
a  Peace  upon  fuch  terms,  and  that  the  whole 
was  a  coUufion. 

A  N  Ambaffador  was  fent  to  the  King  of 
England^  to  acquaint  him,  that  the  Soltdn  came 
.  into  his  Mcafurcs  \  but  when  he  arrived,  he 
was  told,  there  was  a  difappointment  5  that  the 
King's  Sifter  was  highly  offended  at  th?  Match,' 
and  had  vowed  by  all  that  was  good  and  facred,. 
never  to  admit  a  Moflem  to  her  Embraces  ;  and 
that  thereupon  the  King  had  proniifed  her  to  bring 
4l^4del  over  to  the  Chrifiian  Faith,    And  thus 

wai 
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was  the  great  Bufinefs  of  Peace  fufpended  for 
the  prtfcnt* 

In  confequence  of  this  difappointment,  the 
War  took  its  oldcourfe,  and  the  Sword  ort 
each  fide*  was  unfheathed  again.  A  few  days 
^terwards^  the  Marquifs  of  ^yi  made  a  re- 
ttcwal  of  his  offer  to  break  with  the  Franks^  by 
hi$  Ambaflador,  fent  for  that  purpofe.  His 
Anger  proceeded  from  the  difl&.tisfaaion  of  the 
•  .  other  Cbrifiian  Princes  with  his  Marriage,  fay« 
our  Author,  deeming  it  repugnant  to  their 
Laws  and  Ordinances.  The  SoUdn  lent  an  at- 
tentive car  to  the  purport  of  this  Embafly ,  glad 
to  hear  of  the  diffenfion  arifen  among  tho 
advcrfe  Powers ;  and  ordered  this  Ambafladiwr 
to  be  complimented  with  all  the  Honour^^ 
fcewn  to  thofe  of  the  moft  confiderable  Princes. 
W  B  mull  not  infift  much  on  the  Occur-*' 
fences  of  the  War,  which  henceforward  lan^ 
guiflies  very  confiderably,  and  fhall  only  pur-r 
fuethe  Negotiations  towards  a  Peace,  that  we 
may  not  fwell  out  this  Article  to  an  immo- 
derate bulk,  or  have  occafion  to  continue  it  in 
•  the  following  Number, 

•  I N  three  or  four  Days  after  the*3yr/«^  Am-» 
baffador's  arrival  in.  the  Solfdn^s  Quarters, 
jIl'Malec  Al-Add  and  the  King  of  England  had 
i  meeting,  wherein  great  kindnefs  and  com- 
plaifance  were  ihewn  dn  both  fides  ;  and  they 
parted  as  if  the  firmeft  Friendfhip  had  taken 
root  between  them.  The  King  took  this  op- ' 
portunity  of  defiring  a  Conference  with  the  5^/- 
4dn  himfelf,  from  whom  he  received  much  fuch 
an  Anfwer  as  formerly,  viz.  **  That  it  would 
**  not  look  well  for  them  to  war  upon  each  ^ 
♦*  other  after  a  Conference  ;  but  that  Affairs 
•*  being  duly  fettled,  it  would  be  highly  be- 

*'  coming. 
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**  coming.  That  itcould not  iiiit with  their 
^'  Dignity  to  confer  together,  but  upon  a 
«*  matter  of  the  higheft  moment.  That  nei- 
<f-  ther  undcrftood  the  odfier's  Tongue,  And, 
<^  upon  the  whole,  that  it  were  beft  to  defer 
«<  their  Congrefi  till  every  thing  was  fettled 
<<  upon  the  moft  amicable  footing,  that  they 
*«  might  fee  each  other  with  Pleafare  and  De-  \ 

•«  cency,  and  ever  afterwards  hold  a  fair  In*  : 

^«  telligence  with  each  other.**     The  Sohdn  \ 

was  told,  that  the  iCing  was  ftruck  with  admira-  ^  \ 

<ion  at  this  Anfwcr,   and  thence  perceived  no  "        '  ^ 

good  was  to  be  done  but  by  fubmittingto  the  \ 

Soltdn^  and  acquiefcing  with  his  Inclinations.  '  I 

The  next  day,  the  Soltdn  gave  Audience  ^\ 

jto  the  Tyrian  Ambaflador,  who  affured  him,, 
that  not  only  the  Lord  of  Tyre  was  ready  ta 
break  all  Meafures  with  the  Weftern  Franks^ 
but  alfo  many  Nobles  befides ;  and  the  like; 
The  Soltdu  gave  him  a  favourable  hearing, 
was  delighted  at  what  he  faid,  and  promifed 
him  a  fpeedy  Anfwer.  At  the  fame  time  came 
the  Englijh  Ambaflador,  accompanied  by  a 
Man  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  years  of  Age*  * 

He  faid,  '  «  That  his  Maftcr  fought  the  Sol- 
*'  /^«*s  Love  and  Friendfhip:  That  the  5^/- 
*«  tdn  having  faid  he  would  inveft  his  Brother 
**  Jl-Adel  with  thofc  maritime  Provinces  j  he 
**  (Hould  be  glad  if  he  would  aft  as  Umpire 
*^  between  him  and  his  Brother,  and  divide 
"  the  Cities  fairly  between  them.  .  That  by  all 
•«  means  the  Franks  Ihould  have  fome  (hare  of  ^ 
^*  Jerufalenl.  Finally,  That  he  would  have 
**  him  order  the  Partition  fo,  as  neither  to 
**  leflen  himfelf  in.the  eyesof  ihtMoJlemSj  or 
*'  him  [the  King]  in  the  eyes  of  the  Franks.*^ 
3rhe  Soltdn  promjfed  fair,  and  the  Ambaflador 

being 
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being  gone,  he  lent  after  them,  to  know  their 
mind  concerning  the  Captives ;  but  in  his 
Heart  there  was  no  hopes  of  fecurity  and  reft, 
but  by  an  utter  expulfion  of  the  Franksy  as  he 
privately  exprefled  himfelf  to  our  Hiftorian. 

However,  this  double  Offer  of  Peace 
brought  on  a  debate,  whether  it  were  beft  to 
hearken  to  the  King,  or  to  the  Marquifs,  and 
the  Propofals  of  each  were  laid  before  the 
Council :  but  for  weighty  Reafons,  it  was  una- 
nimouQy  agreed,  that  the  King  was  to  be  pre- 
ferred. The  ground-work  of  this  Peace  was. 
the  intended  Marriage  of  the  King's  Sifter  with 
the  Saltan's  Brother;  that  thefc  two  fliould 
have  the  whole  Kingdom  of  Jerufalem ;  and 
that  the  Queen  fhould  have  all  of  it  belonging 
to  the  Franks  in  right  of  her  Brother,  and^/- 
Make  Al-Adel^  what  belonged  to  the  Mojlemsj 
in  right  of  the  Soltdn.  But  the  Queen  being 
averfe  to  this'  Plan,  and  all  the  Chrijiians  cry- 
ing out  againft  it  5  the  King  declared  he  could 
not  proceed  to  execution  till  he  had  confulted 
the  Pope;  that  accordingly  he  had  fent  an 
Ambaffador  to  him,  whom  he  expefted  to  re- 
turn in  fix  Months  time  s  that  if  the  Pop^fc 
granted  a  Difpenfation,  well  and  good ;  but^ 
that,  if  he  did  not,  Al-Malec  Al-Adel  fliould 
have  his  Brother's  Daughter,  whom  he  could 
difpdfe  of  as  he  pleafed,  without  troubling 
the  Pope.    In  the  tpean  time,  the  War  went  |j 

on  ;  but  to  forward  the  Peace  in  profpeft,  the        ^  ^ 
Sidonian^  who  came  Ambaflador  from  the  Mar*  I 

quifs  o^  Tyre  J  was  fliewn  upon  all  occafions,  I 

to  fpur  them  on  to  a  conclufion  of  what  hi-    *  '  . 
therto  had  ended  in  mere  ta(Jk  ;  nor  by  delay- 
ing, to  give,  the  Soltdn  occafion  to  (irengthen 

.  himfelti 
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bimfelf,    by  entring  inp  a  fcparatc  AUyance 
with  the  faid  Marquifs. 

The  AiFair  of  the  Marriage  was  canvaffecl 
and  explained  to  the  Soltdn's  Underftanding^ 
who  could  not  rightly  conceive  what  Ihould  hin- 
der the  King  from  difpofing  of  his  Sifter  as 
eafily  as  of  his  Niece  }  and  upon  the  clofe  it 
was  returned,  Thatinexpcftationof  thePope^ 
Decifion,  the  Plan  fhould  remain  unalterable! 
and  be  executed  ju^  as  it  was,  if  it  came  tb 
a  Match. 

The.  Armies  then,  on  each  fide,  betook 
therh  to  their  Winter  Quarters,  the  Solidn  tc- 
tiring  to  Jerufalem^  and  the  King  to  Ptolemdis. 
After  fome  time,  the  King  fent  an  Ambaflador 
to  fignify  his  defirc  to  confer  with  AUMakc 
j^'Jdel,  whom  he  now  looked  on  as  his 
Brother,  upon  an  AflFair  of  equal  importance  to 
each  fide  ;  wherefore  Al-Malec  jil-Adelkt  outrearefM 
with  a  ftrong  Guard,  and  furniflied  with  pro-Hcjr.jrSa. 
per  Inftruftions  to  expedite  the  Affair  depend- 
ing. Among  other  Articles,  he  was  to  infift  on 
the  demolition  of  Berytus*y  to  make  an  offer  of 
^  the  true  Crofs  ;  to  agree  that  they  fhould  ex-.* 
f;crcife  their  Religion  in  the  Church  of  the  Re^ 
furreftion;  and  that  they  Ihould.  have  free 
Liberty  to  vifit  Jerufalem  as  Pilgrims,  pro- 
vided they  were  unarmed. 

AUMalec  AUAdel  departed  from  Jerufaleniy 
and  on  his  way  difpatched  an  Exprefs  with  far- 
ther Propofals,  which  had  been  communicated 
to  ,him  on  the  part  of  the  King  of  England^ 
wherein  was  fpecified,  that  "  the  Partition  of 
**  the  Country  fhould  be  exaftly  equal,  nor 
**  one  have  more  than  the  other,  faving  that 
"  they  would  have  the  whole  City  of  Jerufa-^ 
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«  km^   allowing  the  MoJUms  a  place  therein 
**  for  their  Devotion."  .      ^ 

This  opened  a  new  Pa0age  to  difputes, 
and  AUMalec  AUAdel  would  not  meet  the 
King,  but  upon  condition  of  his  agreeing  to 
the  Articles  he  was  charged  with,  and  ftiffly^ 
and  to  very  little  purpofe  was  the  matter  con- 
tefted ;  wnerefore  Jl-Aiel  returned  ajgain  to 
the  Soltan^  having  been  able  to  make  no  pro- 
grefs  in  his  Negotiation. 

The  Marquife  of  ?jyr^,  in  the  mean  time 
pre(&d  the  ^oltdn  to  declare  himfelf,  and  take 
part  with  him  ;  but  his  Ambaflador*  wa?  diC- 
miffed  with  words  only.  ,  The  next  Month,  it 
was  told  the  Soltdn^  by  a  Noble  Mq/leniy  who 
made  his  efcape  out  of  Ptolemais,  That  the 
King  of  England  oUerved  a  pr<^ound  filence 
upon  the  fubjeft  of  Peace,  upon  hearing  there 
was  fomc  difturbaqce  arifen  beyond  the  £»- 
phratesj  which  m^ht  coft  the  Soltdn  no  fmall 
trouble  to  quell  This  fame  Mdnth  the  iTjf- 
rian  Ambal&dor  returned,  and  the  SoUdn  fear- 
ing, that  if  he  did  not  declare  hinjfelf  in 
fevour  of  him,  the  Marquife  might  be  tempted 
to  join  the  turbulent  Spirits  a-crofs  the  Eu- 
phrates^ and  thereby  give- him  a  diverfion 
from  his  HOLY  WAR;  he  gave  hisaffent 
to  the  AUyance,  and  difniifled  the  Ambaffador. 
But  within  a  very  few  days,  News  came  that 
the  Marquifs  had  been  affaffinated  at  (he  infti-  ' 
gation  of  the  King  of  England. 

The  next  Month  there  came  an  Ambaffador 
from  Confiantinopk^  demanding,  among  other 
things,  /^  the  true  Crofs ;  that  the  Church  of  the 
*'  Refurreftion,  and  all  the  other  Churches  of 
*'  note  in  Jerufalem^  fhould  be  delivered  up  ta 
**  Greek  Priefesi  and  that  j:he  5fi»//^«' would 

''  make 
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♦«  make  with  them  a  League  OfFenfive  and  Dc* 
^*  fcnfive,  and  join  to  reduce  Cy/)r«j.'*  In  two 
days  this  Ambai&dor  was  difmifled^  and  aa 
JEgyplian  was  fent  to  Conftantinople  on  the  pare 
or  the  SoUdn^  with  a  civil  repulfe;  and  wa$ 
particularly  ordered  to  remonftrate^  *«  That  . 
*'  the  King  of  Georgia  had  proferredtwo  hun* 
'«  dred  thoufand  Pieces  of  Gold  for  the  Crofs,^. 
*^  to  nopurpofo.** 

The  Fratiks  flattering  thepfelyes,  that  die^ 
SoUdn's  Aflfairs  were  more  embroiled  than  they 
jeally  were,  and  knowing,  that  his  Army  wa^ 
in  Quarters,  befieged  Darth^ '  a  place  of  iiv 
different  Strength*  and  Confequehce,  near  Gaza^ 
and  eafily  carried  it  j  and  in  other  flight  At- 
tcntipts  they  began  agaih  to  infeft  the  Solldn^ 
but  we  have  not  room  here  to  touch  on  th^- 
particulars. 

The  5e?//i/!i  therefore  fummoned  in  his  Army, 
and  the  n^xt  News  he  heard,  was,  that  the 
Franks  were  on  full  march  tovf  2Lrds  J erufalem^ 
A  Council  was  called  upon  this,  wherein  it  waa 
.  «foJved,   That  the  Walls  of  that  City  fhould 
be  divided  among  the  Chiefs  to  be  by  them 
repaired,  while  the  Sohdn  with  the  grofs  of  the  ^ 
Army  kept  the  Field.     Some  skirmiiChes  en- 
fiied  between  detached  Parties  and  the  Ene- 
my's Convoys,  wherein  no  great    advantage 
^vas  obtainea  on  cither  fide.    But  on  the  n*** 
«)f  this  Month,  the  Sohdn  received  an  miex« 
pefted  and  heart-breaking  blow,  by  the  rout 
of  the  Epptian  Army  and  Caravan,  ^hich  the 
^ing  ot  England  furprized,   and.  thereby  ob- 
Itained  a  vaft  booty,  taking  three  thoufand  Ca-     . 
mels,  and  five  hundred  Prifoners,  and  as  many 
Horfes;  upon  News  of  which,  the  SoUdn'^^% 
quite  incQnfolabie. 

^  .  Fj-vshe*     . 
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Flushed  with  this  extraordinary  piece  of 
good  fortune.  Count  Henry  was  fent  from  their 
Camp  to  2yf*<?,  Tripoly^  and  Ptolemais^  to  prefe 
^11  the  able  Men  there  into  the  Service 
againft  Jerufakm^  which  they  now  deter-* 
mined  to  beficge  in  good  earneft*  Whereupon 
the  Soltdn  fet  all  hands  to  work  in  preparing 
that  City  for  an  affault,  and  in  dcftroying,  the 
Wells,  and  poifoning  the  Springs  and  Streams 
thereabouts,  that  there  might  remain  nothing 
for  them  to  drink,  the  Soil  being  quite  rocky, 
and  very  improper  for  finking  of  Wells.  Ac 
the  fame  time,  he  fent  to  all  parts  to  gather 
his  Army  together. 

The  War  being  revived  to  this  pitch,  the 
Soltdn.,  who  was  now  in  Jervfalem^  aflembled 
his  Princes  and  Captains  ;  and  our  Hiftorian,  at 
the  5(?//i«'s  Command,  exhorted  them  in  a  very 
religious  ftrain,  to  imitate  their  Holy  Prophet 
Mohammed^  by  entring  into  a  folemn  Vow  and 
Aflbciation  to  perfevere  againft  the  Dangers 
which  threatened  them,even  to  death  itfclf.  This 
was  unanimoufly.  approved,  and  the  Soltdn  pau- 
sing a  while,  as  if  he  intended  to  fpeak,  while 
all  that  were  prefent  expefted  what  he  would 
iay,  motionlefs  and  ftill,  he  thus  at  length 
began,  after  the  ufuai  initial  form.  Know 
yey  ^hatye  are  this  day  the  Safeguard  of  Ifla- 
miftn,  its  Strength  and  Bulwark,  Te  wellknoWy 
that  the  Blood  of  the  Modems,  their  Wealth  and 
future  Good^  are  now  in  your  bands ;  and  that 
none  has  dared  to  witbfland  and  make  bead  againft 
this  Enemy^  hut  your  felves.  If  now  ye  with^ 
draw  your  felves^  {which  God  forbid !)  the  Enemy 
will  fold  and  roll  up  tbefe  Realms^  as  the  Angeh 
who  writes  down  human  ASlionSy  rolls  and  folds  up 
his  Regifters,    But  tbefe  Realms  are  reeof^mende4

The  Author's  De%i^,  in  this  T'riatifei*  he 
informs  us,  was  not  to  improve  the  Matter  of 
theScicneeVbuttheMftnn^f^  it ;  that  is,  to 
difpofe.the  MatetiiaU  ia^a  ttore natural  Ord^, 
and  defcribe. 'em  in  nmTC  ^le^r  and  fumUiatr 
Wordsii^  .'Sothattodoiim  Jyjftioe,  we  rtiaft 
ttfily  confidcr  his  WQrldon  tbat  fide,  and.ex* 
amine  how  he  has  p^j-fgriftfid  on.  the  Article  of 
•Mi2thod  and  Diftion,  For 
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Fo  R  Metbody  inftead  of  that  tumultuary 
Farrag)  of  Rules  and  Proccfles  found  in  for- 
mer Writers ;  he  has  oidcavoured  to  reduce  *em  - 
into  a  kind  of  Chain,  wherein,  after  the  Man- 
,ncr  of  Geometricians,  Generals  always  come 
before  Particulars ;  and  thofe  neceflary  for  un- 
derftanding  a  following  thing,  are  always  pre- 
mifed  to  it:  vby  which  means  we  never  come 
unprepared  to  a  new  flep  ;  nor  is  there  a  neccf« 
fity  for  repeating  any  Procefs  *• 

For  the  point  of  5/v/<?,  it  appears,  that  the 
Author  had  great  dcngns  of  keeping  up  to 
i^t-Rtman  Purity,  after  the  Example  of  (j^(?r- 
pus  jfgricola.  But  what  is  more  Eflential,  he 
declares  more  than  once  -f  how  foUicitous  he 
has  been  to  exprefs  himfelf  in  the  moft  open 
and  familiar  Words;  by  avoiding  Technical 
Terms,  and  giving  every  thing  the  turn  which 
ihail  make  it  moft  obvious,  and  eafily  con- 
ceived. ^ 

Im  this,  we  wifti  he  may  have  met  all  the  Suc- 
cefs  the  goodnefs  of  his  Dcfign  deferved.    Some  * 

of  his  Readers,  I  know,  do  not  find  hisDidlioa 
altogether  fo  clear  and  expreffive  as  he  intended^ 
and  fuggeft,  that  of  all  the  good  Talents  of 
the  celebrated  Profeffor  of  Leyden,  Elocution 
is  not  that  which  he  ought  to  value  himfelf  moft 
upon^  Indeed,  fome  of  his  other  Wridngs  have 
given  fufpicions  hereof;  which  we  are  afraid 
the  prefent  one  will  not  entirely  remove.  Wc 
need  go  no  further  than  the  firft  Pages  of  the 
Preface  it  felf,  and  the  Propqlitumfubjoined,  to 
find  infkances,  which  will  give  us  pain  to  re- 
concile, either  to  the  Purity  of  Style,  or  the 
CJeamefs  of  Expreffion.

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Indeed,  For  Latinity,  his  having  &iled 
therein,  is  very  excufable,  and  will  be  more 
fo,  with  fomc  People,  than  his  having  ^tr 
tempted  it.  A  Syflem'  of  Chemiftry^  all  in 
Ciceronian  Terms,  fcems  a  defperate  Delign ; 
and  fitter  perhaps  for  a  Caftalio^  or  a  Bembus^ 
than  a  Baerbaave.  The  Work  would  not  have 
been  the  worfe,  if  he  had  called  known  things, 
by  their  known  Names,  without  fometimes  in- 
croducingTerms,  which  an  antient  Riman  would 
be  as  much  puzzled  at,  as  a  Modern.  £.  gr. 
when  he  calls  Tartar  j  Lapillus  Vint  *  ;  a  Cru-- 
•  cible^  Catillus  fuforius ;  a  Retort^  Cornuta ; 
or  when  he  ufes  Exprejfto  for  DefiUlatio^  and  the 
like.  Thefc  will  be  rubs  in  many  of  his  Rea- 
ders way ;  and  may  even  fometimes  miflead 
•em  :  as  when  he  fpeaks.of  Spiriius  Nitri  Ex- 
prejfus^  may  not  fomc  Novice  in  thefc  Mat- 
ters, conclude  that  Spirit  of  Nitre  is  procurable 
by  prefling  ? 

For  his  manner  of  writing,  the  reigning 
Character  of  it  is  to  be  clofe,  fummary,  and 
accurate :  which  he  leems  every  where  to  aim 
at,  at  theexpenceoftheeafy,  the  natural,  and 
the  perfpicuous.  He  often  labours  hard  to 
lave  a  Word,  and  turns  a  Period  into  twenty 
different  Foni^s,  in  order  to  take  not  that  which 
is  cleared  and  moft  natural,  but  that  which  is 
the  fhorteft.  Hence  fomc  of  his  Periods  appear^, 
as  if  inverted ;  and  might  well  enough  be  read 
backwards  i.    Yet  we  gain  little  by  this  ex-

fafe,  as  the  Author  is  fparing.  While  the  one 
is  pinching  hi$  Matter  into  the  leaft,  the  other 
is  diftending  it  into  the  greateft  compafs  pof- 
fible.  Had  the  latter  been  lefs  referved  of  his 
Words,  and  the  former  more  frugal  of  Letter 
and  Margin,  the  Book  would  both  have  been 
more  agreeable  to  re^d,  and  eafier  to  pur- 
chafe. 

In  D  B  E  D  5  Ibmetimes  the  Author  is  not  fo  pro- 
perly concife,  asdenfe,  if  I  may  ufe  the  Word. 
When  the  Subject  is  limpid  of  it  felf,  he  frc- 

?uently  infpifl^t^  it,  by  throwing  in  a  heap  of 
'ircumftances  not  Eflcntial  to  it*  'Twill  be 
difficult  to  give  an  Idea  of  his  manner  of  Wri- 
ting, tp  thofe  who  have  n9t  feen  his  Books ; 
as  not  being  reducible  to  any  of  the  Genera 
Di£iionis  laid  down  by  Rhetoricians.  It  Ibcws 
it  felf  chiefly  in  Defcriptions,  wherein  his  Me-

Honey  t.  That  **  the  Bees  fip  it  up,  convey  it

T  H  r  excellent  Author,  howercr,  does  not 
confine  himfelf  to  one  manner  of  wiitii^  but 
roves  through  all  the  Swedes  of  Elo^ence, 
and  Ihines  both  in  the  Jqtuic  and  the  Florid, 
die  Summary  and  the  Copious,  in  the  different 
Parts  of  his  Book.  In  the  Hifltwy  of  CSie- 
miftry,  he  is  extremely  refervcd  and  barren  ; 
in  the  Objeft  of  the  Art,  infinitely  clofc  an<J 
Aort;  in  theUfcs,  full  of  Flights  and  Orna- 
ments ;  and  in  the  Inftrument  of  Fire,  the  moft 
diflfufiveWriter  of  the  Age.  Here,  fo  zealous 
does  he  grow  to  be  underftood,  and  fb  frarfbl 
left  any  thing  pafs  unheeded  ;  that  he  is  never 
tired  with  Explaining  and  Amplification.  The 
moft  Oracular  Author  alive,  who  has  never  been 
ufed  to  Ipeak  but  with  a  profundity,  which  might 
have  become  the  Tripod ;  here  lays  afide  his 
Majefty^  and  in  favour  of  his  dear  Pupils,  fcni^ 
pies  not  to  deal  in  Repetitions,  Plepriafms,  Epi« 
•  the^  Antithcts,  and  other  Dororations  of  Rhe- 
toric. He  does  not  here  fly  rapKSy  over  things, 
almoft  without  (ouching  'em;  but  he  fetde$ 
wherever  he  comes,  and  like  a  Tart^r-Hapd^ 
never  quits  the  Ground  while  there  is  a  bit  e^ 
green  Herbage  left.  He  that  could  hithcrtQ 
Skim  over  Matters  of  the  greateft  Curiofity,  and

with he  defcribes  thenA.  The  moft  trivial 
Matters  acquire  a  Solemnity  under  his  Hands, 
and  grow  up  as  by  Magic,  into  Matters  of 
Importance.  Thus,  that  a  hot  Poker  will  burn 
Bodies,  iho*  it  give  no  Light  i  is  no  great 
Myftery.  But  let  Pr.  Boerbaave  lay  his  hand 
on  it,  and  it  appears  with  all  the  Parade  of  a 
Phyfico-Chemical  Experiment.  Thus->— *'  Take 
'^  an  Iron  out  of  the  Fire,  before  it  be  red- 
^*  hot,  and  while  it  only  approaches  thereto  ; 
*«  put  it  in  a  very  dark  place:  and  it  will 
**  emit  no  Light  \  yet  if  you  touch  an  Ani-

It  might  give  us  no  ad- 
vantageous Idea  of  our  Profeflbr's  Pupils, 
whomi  however,  he  frequently  ftyles,  DoSlif^ 
fim^  Nobilijimii  &c.  to  fuppofe  *em  to  need 
fiich  Abecedarian  Inftruftions. — ^But;  in  cfFeft,  , 
the  Fault  is  not  in  theni,  nor  yet  in  the 
Author,  nor  can  any  where  be  fairly  laid,  but 
,  on  thofe  officious  Editors  above  mentioned  ^ 
who  have  'extorted  the  Book  from  him  before 
it  was  matured.  Elfe  we  had  feen  the  Chap- 
ter of  Kr^  as  Laconic  as  that  of  Metals  %  and 
the  whole  Book  of  a  piece  with  his  incom- 
parable Inftitutions  and  Apborijms.  This  re- 
habilitates Dr.  Boerhaave  in  his  Name,  and  Ho- 
nours s  and  we  fee  failings  in  his  Book,  without  r 
lofing  ahy  thing  of  bur  Efteem  for  the  Author. 
We  niay  add,  that  the  Work  it  felf,  with 
i\\  it^  failings,  is  far  fupcrior  to  any  thing  of 
the  kind  extant  j  and  tho*  it  may  appear  in 
fome  refpedts  hiferior  to  the  former  Edition, 
m  others  it  has  much  the  advantage  of  it.  If 
the  former  ufually  delivers  things  in  a*  more 
full  and  explicit,  as  well  as  a  more  natural  and

On  the  whole,  the  Gentleman  of  Oxfyrd 
who  has  undertaken  a  TranQation,  would  da 
well,  in  the  Courfe  of  his  Work,  to  have  an 
Eye  to  both:  make  the  latter  his  Bafisi  but 
in  fome  Parts,  call  in  the  former,  hf  way  of 
Comment^  and  Illuftratioii^,  and  in  others, 
without  departing  from  the  Laws  of  Tranfla- 
tion,  qualiify  the  Redundancies  of  Scyle„  and  re-^ 
duce  It  nearer  to  the  £9^Zr/£  Standard^  tie  will 
alfo  find  a  multitude  of£3rrors  andlMCcunK:ie& 
to  corredt,  fome  of  whdcb  the  Author  feems  ta 
have  fallen  into»  by  his  Rhet;orificatioa  As 
when,  after  obfcrving  that  Bodies  by  expand- 
ing by  Heat,  become  bigger  in  hot  Climates 
than  in  cold,  and  confequently  fpecifkally 
lighter  *,  he  adds,  ^<  inafmuch  as  they  contain  lefs 
Matter  under  more  Surface  *.'*  Which  is  evi- 
dently falfe,  and  feems  only  to  have  been  here 
introduced  by  way  of  Antithet,  for  the  feke 
bf  oppofing  More  to  Lefs.

well-digefted  Index. 

The  DedicatiM  to  his  Brother  ^^v^ff^iiS^^* 
haave^  lets  us  inco  a  piece  of  Litietarv  Hiftory, 
%HZ.  That  ovHT  Learned  Amhor  and  nisBmcher 
have  exchanged  Profeffions ;  the  firft  having 
fet  out  in  t(ie  way  of  Dhriniry,  and  die  latter, 
now  a  Minifter  at  UtrecAt^  in  that  of  Fhyfic 

At  the  end  of  the  Preface^  he  gives  us  a 
Lift  of  his  genuine  Writings,  whicB  ait  but 
few,  viz.  hkl^fiitutmsy^  Jphorifmst  Ind^  of 
Pkttth  ^nd  Book  de  M^ma  Midicai  be- 
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fides  ocOL&onBlOrationsi.  and  Prefaces  to  other 
Books. 

The  Cuts  arc  done  with  great  negligence, 
and  tho*  there  be  cxprefs  Defcriptions  to  each ^ 
on  the  oppofitePages, which  fwells  •em  immode- 
rately*  there  is  fo  ill  an  underftanding  between 
the.

Account  of  its  Name,  which  in  Oreek  h^fjuAi  or 
Nam.     ^tatdf  the  Antiquity  of  which  the  Author  af- 
ter Zozimus  the  Panoplitan^  traces  beyond  the 
l^nm.    Deluge.    Its  Etymon  he  derives,  after  Bocbarij 
from  the  Aralic  Cbetna^  to  hide ;  as  denoting 
the  fecrecy  wherewith  it  was  kept  5    or  from 
tht  Egyptian  Cbemia^  the  black  of  the  Eye,  to

tion,  which  the  .^r^fe  of.Iate  days^  he  fjyii 
have  denominated  Jkbemia^  or  Atcbtmia^  The 
Origin  of  this  'Art  is  very  obfcure :  fomc  carry 
it  back  very  far  f.;  Suidas^vx  mrtiaalar,  j^c- 
lates,  that  Diode/tan^  who  lived  at  the  litter 
end  of  the  third  Century,  ordered  til  ]thf 
Books  on  this  Subjeft  to  be  burnt,  on  fLCcowJ( 
of  Ipnie  Plot  which  the  Egyptians  were  twitch- 
ing againft  the  Roman  State.  But  in  aRotber 
place,  die  fame  Author  goes  much  higt^r  j 
makes  the  Art  to  have  been  known,  and.  prao^ 
tifed  at  the  time  of  the  Argonauts  ;  and  aflem 
expreffly,.  that  the  Golden  fleece^  which  was  ttie 
Obje(9t  of  their  Expedition,  was  no  other  tljjsui 
^Bookxalled  A«e/^,  wherein  the  mann^  of 
making  Gold  was  cxaftly  defcribed  J. .  But 
he  produces  no  Vouchers  for  this  ;  and  wha( 
renders  his  Teftimony  the  lefs  credible,  is,  that 
the  anticnt  Authors,  who  had  the  beft  ppporr 
tunity  of  being  informed  of  the  Matter,  and 
whofe  Subjed  naturally  led  *em  to  have  men- 
.  tioned  it,  as  Sancbomatbon^  Orpbeus^  Horner^ 
Hejiody  Pindar^  HerodotuSy  TbucydidiSi  Hip^ 
pocraUSi  AriffotUy  ^beopbrajlus^  Gakn^  and 
JMqfcoridesi  are  utterly  filent  on  it. 

The  moft  antient  TeftimOnics  concerning  it, 
are  thofe  of  Jtd.  FtrmUus  MaternuSy  an  Authoj" 
of  the  fourth  Century,  who  fp^aks  of  Alche- 
my as  a  thing  then  well  known.

oijerufalemj  before  the  Year  1182;  .  Alter ius 
Magnus^  a  German^  about  the  Year  1200% 
Roger  Bacortj  a  Monk  of  Weftminfter^  about 
the  Year  1226;  George  Ripley ^  Canon  of  J?rii- 
lingtony  about  the  fame  time  5  Raimund  Lully^ 
z  Spaniard  J  about  the  Year  1235;  Jobandg 
Rupefcijfay  zPrancifcan^  about  the  Year  1375  I 
IJaac  and  John  Hollandus^  Dutchmen  j  and  mftl

and  the  Doftrine  of  three  Principles  broached 
by  him,  which  fet  the  whole  Nation  of  Che- 
mifts  in    queft    after   Medicines;    by  which' 
means  Phyfic,  which  had  till  now  been  wholly 
Galenical,    turned  entirely   into   the  Vein  of 
Chemiftry. 
Vmiredl        An  Accident  which  happened  about   the 
D^Mfr.     fame  time,    had  alfo  its  (hare  in  theEfFe6t: 
*^*'        The  Venereal  Difeafe  had  juft  then  made  its  ap- 
pearance, which  the  common  School-Medicine 
was  not  able  to  cure.    But  Carpus^  an  Itatian 
Chemift,  having  by  the  Ufe  of  Mercury  difco- 
vered  a  Specific,  henceforwards" nothing  in  Me- 
dicine would  go  down  that  was  not  thoroughly 
Chemical. 

The  great  Promoters  of  this  Branch,  were 
Paracelfus^  and  Helmont^  whofe  Hiftories  the 
Author  gives  us  more  in  detail  j  as  colle6le4 
from  their  own  Writings  *. 
Paracdfiis.  Theoph.  AureoL  Paracelfus  Bombafiy  ab  Ho'- 
benbein^  was'  born  in  1493,  ^^  Einfidletiy  a 
Villag«  near  Zurich  in  Switzerland  \  and  edu^ 
cated  firfl:  in  Phyfic  tinder  his  Father,  then 
in  Chemiftry  under  the  Abbot  Tritbemius^ 
and  afterwards  uncier  Sigtfmund  Fuggerus  of 
Scbwatz.  He  travelled  through  moft  Coun^ 
tries  of  Europe  to  fee  the  Mines,  vifit  the  Acar 
demies,  and  pick  up  Secrets  f  -,  and  was  taken 
prifoner  on  the  Frontiers  of  Rujfta  by    th? 

Tartars 'f 
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Tartars  j  who  fent  him  to  Confianttnople.  He 
afterwards  ferved  ^  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  in 
feveral  Camps  and  Sieges,  and  was  at  laft 
made  Profeltor  of  Phyfic  at  Bajil  *.  He  liad 
feveral  Remedies,  as  Opium  and  Mercury^  un- 
known to  others  at  that  time,  wherewith  he 
wrought  great  Cures.  For  his  indifcreet  Beha- 
viour to  the  Magiilrates  of  BafiU  he  was  ob* 
liged  to  quit  the  Place  privatdy ;  after  which 
he  ftrolled  about  Alfatia  two  or  three  Years,  • 

always  drunk,  yet  working  notable  Cures, 
and   died  in  a  public  Inn  at  Saltzburg^  in 

1541  t. 

Jo.  Baptijl  Van  HelmonU  was  of  a  noble  Fa-Hdmont; 
mily  at  Brujfels^  born  in  1577.  ^^  applied 
himfelfto  Phyfic  agairift  his  Parents  Confent  |I, 
and  was  created  Dodor  at  twenty  two  Years  of 
Age.  But  finding  the  Infufficicncy  of  the  . 
School-Phyfic,  which  could  not  cure  him  of 
the  Itcb^ ,  he  threw  afide  his  Profeffion  in  dif- 
dain,  and  took  to  travellmg ;  where  meeting 
with  a  Chemift,  from  whom  he  received  bet- 
ter Inftruftions,  he  devoted  himfelf  thence- 
forth to  the  new  Art  \  and  in  order  thereto  re- 
tired to  TFelwoordj  where  he  fpent  hb  whole 
time  in  making  Experiments,  many  of  'em 
with  great  danger  of  his  Life  :  And  died  \n 
1644.

JL  to  the  Inftitutespi  the  Emperor  Jujiiniatty 
and  contains  a  great  deal  of  Erudition,  and 
feveral  very  curious  Obfervations.  The  whole 
Work  is  divided  into  eight  Chapters.  In  the 
firft,  the  Author  enumerates  the  many  Manu- 
fcript  Copies  of  the  Infiitutes^  that  are  to  be 
found  in  diver*  public,  as  well  as  private  Libra- 
ries of  Europe.  In  the  fecond,  he  treaits  of 
the  various  Tranflations  of  the  Jnfiitutes^  and 
prefers  to  all  others  die  Greek  Verfion,  done 
by  Tbeopbitusj  from  the  Original  Copy  of 
Juftinian^  and  while  that  Emperor  was  ftill  alive, 
or,  atleaft,  not  long  after  his  Death,  For  he 
tranflates  the  following  Words  of  Juftinian 
(§.  ult.  de  ufucap.)  Nqftra  autem  divma  Confti- 
tutioy  quam  nuper promulgavimus^  thus,  ^t^^mai  Ji

.  emifit.    itbeopbilus  kept  fo  clofe  to  the  Origi-

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nal,  that  he  retained  in  his*  Creek  Tranflk'tion 
fevcral  Latin  Exprcfliohs,  and' air  the 'Tech- 
nical. Words,  which  other  interpreters,:  Jefs 
fcrupulous,  afterwards  tranflated  into  Greek. 
In  the  third  Chapter,  Mr.  Ludewig  gives  us  a 
Catalogue  of  all  the  Authors,  who  have  writ- 
ten Comments  on  the  Injiituies  \  pafies  bis 
judgment  on  their  Works,  acquaints  us  with* 
their  befl  Editions,  ^c.  In  th.e  fourth  he .  re- 
fates  the  Commendations  that  have  been  be- 
ftowed  upon  them  by  fome  Writers,  anSd'  the 
Objeftions  made  againft  them  by  others.  The 
fifth  Chapter  contains  a  Differtation  onr  the 
'tkXtx^ith^  InJlitut^Sj  on  the.  Rubricks,  .Para- 
graphs, Stops,  Accents,  fcfr.  In  thcfixthhc 
treats  of  the  Preface  prefixed  to  the  Injiitutes^ 
which  he  takes  to  have  been  added  after  Jufti-^ 
niarfs  Time.  In  the  feyenth,  he  examines, 
whether  thefe  Words,  Innomne  domini  nofiri 
Jefu  Cbrijiiy  before  the  ItUtiMes^  be  genuine  or 
fuppoJStitious.  He.  is  of  opinion,  that  they

He  calls  this  Cuftom  impious^  bypocrUical^  and 
fnperjiitious.  As  to  the  Words  Dei  Gratia^  by 
(he  Grace  of  God^  ufed  by  Princes  and. great 
Men  in  their  Titles;  Father  Mabilton  is  of 
opinion,  that  it  was  firft  ufed  by  PepWy  to 
cover  his  unjuft  Ufurpation,  and  make  the. 
common  People  believe,  that  the  Crown  was 
bcftowed  on  him  by  a  particular  Favour  of

otder  to  diftii^ifh  it  from  Jujtiniana  Seatnday 
a  City  of  Cyprus^   on  which  likewife  he  bc- 
ftowtd  great  Honours,   it  being  the  Native 
Country  of  his  Wife  ^Theodora.

Hb  Book 
fwhich  is  very  fearce)  is  entitled,  Arbor 
Aniciana,  feu  Genealcgii  At^riwdomus  Prin^ 
cipum  ab  aniiquiffima  AffXiAi^bis  Roma  Fd* 
fhUialihris  fcpUm.

Author  bears  theCharafter  or  a  Man  of  great 
Learning,  and  good  Senfe^  We  <:annot  think  he 
fpeaks  in  earneft^  when  he  fays,  that  the  Em* 
pire  bdongs,  as  it  were  by  Hereditary  Right, 
to  the  Houfe  of  Auftriay  becaufc  it  was  fdumJed 
by  one  of  the  Auftrian  Family,  't>iz.  byjutius 
Cafar.  Ht  applies  to  the  ftoiffe  bf  Atdfiria 
the  following  Prcdiftion,  related  by  i*m»i

B  u  T  to  return  to  Juftinian ;  he  was  fent 
very  early  by  his  Parents  to  the  Academy  of 
Conflantinople^  where  he  applied  him^f  to  the 
Study  of  Mathematics,  Mufic,  PhiloTophy^pt- 
vinlty  and  Law,  with  fuch  Succeis,  that  he 
was  efteemed  the  moft  learned  Ma|i  of  his  Age 
in  thefe  five  Sciencea,  and  commonly  ftyle<j, 
the  moft  Learned^  the  moft  ^$fe,  the  ff'eat  Di^ 
mine,  &c.  He  wrote  feveral  Boc^s  of  Uivinity, 
on  which  the  Ecclefiaflical  Writers  have  be-* 
.flowed  great  Encomiums.  The  Book  he  com* 
pofed  againfl:  the  Nefioriahs  and  Afepbali  was 
propofed  as:  a  Rule  of  Faith  by  the  Fathers 
of  the  third  Council  of  ConftantintfpUj  held  m 
S79.  His  Books  agaii^  Qrigini  wd  thofe  he 
jwrote  upon  the  Myfiery  of  (be  Incarnation,  aa 
likewife  his  Symholum,  or  Confeffion  of  Faitb^ 
and  his  Work,  entitled,  Prp  irihus  Capitylih 
wherein  be  endeavoured, to  reconcile  the  Onbo^ 
dox  and  the  Acepbali,  are  mentioned  and  greatly 
extolled  by  Cedrenus^  ViSor,  IJidorus,  Facun- 
.dus  Hi^mianenfis,  and  others.  Notwidiftanding 
the  Authority  of  fo  many  Writers,  fome  have 
iujvanccd,  liis^ijuftiman  faffed  from  the  jpiough 

t« 
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to  the  Imperial  ThtonCi  thac  he.  was  fo  igno^ 
rant  as  not  to  be  iat^le  to  write  his  own  Natne^ 
and  was  thetlce  furnarated  Jujiiniah  the  Igno- 
rant  *.  Thefc  were,  no  doubt,  mified  by 
SuidaSf  lyho   at   the  Word  JuJUniams  fays:

But  It  is  plain,  that  inftead  of  Jufti- 
nums  we  ou^t  to  read  Juftinusy  who,  as  we 
are  told  by  Procapius  +,  was  fo  dull,  that  he 
cduld  never  learn  to  write  his  own  Name,  and 
waff  therefore  called  Analpbahetus.  Befides, 
Suidas  himfelf  repeats,  at  the  Word  i^juibi'mr 
in  fpeaking  of  Juftiny  what  he  is  fuppofed  to 
fay  here  of  Juftinian\  which  is  an  evident 
proof,  that  the  former  Paflage  is  not  genuine. 

From  the  Academy  of  Conftantinopk our 
yuflinidn  palled  into  Italy^  where  he  ferved  in 
the  Army,  which  his  Uncle  Jufiin  commanded 
againft  the  Gotbsy  and  gavefuch  Proofs  of  his 
Courage  arid  Conduft, '  that  he  gained  the  love  ' 
andtfteem  of  the  whole  Army.  Jujiin  being 
not  long  after  placed  on  the  Throne,  vacant 
by  the  Death  of  the  Emperor  Anaftaftus^  he 
was  raifcd  to  the  Dignity  of  Magijier  Militum^ 
or  Cbmmander  in  Chief  of  all  the  Imperial 
Forces,  in  which  Employment  he  gave  fuch 
Satisfaction  to  the  Emperor,  Soldiery,  and 
People ;'  that  his  Uncle  nrft  adopted  him,  and 
afterwards,   at  the  carncft  entreaties  of  the

Army  and  People^  dedared  him  his  CdUegu^' 
k  the  Empire,   crownmg  him  with  his  owa- 
hand  *  on  Ac  Calends  of  JpH,  517.     His 
quick  Rife  gave  occafim  to  tht  foUowing

From  V!ypmt 
file  palled  (on  what  occafion  we  knOw.^hot) 
ihto  Paphlagonia ;  from  thence  mto  *BUbyms^ 
and  6x>tn  Bitbynia  to  Cof^antinople  i  where  ixdi 
lived,  *till  Jufiinian  married  her,  in  eitibtdo^ 
thiat  is,  as  our  Author  explains  it,  in  a  Porch, 
and  maintained  hcrfelf  by  her  Workj  being 
toceeding  poor.  Alemannus^  by  the  v/ord  Em^ 
MUrHi  underftandsa  Bawdy-houfe,  and  endea^ 
Vours  to  prove,  that  flie  was  a  Woman  of  a 
very  bad  Life ;  wherein  he  agrees  with  Pn^c^ 
fiusy  who  in  fpeakteg  di  Tbeodorah  Travtk^ 
c^lls  her,  in  exprefs  Terms,  aVagdbokd  Whore^ 
ahd  adds,  that  Jufiinian  kept  her  company 
iohg  befol^  he  matried  her.  Our  Author  en- 
deavours to  clear  her  from  fuch  Afperfions,

But  let  that 
be  as  it  wHl,  'tis  certain,  that  fhe  was  i  VS?^o- 
man  of  an  extraordinary  Geniuis,  of  untom- 
mon  liCarning,   and  fo  btaudful,  diat  ibme 
Y^ritcrs  ftylc  her  a  Geidtfs^  others  dife  Mnjftit- 
piece  rf  tbeAImigbt'jj  the  'CktycfherSeit,  th6 
fpigbtb  Blonder  i^tbeff^vrid^Bcc.

Our  Author  inferts  here  a  fucfcina  Ac- 
count of  the  Life,  Employments,  Manners, 
6f A  of  the  famous  Lawyer  Trtbonianus.  Tribo-' 
nianus^  (called  by  all  theAntients,  txctptSuidas^ 
Tribunianids  from  the  Word  Tribus)  was  Origin 
nally  a  Greeks  being  born  in  Pampbytid  •,  he 
applied  himfelf  chiefly  to  the  Study  of  the  Law  5 
Was  §rft  an  Advocate  at  Conftantinople^  and  af- 
terwards raifcd  bj^  Jujiinian  to  the  Dignity  of 
^aejlgry  to  that  pf  Magijier  'Qfficidrum  Sdcft 
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P^/ij/if;,  artdlaftly,   honoured  with. thq. Title 
oi  Confute  tho*  he  never  exercifed  that  Employ- 
ment.   All  Authors  agree  him  to  have  been  a 
Man  of  exitraordinary  Parts,  and  the  moft  skil- 
ful. Lawyer  of  his  Age.    ProcQpm  2ind  ^uidas^ 
who  inveigh  bitterly  againft  him  on  all  occia^ 
lions,  -cannot  help  owning,  that  he  excell^  m 
all  manner  of  Learniog,  andwas^  without  ex- 
ception, the  greateft  Sf  an:  of  his  timci    Th^ 
Crimes  he   is   generally    char^  wi?h^   ^t 
Atheifm  and  Avarice,  from  which  our  AiitliOr 
endeavours  to  clear  him,   in  contradidiohj.to 
feveral  impartial  Writers,  who  givc^is  a  greajf 
many  inftances  of .  his  Irrdigion  and 'Cove- 
tojufnefi. 

From  this  Digreflipa  our  Author  returns 
to  Jujiimanrjxtid  gives  us  an  account  of  hi^ 
.undertakings'  in  time,  of  Peace,  and  of  die^pains 
he  took  in  .reducing/the  .R(7Wii»  Jurifprudence 
to  a  better  formV    In  .the  firft  Year  of  his  Em  • 
pire,  in  the  Month  of  February  52  8,   he  put 
forth  an  Edi(5t,  direfted  to  the  Senataof  C(^»- 
fiantinopk^  for  the  compiling  of  a  new  Code, 
For  this  Work,  he  chofe  the  rnoft  famous  Men 
of  the  Agev:>nd  i^yitTrihonianuszx  their  head, 
enjoining  them  tp  coHeft  into  one  Volunie  all 
the  Cbnftitutions  of  Princes,  contained  in  the 
GregoriaHy.  Hermo,geniany  and  Tbeodojian  Codes ; 
and  to.  add  to  them  thofe  which  ^heodofius  the 
Tounger^  his  Succeffojs,  and  himfelf  had  from 
time  to  time  publiflied.     He  ordered  them  to 
retrench  what  they  fhould  find  ufelefsor  fuper- 
fluous,  to  leave  out  the  Prefaces,  and  fuch  Con- 
ftitutions  as  clalhai  with  each  other  j  to  place 
them  according  to  the  order  of  time,^  in  which 
they  had  been  publilhed  j  and  to  put  to  each 
Conftitution  the  names  of  the  Emperors  who 

had 


had>M.<Steithctn,'  the  place  aiid  time  &l  which' 
thejt  had  been  enadted,  s^nd  the  Names  bf  the 
P^rfohi'tb  whom  they  Verc  diredted.    This 
new  Code  was  begun  t;hty^^  of  Febtuary  $2%^ 
and  encied  the  7**  of  April  52^.    It. was  no 
fooner.cbmpleated,  but  7«/^'»^*^»jby*a  Ipecial 
Edia.under  the  Title  De  Juftintdneo\Cddice 
confirmanSoy  ordained  that  this  Code   jQiouId^ 
folcly J  hjive  Authority  in  the  Courts  of  Juftice  3^ ' 
that  the  Judges  and  Advocates  ^uld  qaote  no 
Law,    but  what  it  contained ;    and  that  the 
three  former  Codes  fhould  be  looked  upon  as 
quite  antiquated.    The  Conftitutions  collcdt^d 
into  this  nfew  Code  conuined  the 'Laws 'of 

-  fifty  four  Emperors,    from  Adrian  down  to 
JujUfiian. 
The  Code  beirig  finiflied,  Juflinian  took  iit 

.  liand  a  naore  difficult  and  noble  undertaking  ; 
which  was  to  colleft,  and  digeft'  into  good 
Order,  the  Decifions  of  the  antient  Civilians^ 
their  Comments  on  the  Roman  Laws,  efpecially 
on  the  EdiSlum  Perpetutmi,  and  all  tlieir  Trea- 
tifes,  which  amounted  to  above  two  thoufand 
Volumes.  This  great  Work  was  compleated 
in  the  fpace  of  three  Years  by  Trehonianus  and 
fixteen  other  able  Civilians ;  and  in  the  Month  of 
December  533,  publiflied  overall  theEaft,  and 
Illyricum.    It  was  called,  in  Latin^  Bigejia^  be- 

,  caufe  it  contained  the  Opinions  of  the  antient 
Civilians,  digefted  into  good  Order,  and  in 
Greeh  PandeEtcB^  as  comprehending  all  the  an-, 
tient  Jurifprudence. 

While  the  Digejlsy  or  Pande^Sy  were 
preparing,  Juftinian  enjoined  Triboniams^  Thech 
pbilus  and  DorodeuSj  to  compile,  for  the  Bene- 
fit of  the  Youth,  the  Itiftitutes^  or  Elements 
^nd  Principles  of  the  Law.    Thefe  Elements 

were

things,  were  wanting  in  rfje  ,Code  already  made ;. 
cfdiereda  new  Code  tp  W  formed,  more  confi- 
pletp  and  perfeift  thap  the  former.  He  em- 
pliMr'd  ip  this  Wor^  fribonianusj  Dtfrotbeus^ 
z)\ati^iit^thf^tCmlianSi  who^  purfuant  to  bis 
Orderfi^  iiruck  out  iU  th^  iuperfluqus  and  an- 
tiqiu^ffid  Cpnfti|tutipns.>  and  infcrted  thofe,. 
Vftiich  Jtj^w^;!  himfcif  liad  pybliflied  after  the 
formmg  of  the  firft  Code;  Thcfe,  according 
to  Bddsfmus  and  Ritt^JuJkis^  were  above  two 
hundr^  all  publi0ied  in  the  fpace  of  fiv^ 
Years.  Ail  Authority  was  given  to  this  fe- 
cond  Code,  which  was  entitled  de  Repetita 
JPraleSiionei  the  Conftitutions  not  contained 
in  it  aanulkd ;  and  the  former  Code  quite  abo- 
liihed. 

The  Conftitutions  which  Jujiinmn  put  forth 
after  the  compiling  of  the  Inftitutes^  Digefts^ 
apd  Code^  grew  to  fuch  a  bulk,  that  they 
formed  a  diftinft  Volume,  to  which  he  gave 
the  name,  not  of  Code,  but  of  Novellts  Confli- 
iutmes.  This  Volume  of  the  Novella  differs 
from  the  Code  in  three  things,  viz.  i.  The 
"Code  comprehends  the  Conftitutions  of  feveral 
Princes,  from  Adrian  down  to  Juftitdan  \  but 
the  Novella  only  thofe  of  Jujiiman.  2.  The 
Conftitutions  contained  in  the  Code  were  all 
publilhed  in  Latin^  and  the  Novella,  for  the 
moft  part  in  Greek.  3,  In  the  Code  the  Con-

3^2^)  chat 
on  occafion  of  the  War,  wbicb  oroke  oat  be^ 
i;ween  the  French  and  Spaniards  •  in  171 8,  great 
oumber^  of  Negroes  made  their  cfcupe   uoni 
the  former,  and  fettled  among  the  Spaniards^ 
^  as  to  multiply  their  Race,    Thefc  he  thinlcs 
would  prove  veiy  dangenms  Enemies  Ji^  thd 
French  in  cafe  ot  a  new  Ruf)ture»  and  ai^ 
that  even  in  time  of  Peace  the  fscding  of  the 
Negroes  among  the  Spaniards  is  of  great  pre**" 
j^ice  ta  the  French^  i}nce  it  intices  away  Uieir 
Slaves ;  who,  notwithftapding  all  the  precau- 
tions that  can  be  taken,  yearly  make  their 
eicape  in  great  nijjpbers,  being  lure  t&  find  a 
fiife  Afylun>  among  d^e  Spaniards.

Even  the  Negro  SlaVe^^ 
tSio*  very  fparingly  provided  with  Ncceflaries^ 
iiever  gitrdfee  to  fliare  their  poor  Allowance 
with  any  Stranger  that  feeim  to  be  in  rieedi 
As  to  tht  F^encb^  bur  Aiithor  tells  us,  thitonc 
may  travel  ^11  over  their  Colony  without  being 
at  an  Half-p^y]  thargc  *,  for  Strangers  are 
every  where  itceived  kindly,  entertained  fplen- 
ffidly,  and  even  fupplied  with  Moneys  if  they 
Want  it,  to  continue  their  journey.  If  a  Per-

ing  the  C7H^  and  Tibtfrnmim  frequently  mentio- 
ned in  Scripture.  If  any  one,  not  well  verfcd 
in  Scripture,  or  Rabbinical  Learning,  fliould 
Cake  his  ConjeAure,  (as  he  takes  the  Conjedures 
of  others)  for  a  Dream,  he  defiresit  may  be  ex- 
plained by  fome  Jofepb  or  Daniely  atid  not  by 
an  old  Woman,  or  a  fuperftitious  Harlot. 

The  Work  -is  of  a  piece  with  the  Pre&ce. 
He  begins  it  by  rejeding  what  others  have 
wrote  touching  the  Urim  and  H^ummim  ;  and 
cheo  propofes  his  own  Opinion,  or  Cbriftian 
Conjetture^  which  is;  that  the  Urim  and  Thum^ 
mim  were  two  Tables  containing  the  Dofbine 
and  Law  of  Chrift,  or  the  Gofpel.  And  this 
is  perhaps  the  Rjeafon  why  he  entitles  his  Work 
a  Cbriftian  ConjeSlure.  He  proves  his  Opinion 
thus :  Urim  zndTbummim  fignify  Ligbi  and  Per^ 
feflioni  but  Lighf  and  P^^^^fi^n  are  the  true 
Qiaraders  of  the  Gofpel :  Ergo  Urim  and  ^um^ 
mim  fignify  the  Gofpel.  He  produces  fevcral 
Other  Arguments  in  proof  of  his  Coi^e£hire  i^ 
but  they  are  ail  ftill  lefs  to  the  purpofe  than  this. 
Here  he  begs  his  Father's  pardon^  (whom  he 
calls  a  moft  learned  Man)  for  departing  from 
his  Opinion  ;  and  adds,  that  a  Son  may  be  al* 
lowed  to  difagree  even  with  his  Father  in  fuch 
Thing?  as  are  doubtful,  and  fubjefi:  to  Conjec- 
tures^ which  he  elegantly  expreffes  thus:  A

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dipniire^  quis  Moses  Jtve  Cornutus,  Jheif- 
luffrifimus  vetuit? 

M  R.  Carpzoviusj  having  propofed  and  pro* 
ved,  as  he  infinuates,  his  CbrtJUan  ConjeSure^ 
at  lead  fo  far  as  to  render  it  probable,  proceeds 
to  other  Enquiries,  touching  the  Matter  the 
Tables  called  Urim  and  3'bummim  were  made 

[  of,  their  Shape,  Thicknefs,  Breadth,  the  Ar- 

tificer that  formed  them,  the  Place  they  were 
kept  in,  (^c.  As  to  the  Matter,  he  is  very  po- 
fiti  vc,  they  were  either  of  Gold,  or  of  Sapphire, 
or  of  Parian  Marble  *,  but  is  fadly  puzzled  ta 
determine  of  which  in  particular.  It  is  not  im* 
probable,  fays  he,  that  they  were  of  Gold  ;  for 
to  them  very  likely  alluded  Davsd^  when  he 
faid  {Pfal.  xix.  v.  9, 10.)

Oenotrusj  Son  to  Lycaon^  ^wfao.  ieciled  in  that 
Cbuntry,  according  to  Dionyjks  Holkarnafetis^ 
leventeen  Ages  before  the  J'rofon  War,  that  is 
459  Years*,  for  the  Dimyfian  Ages^are  fane  of 
27  Years.  Others,  among  whom  Servius  and 
Garopkis,  maintain,  that  Jsaly  was  called  Oeu- 
tria  from  the  Greek  Word  Ofro^,  on  account 
of  the  excellent  Wines  it  produced.  >  Ger&piui 
on  this  occafion  makes  an  Obfenration,  iirtuch 
perhaps  is  not  amifs ;  he  fays;  that  in  tnquirmg 
after  the  Origin  of  the  antient  Names  of  Coun- 
tries, the  Authority  of  Greek  Writers  is  not  to 
be  much  depended  upon,  becaufe  wherefoever 
they  meet  with  a  Greek  Name,  they  rei5cr  it  to 
fome  Greek  Prince' or  other  \  as  if  all  the  Coun* 
tries  that  bear  Greek  Names,  had  been  peopled 
with  Greek  Colonies.  The  Name  of  Aufonia 
was  given  to  Italy  from  its  antient  Inhabitants, 
called  Au fines  J  who  were  the  fame  People  with 
the  Aruncu  and  named  Aufines  from  their  Leg- 
der  Aufin^  the  Son  of  Vhjfes  and  Calypfo.  4r" 
,  had  the  Name  of  Saturnia  from  Saturn^    to 

Whom  Jams  gave  part  of  his  Kingdom,  and 
that  of  Camefenej  or  Camifeney  from  Camijis^ 
whom  fome  will  have  to  have  been  Brother, 
oAers  Sifter,  and  fome  Wife,  to  Jmus.  It 
was  named  Hefperia  ivom  Hefperus^  Brother  to 
Atlas^j  who,  if  we  give  credit  to  Hyginus  and 
Dionyfius  Halkarnajfeufy  being  driven  out  of  his 
own  Country  by  im  Brother,  fettled  in  Italy j 
and  eftablilhed  part  of' it  into  a  Kingdom.

Our  Author,  likemoftofthe 
Italian  Writers,  applies  to  the  modern  Italians 
whatever  he  finds  In  the  antient  Writers,  in 
Commendation  of  the  old  Romans.  No  other 
Nation,  in  his  Opinion,  is  fo  much  as  to  be 
compared  with  his  Countrymen  for  Bravery, 
.  \  Prudence,  Learning,  Piety,  Love  of  Gtory, 
Brightncfs  of  Genius,  6fr.  They  once  fubdued 
the  World,  and  are  capable  of  fubduing  it 
again,  were  they  united  under  one  Head,  add

thcv  arc  moft  greedy  of  Glory,  when  they  ap- 
preKend  themfelves  any  ways  flighted,  they 
moft  gallantly  hire  a  Ruffian  to  cfpoufe  their 
Oiufe,  and  barbaroufly  murder  the  Author, 
cfven  of  an  imaginary  Affront.  But  for  that 
fmall  Defefl:  (which,  after  all,  is  commendable 
in  its  Source,  as  proceeding  from  Love  of  Glory, 
the  predommant  Paffion  of  great  Souls)  they 
ii^ke'fufficient  amends  by  their  fincere  and 
hearty  Attachment  to  the  true  Religion  *,  ilium 
hnmana  infirmi$atis  novum  diligens  verw  Religuh 
iris  Jiudium  plane  ahftergit^  fiys  our  Author* 
Bdt  in  what  do  they  mew  this  great  Attach* 
trtent  to  the  true  Rdrgibn  ?  In  living  up  to  the 
Rules,  and  Precepts  laid  down  in  the  Scripture  ? 
This,  we  muftbwn,  isavery  idle  and  imperti- 
nent Infinuation,  \wbcn  addreflied  to  a  Roman

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Catholic.  For  what  have  Moriak,  fay  they,^  or? 
a  good  Life,  to  do  with  Religion  ?  Our  Author* 
tells  us  in  what  the  Italians  fhew  themfelvcs 
fincere  Followers  of  the  true  Religion.  •Tis  true, 
fayShe,  they  fuffcr  Jews  to  live  among  them, 
but  they  keep  their  Country  clear  of  allSedte' 
of  Heretics.  As  if  thofc  they  call  Heretics,  were 
worfe  than  Jews^  and  the  perfecuting  and  mur* 
dering  them,  a  full  Atonement  for  all  their  other 
Murders.  Nothing  is  more  inconfiftent  withi 
and  repugnant  to  true  Religion,  than  Perfecur 
tion  %  and  neverthelefs,  in  the  Church  of  Romei 
the  whole  Duty  of  a  Man  truly  religious  is  to 
perfecute,  mafiacre,  and  deftroy  with  Fire  and 
Sword,  all  thofe  who  refufe  to  admit  of  their 
fuperftitious  and  idolatrous  Worfhip.  Tho*  our* 
Author  cries  up  his  Couritrymen  on  account 
of  their  Piety  and  Religion,  fuch  as  have  tra-i 
veiled  into  Italy  cannot  but  know,  that  the 
Laity  there  ha;ve  no  Religion  at  all  5  tho*  they 
take  care  to  drflemble  thfeir  true  Sentiments,  for 
fear  of  the  Inquifition.

the  Sacrament,  upon  4115  taking  poiieffion  of 
phat  Employ*neRC,  wbieh  he  had  hc|d  for  above 
forty  Years.  He  added,  that  if  any,  one  could 
^tteft  uponOatli,  fevw  to  have  feen  him  within 
t;l>e  Gates  oif  the  Ch|Lii:ch,  fmce  that  Time,  he 
was  willing -to  be  deem*d  guilty;  This  Story 
is  related  by  McF/or^/Zi*,  who  examined  the 
Prifoner,  bcwgih^ri  Ciudice  Crimitmle^  that  is, 
Jjudge  in  criminal  Cafes  to  Pope  lnmcent^Kl\\. 
Julius  $caliger  had  not  fo  good  an  opinion  of 
the  Piety  land  Religion  of  the  lialiahSy,  as  our 
iVuthpr  has ;  for  the^Charaftcr  he  give?  qf  them 
is  this,  Iiatu$t)eicontetnptor,  a  Charafter  which 
fits  them-mruch  better  ..than  that.oor  Author 
draw^  of  them. .

1  Landulfbus^  'tis  true,  falls  intoibmef 
very  grols  Miftakes  ;  as  for  inftance  he  telisus, 
that  Lambert  Emperoriand  King  oi Italy  reigned 
in  the  fixth  Century ;  whereas  it  is  certain  he 
was  killed  in  898,  that  is,  not  full  two  hundred 
Years  before  Ldndulpbm*%  Time.  But  we  ought 
not  to  infer  from. theoce  with  Mr-  Muratori,  that 
he  defervcsno  Credit,  even  while  he  relates  the 
Things*  :that  happened  at  Milan  in  his  own 
Time.  .Tjhis  way  of  arguing;  He  is  miftakeo  in 
relating  what  fell  out  near  two  Centuries  before 
his  Time,  ergOj  he  is  chift^ken  in  relating  the 
Tranfa&ions.of  his  own  Time  ^  is  not  agreeable 
totheRulesof.Lx^ic:  As  he  inveighs  frequently 
againit  the  Popes,  Cardinals,. and  Church  of 
Rmef  Mr.  Aiuratori  ftiidJ  hitn  a  Man  tjfa 
con/ummate*  and.  concoSied  Malk'e ;  but  at  the 
fame  tidie.  owns,  that  in  feme  things  he  is 
pretty  eacadt,  and  agrees  with  other  Writers  of 
thofe  Times.  To  I^ndulpbush  Hiftory  is  an- 
nexed a  Differtation  by  Petrus  Puricellus^  wherein 
that  Author  "endeavours  to  prove,  in  contra- 
diftion  tg  all  the  antiwt  Mi^anefe  Writers,  that

tionof  that  Monaftery,  and  an  Accobnt  of  the 
Life  and  Miracles  of  St.  Benediff^  copied  from 
the  fecond  Book  of  Pope  Gregory  the  Creates 
Dialogues  \  which  Pieces  Mr.  Muratori  has  taken 
care  to  ihfert  here.  Angelas  de  Nuce^  in  his  Kbtes 
bri  the  Life  of  St.  Benediiti  tiakti  notice  of  our 
Saviour^s  ftfppofed  Prbnriife  to  that  Saint,  which 
the  Mxm\is  tf  Mdnfe  CaJJtno  iffe  fo  protid  of : 
our  Saviour,  fay  they,  appearing  on6  Day  to 
•  St.  SenediS)i  affured  himi  that  whb^er  died 
within  the  Gates  of  his  Mdmffery  fliould  bife 
'  V  Aved.  'Angelus  de  Niteei  to  prove  the  Truth  bf 
thb  greit  Promife,  produces  feVerkl  Inftances 
of  great  Sinners,  who  happening  to  die  in  that 
Monaftery,  gave,  on  their  Death-beds,  Signs  of 
a  fincercRepetitance ;  and  of  courfc  were  laved. 
Dncbf  thife  was  a  Lay-Brother  of  his  oWh  Order, 
who,  becaufe  he  would  not  own,  in  Confeflion,  a 
Crime  he  "^as  guilty  of,  lay  forty  Days  at  the 
point  of  'Death,  but  dH  not  dife,  till  after  con- 
fcflShghisCrtme,  hie  received  Abfolution,  which 
t)p^nrd  t&  him  the  Gates  of  Heaven.  What  he 
relates  as  happened  tb  an  Offifcer  of  Diftinftibfri 
tWlerebf  he  was  >iriiftlf  in  Eye-Witnefsj  4t^ 
Ichres  liotice.  This  Officer  had  led  a  mdft 
ivfck^  and  dcbauclfcfl  Life  5  and  thierefore  he» 
Wg  taken  ,^ith  a-  dangerbui  Diftempfer,  cauied 
himfelttio'lbe  carried  tb  the  Mohafteiy  of  Monie 
Caffifio^  which  was  nbt  fer  diftant  frbm  the 
pfe'Ce  he  fell  fick  in.

not  to  repent ;  and  therefore  inftead  of  ihewing 
any  Concern  for  the  Sins  he  was  already  guilty 
of,  he  took  care  to  add  new  Articles  to  the  old 
Score,  by  breaking  out  into  mod  execrable  Blaf- 
phemtes  againft  God,  the  Virgin,  and  all  the 
Saints*  After  he  had  been  feven  Days  in  Agony, 
his  Servants,  who  were  grown  weary  of  fuch  a 
long  and  troublefome  Attendance,  b^ged  leave  "" 

of  the  Monks  to  remove  him  out  of  the  Mo4 
naftery.  As  he  infefted  the  whole  Monaftery, 
being  already  half  rotten,  tho'  not  dead,  the 
Monks  were  no  lefs  weary  of  their  Gueft^  than 
the  Servants  of  their  Mafter:  the  unhaf^y  Offi- 
cer was  therefore  removed,  and,  as  D^  Nuce  tells 
us,  who  was  an  Eye-Witnefe  of  this  extraordi- 
nary Event,  died. the  moment  he  was  out  of  the 
Gates  of  the  Monaftery.

and  its  being  fo  eafily  mifcible  with  Metals: 
which,  however,  the  Author,  after  many  of  the 
Moderns,  rejects  out  of  the  number,  as  wanting 
the  neceffiry  Hardnefe,  Duftility  and  Fixity :  but 
he  feems  to  allow  it,  with  fcveral  of  the  An- 
tients, for  the  Bafis  or  common  Matter  of  all 
Metals. 

The  antientP^r/?j/n  called  the  fcven  Metals 
dfaraSinJby  the  Names  of  the  feven  Planets ;  and  it  is 
remarkable,  that  the  Charafters  whereby  Metalt 
are  to  this  day  reprefcnted  by  theChemifts,  arc 
the  fame  with  thofe  ufed  by  Aftronomers  to  dc^ 
note  the  .Planets.~  Thefe  Charadcrs  appear 
to  be  real,  or  philofophical ;  and  bear  a  juft 
Analogy  to  the  feveral  Metals  they  rcprefent. 
The  Author  proceeds  to  give  an  Explication 
of  the  reafon,  ftrufture,  and  propriety  of 
each. 

He  goes  on  to  give  fome  detail  of  the  feve- 
ral Metals,  viz.  Ooldy  ^ickfilver^  Lead^  Sil-

Gold  then  confifts  of  ^Mneiplti 
moft  pure  fimple  Matter,  very  HkeQuickfilvcr*' *^^*^' 
connedcd  by  another  pure,  fimple,  fubtil,  fix*d 
Principle,    diffused  thro*  the  conftituent  Parts  ^ 
thereof,  which  binds  them  firmly  both  to  one 
another,  and  to  itfclf-— ThisanfwcrstoMcri 
cury  and  Sulphur. 
The  other  Metals  confift  of  the  fame  \  but  to^ 
I             gether  with  this  have  fome  othet*  lighter  matter 
mixed  with  them^  which  is  diff^ererit  in  the  diffe- 
rent Metals,  and  is  called  Ear^h. To  which 

in  fom^  Metals  may  be  added  a  crude  Sulphur. 

Hence  diflfetent  Metals  refolve  into  different 
Elements,  both  in  refpeft  of  their  nature  and  ^ 
number,  which  Refolution  may  be  effe&ed  hf 
Mercury,  a  refufcitatingSalt,  or  Fire;  in  other 
Metals  after  other  manners.  Hence  Metals  are 
A  a  a  not 
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not  fo  ea(ily  cranToiuced  into  each  other  as  is 
cornmonly  allcdgcd,  except  in  refped:  of  their 
mercurial  Parts,  and  by  intircly  deftroying  their 
firft  Form  ;  confcquently  no  more  Gold  can  be 
prociired  from  another  Metal  by  Tranfmutation, 
than  in  proportion  to  the  Qu.iniity  of  Mercury 
contained  in  it. 

Nor  does  it  appear  that  any  Mccal,  bcfiiles  the 
fix  above  mentioned,  can  be  produced  by  Art ; 
tho*  Helmont  had  the  temerity  to  aflert  it  of 
Mercury,  fix'd  by  .the  Alkaheft. 

Another  Charafteriftic  of  the  purer  Metals  is 
their  Fixednefs  in  the  Fire,  which  no  Impoftorcan 
give  to  other  matters,  equal  to  what  is  found  in 
Gold  ^nd  Sijver. —  Add,  that  all  their  fpurious 
Metals  are  defeftive  in  jpoint  of  malleability.— 

The  fix  Metals  when  fufed  in  clean  Veffels  ap- 
pear all  alike,  and  bear  a  perfeft  Refemtlance 
to  Mercury,  both  as  to  Figure,  Colour,  Soli- 
dity, the  Sphericity  of  their. Drop^,  the  Attrac* 
-tion  of  their  Parts,  and  their  Manner  of  flowing 
and  Mobility.— Hence  we  may  pfobably  con- 
clude that  Mercury  is  a  Metal,  fufed  by  the  ea- 
lieft  Fire  :  T?»,  a  Metal  flowing  with  a  Degree  of 
Heat  fbmething  greater ;  and  that  if  the  Air 
were  hot  in  the  degree  requifite  for  the  Fufion 
of  Tin,  it  would  be  only  a  kind  of  Mercury 
emitting  Fume  and  Froth  :  further.

Degree  of  Fire  is  that  which  Nature  ufes  in  the 
Vegetation  of  Plants,  which  is  that,  in  Fahren* 
i&(ff/*s  Thermometer,  denoted  by  eighty  Degrees, 
from  the  Point  of  utmoft  Cold.  The  fecond  De* 
gree  may  be  defined  from  the  Heat  of  a  human 
Body  in  a  State  of  Health,  marked  in  the  Ther-' 
momcter  above  mentioned  by  ninety-four  De- 
grees. The  third  extends  from  ninety-four  De- 
grees to  two-hundred  and  twelve,  which  is  the 
Heat  of  boiling  Water.  The  fourih  from  two- 
hundred  and  twelve,  to  fix  hundred.  The  ffib 
from  thence  to  the  Degree  which  keeps  Iron  in 
Fufion.  The  Jtxlb  is  that  in  the  Focus  of  a  Burn* 
ing  Glafs  or  Speculuni. 

The  rai/tng  of  Fire  to  any  defired  Degree,  and 
maintaining  it  therein,  depends  on  the  choice  of

The  Atmofphere  therefore  may  be  coniS- 
dcred  as  a  real  Cbaos  of  Bodies  of  all  Sorts ;  and 
hence  fo  many  extraordinary  Phj^nomena  and 
Eflfeftsofit  ;  and  the  great  Influence  which  it 
has  on  all  chemical  Operations.  Dr.  Boerhaave 
has  often  been  led  to  think,  that  God  created  the 
two  great  Principles,  Fire  and  elaftic  Air,  with- 
out gravity  or  tendency  to  any  certain  .  Point, 
equably  diffiifed  thro!  the  whole  Univerfe,  arid 
all  the  Syftcms  of  things,  with  this  Condition, 
that  Fire  fhould  always  be  fo  aftirig  on  Air5as 
that  this  could  never  remain  at  refl,  or  be  in  a 
ftate  of  abfolute  Cold. —  From  the  Hifl^ory  of 
Air,  the  Author  proceeds  to  fome  Experia>ents 
upon  it,  which  illuftrate  many  of  its  Properties 
and  Effefts  j—  as,  that  elaftic  Air  adheres  to 
folid  as  well  as  fluid  Bodies,  and  that  it  is,  found  in 
Water,  and  may  be  procured  out  of  the  Siib- 
ftance  thereof,  as  alfo  out  of  all  other  Fluids  ;

"  Book.  This  Fluid  is  of  great  importance  in^  i"**- 
Chemiftry;  being  intermixed  with  all  Bodies, 
which  come  under  chemical  Confideration, 
Tp^vtly  j)er  fe^  and  partly  as  contained  in  the  Air. 
The  drieft  Bodies,  as  Hartlhorn  kept  for  half  an 
Age,  till  as  hard  as  Iron,  will  yield  a  Spirit 
wiiich  contains  a  good  deal  of  Water :  fo  Stones 
and  Tiles  ground  to  Powder,  and  this  expofcd 
to  the  Fire,  always  yield  a  Proportion  of  Water. 

For  a  Charafteriftic  of  Water,  whereby  to  charaan^s 
diftinguifli  when  and  where  we  meet  it,  the  Aii-ofh. 
thor  gives  us  the  following  Defir^ition :  That

^*  with  a  certain  Degree  of  Cold  congeals  into 
**  a  hard,  brittle,  vitreous  Subftance  called  /r^." 
The  great  Difficulty  bf  afcertaining  the  Na- 
ture, and  Conftitutionof  this  Fluid,  arifesfrom 
the  irhpoflibility  of  having  it  pure,  there  being 
jllways  other  Bodies  mixed  with  it ;  and  noway 
of  diftinguilhing,  to  which  of  them  any  difco-  Contents. 
verable  Property  is  owing.     Thus  in   Water 
we  always  find  Fire,  alfo  Air,  and  other  Bodies 
diflblVed  by  arid  incorporated  with  it. 

T-he  Pr6perties  of  Water  are,  i  ^.  Irs  Gravily^Prtpertin 
the  precife  Quantity  of  "which  it  is  not  eafy  to  ^47-. 
afcertain,  by  reafon  of  the  extraneous  Matters 
nii.xed' with  it,  which  being  diflcrent  indifferent 
Waters,'  makes  a  diverfity  in  their  Weight. 
i^:  Ruidity^  which  depends  on  the  Fire,  and  re- 
quires at  kift  thirty- three  Begrces  of  Heat,  oa

Fabrenbeu\  Thermometer.  This  Degree  of 
Warmth  liquifies  Water,  and  no  further  Heat, 
how  vehement  foever,  renders  it  a  whit  more 
fluid.  3^.  Immutabilit'j^  its  Particles  beii^bca- 
pable  either  of  being  broken,  bent,  comprefs'd 
or  the  like.  4.®  Simplicity^  whence  Water  has 
palled,  both  with  Chemifts  and  other  Philofo- 
phers,  as  the  only  Element,  of  which  all  Bodies 
arc  compofed.  5*^.  Softnejs  or  Lenity ^  whence  it 
may  be  applied  without  harm  to  the  moft  ex- 
quifitely  fenfible  Parts  of  the  Body.  Thus  warm 
Water  becomes  a  capital  Anodyne  and  Pare- 
goric. 6^.  Its  folutive  Power  which  extends  to 
the  diflblving  of  all  Salts,  both  Vegetable,  Ani- 
mal, and  Fofiil,  excepting  fome  metalline  ones 
which  it  will  not  touch. — 

Water  infinuates  into  the  Pores  of  Bodies,  and 
thus  increafes  both  their  Weight  and  Bulk  ;  and 
fometimes  unites  and  incorporates  with  them, 
as  is  found  in  faline  Bodies,  alfo  in  Sulphur, 
Earths,  and  even  the  folid  Parts  of  Animals,  Oils, 
and  Alcohol  -»  where  Water  appears  to  make  z 
confiderable  Part  of  the  Compofition. 

tinii.  From  the  general  Properties  of  Water,  the 

Author  proceeds  to  confider  the  diflfejccnt  Spe- 
cies of  it,  and  the  Ufes  :  as^Rain-fFater^  Springy 
'  Water ^  River-lVater^  and  Pond-Water ;  the  par- 
ticular Charafters,  Qualities,  Ufes,  Origins,  i^c. 
of  e^ch  whereof  he  purfues  at  large. 

The  natural  State  of  Water  is  its  fro^n,  or 
icy  State  i  out  of  which  it  is  brought  by  Force 

Ibiiwkg.  of  Fire.  Thawing  is  to  be  confidered  ^  the. 
EfFeftofa  Mcnftruum,  viz.  Fire,— 

xrre  (f  The  Ufe  of  Water  is  great,  as  it  is  th?  Vc- 

Water.  hide  of  Aliment,  and  the  lnftr\jn>eni;  of  Lift 
and  Health  in  Animals,  as  well  as  V^etables^ 
and  Foflils.    The  Qlours  of  QQfii^%l|«  Wy»> 
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a  great  Dcpendance  on  it,  as  appears  in  Flow- 
ers ;  and  the  like  holds  of  Odors  and  Taftes: 
a  A^ulticude  of  other  phyfical  £Se£ts»  and  the 
generality  of  chemical  Operations,  as  Effer- 
vefcences.  Fermentations,  Putrifadbns,  Preci- 
pitations, Sublimations,  t^c.  are  alfo  owing  to 
it.  The  Vapour  raifed  from  boiling  Water, 
is  of  great  force,  and  produces  extraordinary 
^  Changes  on  the  Bodies  expofed  to  it,  diflblving 
and  corrupting  their  Subftance  various  ways. 
Hence  a  moift  hot  Air  is  obferved  to  have  a  pefti- 
lential  Tendency.  Ice  is  found  rarer  and  lighter  A«. 
than  the  Water  it  was  formed  of,  by  reafon  of 
the  Air-Bubbles  interfperfed  thro'  it«  by  means 
whereof  it  frequently  burfts  the  Veffcls  it  was 
contained  in.  That  made  of  Water  unimpreg- 
nated  with  Air,  E.  gr.  diflblved  Snow,  or  Wa- 
ter long  boiled,  freezes  more  *flowly,  but  be- 
comes more  folid,  and  lefs  replete  with  Bub-, 
bles  than  other  Ice :  but  no  Degree  of  Cold  can 
alter  its  Nature,  or  coqfolidate  io^as  to  enable  it 
to  fuftain  a  greater  Fire.  An  artificial  Cold  was 
made  forty  Degrees  ftrongerthan  that  in  places 
where  Water  is  faid  to  freeze  into  Rock-CryftaU 
yet  without  rendring  the  Water  lefs  liquifiablo 
than  in  common  Ice. 

Water  indeed  has  been  faid  to  he  convertible  pf%/#r  f 
into  Earth  by  a  Scries  of  IXft illations  ;  i^t\sx^co»vtftUh 
larly  by  Mr.  Boyle^  on  whofe  Authority  many  ^*  *•***» 
have  taken  it  for  granted^  aod  amoi^  the  reft 
Sir  Ifodc  Newton.   Dr.  Bo^rbaave  has  made  the 
l&i^peritnisnt  with  giceat  ciu«  in  Rain-Water^ 
without  i^\n%  any  thing  to  countenance,  tho 
Qpmipn  i  tl^  C^ao«ity  of  the  Cavthleft  afteii  Di& 
tiUatioo  q^  4:Jarge  Quaotity  of  Water  by  a  gsiv* 
tie  Fire,  b^y^gexicc^ngly  liode:  befide»  agnsat 
^  pC  WMiTiVafti  Mk  iatheG{)cr9tioh^  chof^ 

tho 
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the  Chinks  were  cxaAly  Jutcd ;  fo  that  before 
the  prefcribed  Number  of  Diftillations,  viz.  two 
,  hundred,  be  compleated,  he  concludes  the  Wa- 

ter muft  be  all  loft  this  way :  and  fuggefts  fur- 
ther, that  a  great  part  of  the  Earth  gained  in 
fuch  Operations,  might  have  been  collefted  in 
the  Water's  palfing  in  Vapour  from  the  Cucur- 
bit thro'  the  Alembic  into  the  Receiver,  and  im- 
bibing the  Duft  out  of  the  Air  as  it  went  along. — 
SMrtb,  Earthy  which  makes  the  Subjeft  of  thenext 

^}o.        Chapter,  is  held  by  Chemifts  as  one  of  the  Prin- 
chsrsOtrs  ciples  of  Bodies.    The  CharaAers  that  diftin- 
guifli  it  are,  "  Its  being  a  foflil,  fimple,  hard, 
**  friable  Body,  fixed  in  the  Fire,  not  fufible 
*«  thereby,  nor  capable  of  being  diflblved  in 
"  Water,  Alcohol,  Oil,  or  Air," 
rhsm.       .  Pure,  ufually  called  Vtrgin-Eartby  is  fcarce  in- 
'^'''^*      ferior,  in  refpeft  of  Simplicity,  to  any  known 
Pr#«ir4ri/#Body,  not  even  Gold  itfelf.    It  is  procurable 
jBk!!Lf^    from  Bodies  of  all  the  three  Kingdoms, — viz. 
rrmisiM^f^om  Rain-Watir^  by  diftilling  it,  gathering  the 
H^tir.     Faeces,  drying  and  expofing  them  to  the  Fire 
tiUthey  be,  as  it  were,  burnt  thereby  ;  the  Afhes 
hereof  being  purged  of  Salt,  exhiBit  the  pure  Vir- 
gin-Earth. The  like  may  be  had  by  burning  Ve^^ 
f^etublesj  wafhing  the  Alhes  clear  of  Salt,  fc?f. 
The  Remainder  is  the  elementary  Earth ;  the 
like  may  be  done  by  •  the  Diftillation  of  Fege- 
*•*[/'*•  tabUsi,  where,  with  the  other  Matters  driven  up 
litMis.    by  Fire,' as  Water,  Spirit,  Oil,  Salt,  €sfr;  there 
always  lifes  an  eai^thy  Part,  which  upon  theif 
fettling  in  the  Receiver,  finks  to  the  bottoni^  and 
,  n  gathered  in  form'  of  ia  carbonaceous  Matter, 
which  being  burnt,  leartresa  white  Earthy  which  . 
when  purified  of  its  Salt,  becomes  a  Virgin^ 
Earibi    Add;  that  if  the  Oil  thu^  procure  be 
re^liftilied)  a  purer  Oil  will  be  hereby  had ;  yet 

in 
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in  this,  a  Quantity  of  Eartlvmay  ftill  be  found, 
even  tho*  the  Diftillation  and  Reftification  be 
repeated  in  infinitum^  till  the  Oil  be  as  fubtil  as 
Alcohol  itfelf.  So  in  the  fixed  Salts  procured  by 
burning  of  Vegetables,  tho*  there  fhould  fecm 
to  be  no  JEarth  left  in  them,  inafmuch  as  the  fa- 
line  Part ,  has  been  diflbWed  in  Water,  and  paf- 
ftd  thro'  a  clofe  Filter,  which  leaves  only  the 
Earth  undiffolved  behind  :  yet  if  fuch  Lixivium, 
after  having  ftood  to  fettle,  be  again  filtrated, 
and  this  repeated  again  and  again,  till  it  be  as 
clear  as  Amber,  fo  that  if  kept  whole  Years  in 
^  clofe  Veffcl  it  will  not  dcpofite  the  leaftSedi- 
rpent ;  it  may  ftill  be  brought  to  yield  a  fixed 
alcaline  Salt,  out  of  which  a  white  earthy  Matter 
maybe  procured.  Earth  again  may  be  ipvo-^mJbA^ 
cured  from  Animals,  by  evaporating  the  vo-«»*^* 
latile  Parts,  as  Water,  Spirit,  Oil,  and  Salt,  by 
Putrifaftion:  the  folid  Matter  remaining,  is  a 
pure  Earth  perfeAly  like  that  produced  from 
Water  or  Vegetables. —  So  from  Fqffih^  par- Fr«i9  liy? 
ticularly  Salts^  as  Nitre,  Sal  Gemmae,  &?r.  zfi^- 
pure  Earth,  is  procured  by  diffolving  them  in 
Water,  then  digefting,  precipitating,  cryftal- 
lizing  the^n,  (^c.-^r-'^  And  the  like  in  Sulphurs^ 
and  even  according  to  the  antient  Chemifts  in 
Metah  themfclves ;  which  however  the  Author 
difputes,  judging  that  this  Matter  procured 
from  Metals  cannot  with  any  propriety  be 
cgllcd  Eartb.-^ 

Menftrifums  come  next  in  turn,  an  InftrumcntM*^- 
belonging  more  peculiarly,  to  Chemiftry,  and'''***"^ 
which  moft  of  the  Adepts  give  the  prchemi-  ?'  ^^ 
nence  to  beyond  the  former  four,—  They  are 
defined  as,  ^«  Bodies,  which  being  properly  ap-wW,

H  |>aris,  ffi  as  i^%  Particle  pftbcSolvcnt  be*

Kami  The  Occafion  of  the  Name  arofe  hence, 

^^^^^•'"that  the  Application  of  Menftruums,  io  the 
Body  to  be  diflblvcd,  was  chiefly  excited  by 
means  of  a  moderate  Heat,  which  being  con-^ 
tbually  kept  up  for  the  fpace  of  forty  Days, 
or  a  Men/is  PhUofophicus ;  it  became  hence  deno- 
minated a  menftrual  Solvent^  and  at  length  fim- 
ply  Menftruum. 

An  cflential  Property  of  Mf nftruums  is,  that 
at  the  fame  time  they  diffolve  other  Bodies,  they 
themfelves  are  equally  diffolved  into  their  mi- 
nute Parts  by  them :  add,  that  many  Mehftru- 
ums,  e*er  applied  to  diffolve  Bodies,  are  hard, 
denfe,  coherent  Bodies  5  and  tho*  in  that  Form 

tOnis.  they  cannot  a  A  as  Menftruums  yet  by  Cuftom 
they  (till  retain  the  Name :  and  hence  the  ufu- 
al  Divifion  of  Menftruums  into  Solid  and  Fluid. 

Md.  To  the  Clafs  of  folid,  hard,  or  dry  Menftru- 

ums belong  the  fix  Metahi  which  in  their  cold 
State  do  not  act  on  each  other,  but  when  fufed, 
readily  penetrate,  and  incorporate  together.  To 
the  fame  alfo  belong  Semi-Metals,  dry  Salts 
and  Sulphurs ;  and  that  other  kind  of  Foffik 
ufual>y  called  Cements. 

lUiid.  To  the  Fluids  which  is  the  moft  ufual  Clafs  of 

Menftruums,  belong  Vinegar,  Water,  Spirits, 
OTl%p€r  Diliquium,  and  the  like. 

frm-  The  Operation  of  Menftruums  is  accounted 

f^.  for  by  the  Author  from  a  Principle  of  /fttrac* 
fm,  or  Affmatkn^  as  he  calls  it  ;  whereby  the 
Particles  of  the  Menftruums  receding  from*  each 
.  other,  fly  towards  the  Particles  of  the  Matter 
to  be  diffplv«d.^  In  eflfeaf,  the  Caiife  or  Princi; 
»  pie  on  which  the  Opci-atign  dependj^  is  as  much  lii, 
|he  Body  t&be  difolved^'aHnr  ihe  &^mft  itfel£

ft  may  be  added,  that  the  Aftion  of  Menftru- 
ums  is  always  performed  fucceffively,  the  Sd- 
vent  never  adbing  on  the  whole  Body  at  once  \ 
and  that  in  the  progrefs  of  the  Diflblution,  the 
Conflift,  or  inteftine  Motion  increafes.— 

For  the  Effe5l  of  Menftruums,  it  feems  to  ter-^/^.^8oc 
minate  in  a  new  CohcGon  between  the  Particles 
of  the  Menftruum,  and  the  Body  diffolved,  with- 
'  out  making  any  real  Alteration  in  the  diiTolved 
Particles  themfelves  ;  tho*  in  fome  cafes,  E.gr. 
diftilled  Vinegar  and  Calx  of  Lead,  a  new  Bjody 
arifes  from   the    Solution,  called   Saccbarum 

Menftruums  only  ad  by  Motion^  notrntWczxi-OpirMwu 
ding  the  abftrufe  Maimers  of  Operation  which  thc^^J* 
Chemifts  have  imagined ;  yet  the  phyfical  Caufe 
of  this  Motion,  is  difficult  to  aflign  ;   tho*  ia  ^ 

fome  few  Inftances  it  is  evidently  owing  to  me- 
chanical Caufes ;  one  of  the  principal  whereof  is 
Fire.   But  Solutions  are  fometimes  performed 
by  non-mechanical  Caufes,  as  in  all  thofe  Inftances  N0»-«ie- 
where  the  Particles  diffolved  cohere  with  thofe  *^^^'''^^^' 
of  the  Menftruum,  and  remain  intimately  inter- 
mixed, .notwithftanding  a  Difference   between 
their  fcveral  fpecific  Gravities  %  fuch  is  that  of 
Sal  Gemma  diSoWed  by  Water. —  Ofmecha-MeehM- 
tucal  Solutions  we  have  an  Inftance  in  a  Ball  oP^^^- 
CJay  put  in  Water  over  a  Fire  •,  when  the  ex- 
ternal Aftion  of  this  Fire  ceafes,  the  Clay  again 
feparates  from  its  Solvent,  and  fettles  to  .the  bot- 
tom.--«  Hence  Menftruums  may  be  divided  ac- 
coi^ding  to  (he  different  Manner  of  their  Aftion, 
into  four  kinds  5  the  Jirjiy  thofe  which  adl  by  a  . 
mere^genum^,  meckaniCal^Fower,  apd  may  there- 
fore be  accounted  for  from  the  ufual  Principles 
of  Mechanick$.    A  fev&nd'  is  of  thofe  which  to 
thdrf  mechanical  Agfenty^  have  fome  further  re- 
.^'    •-•'  pcUmg 
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pelling  Power  fupcraddcd.  A  third  kind  is  of 
thofc  whofe  Operation'  depends  chiefly  on  the 
mutuaJ  Attradion  between  the  Menftruum  and 
the  Body.  The  lad  and  moft  ufual  is  a  com- 
pound Kind,  in  whofe  Operation  all  the  former 
Conditions  concur,  both  the  mechanical,  the  re- 
pelling, and  the  attraftive  Powers. 

The  Author  gives  Inftances  of  each  of  thefe 
Species :  the  Adkion  of  a  merely  mechanical 
Menftruum^  heilluftrates  in  melted  Silver  mixed 
with  Water  ;  of  a  repelling  Menftruum,  in  mel- 
ted Copper  and  Water ;  of  an  attraSlive  Men-- 
ftruumy  in  Flower  of  Sulphar  and  Quickfilvcr  j 
and  of  an  attradive,  and  at  the  fame  time  re- 
pulfive  Menftruum,  in  Antimony  and  Fire 
diflbived. 

For  the  Caufes  and  Meaps  of  the  Aftion  of - 
Menftruums,  the  Author  fets,  in  great  meafure, 
afide,  that  popular  one  of  Acrimony  and  Corro-  ♦ 
fion,  to  which  the  Body  of  Chcmiils  attribute 
all ;  and  in  lieu  thereof  fubftitutes  divers  others. 
Andfirft,  in  the  mechanical  ones:  where  he  (hews 
that  the  hardeft  Bodies  may  indeed  be  diflbived 
even  by  the  fofteft ;  but  then  in  tbefe  latter, 
however  foft,  the  minute  Particles  are  fuppofed 
extremely  hard,  and  even  immutable  5  fo  that . 
he  lays  down  the  bardnefi  of  the  Particles  as 
one  of  the  Means  whereby  Fluids  diflblve  Bo- 
dies mechanically.    Another  is  Fire  \  another 
Gravity  5  another  Trituration. 
J09,        In  order  to  the  mechanical  Aftion  of  Men- 
ftruums, feveral  Conditions  .are  required:  the 
frft^  a  due  Proportion  between  the  Magnitude 
of  the  minute  Pores  of  the  Body ,  to  be  diflbJ-  • 
ved,  and  thofe  of  the  Menftruani.    The  fecond  t 
is  an  Agreement  between  the  Figures  of  {\igkj 
Particles  and  Pores  of  the  two. Bodies,    Tbc^ 

thirds 
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thirds  the  Rigidity  of  the  Particles  of  the  Men- 
ftruum.  Tht  fourth  is  Fire,  which  agitates  and. 
inforces  the  Aftion  of  the  Particles  of  the  Men- 
ftruum.  But  the  infufficiency  of  mechanical 
Power  for  producing  the  EfFeds  of  many  Men- 
ftruums,  the  Author  fhews  by  a  Rationale  %  ad- 
ding a  rehearfal  of  thofe  Menftruums  wherein 
fomething  more  is  neceffary :  fuch  arc  Water  and 
aqueous  Bodies,  Salts,  and  (aline  Bodies,  as  Sa- 
po's,  t^c.  alfo  Earths,  and  terreftrial  Bodies  h 
Sulphurs,  and  Refins. 

For  Oils  J  and  oily  Menftruums,  he  fhews  that  oi/r  Mm^ 
the  Aftion  of  Fire,  Water»  Acids,  Alkalies,  andA«««w'- 
the Spiritus  reSlor jhz,vt  agreat  IhareintheE^cds 
thereof.  For JpirUuous  ones,  as  Alcohol,  the  ^n-^hu^ns; 
tient  Chemiftsmake  agreat  Secret  of  it,  info- 
much  that  IVeidenfeld  is  of  opinion  this  is  th& 
only  thing  they  conceal. 

Thofe  popularly  czWtd,  fpirituaus  Menftru- 
ums are  different  from  Alcohol,  and  are  confi- 
dered  by  the  Author  under  the  two  Heads  of 
alcaline  and  acid  Spirits.  The  alcaline  fubdi-  -^t*^* 
vide  into  thofe  ,which  are  fimple,  as  Spirit  of 
Sal  Armoniac  ;  and  compound.—.  For  the  acid 
kind,  tho'  ufually  by  Chemift:s  coniideredas 
Spirits,  the  Author  fhews  from  feyeral  Reafon^, 
that  they  belong  rather  to  the  Clafs  of  Salts,  and . 
therefore  refers  their  Confiderations  to  that  hc^d* . 

Salts  make  a  capital  Article  in  the  Bufinefs^n/lw. 
of  chemical  Menftruums.   When  pure,.*  they ; 
confift  of  Elements  too  minute  to  be  percei- 
vable even  by  a  Microfcopc  ;  fo  that  no  Light 
can  be  had  thence  with  regard  to  their  Figures. 
The  ufual  Manner  of  confidering  them,  is  as  aflb- 
ciated  withother  Bodies,  particularly  Water  and 
Earth  ; .  in  which  Sca,te  it  is,  that  they  ,?hiefly  - 
niaic€ .  the.  Qtyeft  ojf. jdhqpniical  .Operatipn.s.T-^ 
.   .,  '  Siilu 
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Salts  then  may  be  divided  into  filch  as  either  dif- 
fer in  their  Principles,  or  in  the  Body  orBafis 
combined  with  thern,  or  in  both :  with  regard 
to  the  former.  Salts  and  conftquently  faline 
MenftriTCims  are  fabivided  into, 
TixidAl'  '•  ^^^^  -^fc^j/i ;  the  Charafters  whereof  arc, 
€mU.  ^^  that  it  "  is  of  a  vegetable  Origin,  procured 
"  from  Plants  by  burning  them  to  ames  -,  re- 
-  ,  *«  mains  long  fixed  in  the  Fire  ;  diflblves  in  a 
«*  moiftAir,  and  will  not  keep  long  dry  in  the 
*'  clofeft  Veffel  ;  affords  a  hot  pungent  Savour, 
*•  accompanied  with  a  &nfe  of  Acrimony,  and 
*'  even  fomething  of  an  «riw«5  Tafte  (whence 
••  the  Salts  of  thbClafs  are  frequently^  thb*  with- 
•*  ouc much  Propriety, called  urinous  Salts ;)  that 
*♦  when  burnt,  it  yields  no  Smell,  on' account  of 
*^  its  fixity  ;  when  mixed  with  Acids,  makes 
"  an  Ebullition,  and  grows  hot ;  miiced  with 
•'  the  Juices  of  Tournfol,  Rofes,  or  Violets,  turns 
*^  them  from  a  green  Colour  to  blue :  when  ap- 
"  plied  to  the  warm  Body,  raifeaan  Inflamma- 
"  tion,  and  Efchar.  And  laftly,  that  it  has  a 
"Faculty  of  deterging  and  cleanfing  Bodies." 

The  Salts  of  this^Clafs  are  procurable  in 
greater  or  lefs  quantity  from  all  Plants ;  moft 
plentifully  from  that  called  Kali,  and  leaft  from 
thofe  which  yield  a  pungent  Smell,  as  Leeks, 
and  the  like,—  Add,  thao  not  being  native,  but 
the  mere  Creatures  of  the  Fire,  they  are  liable 
tocbc»  deftroyed  igain.— ^  •

Some  other  Properties  of  fixed  Alcali,  are,p^^^^^ 
its  Power  of  attrafting  Water,  and  retaining 
it  when  attracted  j  a  Power  of  repelling  Air, 
or  perhaps  attrafting  it  •,  of  mixing  greedily 
with  Alcohol  •,  of  attraiSting  diftilled  Oils,  as 
well  as  thofe  procured  by  Preffion ;  and  of 
attrafting  Acids  of  all  kinds^  tho*  fpme 
mor^  than  others.—-  Add,  that  the  Pow- 
er of  Alcali,  as  a  Menftruum,  has  its  Bounds, 
for  that  it  has  no  EfFedt  upon  pure  Quick- 
filver,  nor  even  upon  the  purer  Metals,  as  Gold 
and  Silver. 

The  Author  llibjoins  feveral  Problems,  or 
Points  of  Inquiry  concerning  Alcalies  ;  as, 
whether  it  be  polTible  for  any  Alcali  to  re- 
main long  in  the  Air,  without  lofing  its  al- 
caline  Charaflters  5  and  whether  it  will  not  al- 
ways, by  its  meeting  with  acid  or  oily  Bo- 
dies therein,  turn  into  a  neutral  Salt,  or  a 
I  Sapo?  Whether  the  fame  does  not  happen  in 
the  Bodies  of  Plants,  or  Animals;  and  whe-  ' 
ther  hence  does  not  every  day  arife  a  great 
Quantity  of  compound  Salts,  cs?f. 

The  fccbnd  Clafs  of  faline  Menftruums  ^tt^oUttU 
DhlatiU  Alcalies^  ufually  fuppofed  to  owe  their  ^'^''j*'^'- 
dtigin  to  the  Putrifaaion,  or  Diflillation  of^'  ^^ 
yegctabte' and  animal  Bodies.——  ThePow- 
drs  and'  Properties  of  thefc  aire  much  the  fame 
as  thofe  bf  tfac^  fixed  Kind;  except  that  they

Befides^  Anacrem 
wrote,  as  we  are  told  by  Suidas^  Imvixm  that 
is,  in  the  Ionic  Dialeft,   which  is  quite  diffe- 
rent from  the  Dialeft  ufcd  by  the  Authors  of 
thefe  Odes,    *Tis  true,  continues  our  Critic, 
that  Gellitts  quotes  out  of  Anacreon  an  Ode 
contained  in  this  Coliedion.     But  from  thence 
we  can  only  infer  that  that  Ode  in  Gellm^s 
time  (that  is,  when  there  were  no  Pauw's  to 
be  found)  was  believed  to  have  been  written 
by  Anacreon^  and  inferted   among  his  other 
Compofitions,    But  is  this  any  Proof  that  Ana- 
creon  was    truly  the  Author  of  it?

Hitherto  Mr.  Pauw ;  who  however  is  (b  kind, 
a^  to  allow  every  one  the  Freedom  of  judging 
in  the  prefent  Qucftion  as  they  think  &t.

THIS  learned  Workisdividcdifitotlircc 
Parts;  thcfirft  treats  of  the  Cods,  who 

pre- 
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£  elided,  as  Guardians,  over  Che  High-ways ;  the 
:ond,  of  the  Magiftraces,  who  were  cbaraed 
with  the  Care  of  the  Roads  \  and  thethird,ofthc 
(aws  relating  to  the  Safety  of  Travellers.  Our 
Author  begins  the  firft  Part  (containing  fourteen 
Chapters)  by  explaining  the  various  religious 
and  fuperftitious  Ceremonies,  which  were  prac-  ^  J 
,         Cifed  by  the  antient  Travellers,  before  theyfet  1 

out,  on  the  Road,  and  at  their  Journey's  end. 
To  this  purpofe  he  (hews,    from  the  antienC 
Writers,  (perhaps  with  too  great  a  profufion  of 
Quotations)  that  it  was  a  conftant  Cufiom  a- 
mong  the  Greeks  and  Romans^  to  implore  t;he 
Prote&idR  of  the  Gods  at  their  fetting  out  on 
« Journey :  and  on  their  return  home  to  thank 
them,  in  a  moft  folemn  manner,,   for  having 
prefcrved  them  from  all  Dangers.     AH  thean^ 
tient  Writers  make  frequent  mention  of  Prayers, 
Vows,  Sacrifices,  f^c.  ufed  by  Kings,  Generals, 
and  whole  Armies,  on  like  occalions.    As  to 
the  fuperftitious  part  of  Mankind,   they  ufed, 
before  undertaking  a  Journey,  to  advilc  with 
Aftronomers  and  Conjurers  -,    and  caufe  their'    . 
Kativity  to  be  calculated,  in  order  to  know, 
whether  the  Journey  would  prove  happy,   or 
unhappy  ;  if  in  fcttii^  out  they  met  with  a 
Squirrel,   if  they  ftumbbd,  fneezed>  iSc.  the 
Journey  was  put  off.

Befides,  they  had  fcveral  ominous  Days,  Ott 
which  they  believed  a  Journey  undertaken  would 
be  irrfallibly  attended  with  fomc  great  Misfor- 
tune. Such  were  among  the  Romans  all  Satur- 
i  *  days,  and  others,  on  which  they  had  received 
any  memorable  Defeat.  To  thefe  Days  alludes 
Ovid  in  the  following  Verfes  {Remed.  Amor^ 
vf.219.)

,  The  Epithet  peregrinus  Ihcws,  that  the  JRa^ 
mans  borrowed  the  Cuftom  of  not  travelling  on 
Saturdays  of  xhtjews  ;  which  is  alfo  confirmed 
by  TertuUian  *,  who  tells  us,  that  the  Romans^ 
I  fejti  Diei  Sabbatba^  Judaico  more^  &  diem  Saturni 
otio  iS  viSfui  decernehant.  Among  other  Tupcr- 
ftitious  Cuftoms  ufed  by  the  Antients,  our  Au* 
thor  mentions  that  of  fprinkling  themfel  ves  with 
luftrifical  Water  in  going  out  of  their  Houfes»  . 
and  entring  the  Temples,  To  this  Water  they 
afcrlbed  the  fame  Virtue,  which  the  Roman  Ca^ 
tbolies  (their  Apes)  afcribe  to  their  Holy  Water. 
We  may  juftly  reproach  them  both  with  the 
Words  of  Ovid'y

In  the  fecpnd  Chapter  our  Author  treats  of 
die  Statues,  Altars,  Temples,  Columns,  6f^* 
which  were  erefted  on  the  High-ways,  in  the 
Streets,   over  the  Gates  of  the  Cities,  on  the 

Bridges,' 

♦  Ttrtull.  Lib.  I .  ad  Nar .  C.  1 3 ,  8t  in  Af^hg.  C.  *  6. 
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Bridges,  by  the  Sea-fide,  Cff^-.  in  order  to  put 
,thc  Travellers  in  tnind  of  the  Gods,  under  whofe 
Protcftion  they  travelled.  The  vaft  number  of 
the  Statues  made  Pelronius  fay,  that  the  Coun- 
try was  fo  crouded  with  Gods,  that  itwaseafier 
to  meet  with  a  God,  than  a  Man,  Uiique  noftra 
regio  tarn  prtefenttbus  plena  eft  Numinibus,  utfa- 
cilius  pjjis  Deum^  quam  bominem  invenire.  It 
was  the  Cuftom  of  Travellers,  in  going  out,  or 
coming  into  any  City,  to  kifs  the  Hands  of  the 
tutelar  Gods.  To  this  Cuftom  allude  the  fol- 
lowing Verfes  of  Lucretius :

Akiatus  miftakes  widely  the  Senfe  of  this  Paf- 
fage,  taking  Lucretius  to  fpeak  here,  not  of  the 
Statues  of  the  Gods,  but  of  the  rich  and  power- 
ful Men  of  Rome  ;  who,  fays  he,  in  order  i6 
avoid  the  Trouble  of  giving  Audience  cViCry 
Morning,  to  their  Clients,  caufed  their  Statues  to 
be  iex,  up  before  the  Gates  of  their  Houfes,  and 
obliged  the  Clients  to  make  their  Compliments, 
and  pay  their  Refpcdls  to  them,  inftead  of  pay- 
ing tliem  to  the  Patrons  themfelves.  Had  there 
been  any  fuch  Cuftom  among  the  Romans^  ic

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wouki  infallibly  have  been  mentioned  by  ibme 
Writer  or  other :  but  the  general  Silence  of 
Authors,  in  this  Particular,  is  a  fufficient 
Confutation  of  what  Alciaius  is  pleafed  to  ad- 
vance. Mr.  Creech  thinks,  diat  the  Ceremony 
of  kiffii^  the  Statues  of  the  Gods,  cannot  be 
proved  from  any  of  the  antient  Writers  \  but 
is  greatly  miftaken  :  for  7ii//y  mentions  it  in 
exprefs  Terms,  and  takes  notice  of  a  Statue  of 
Hercules  in  the  City  of  Agrigentum  (now  Girgentt) 
in  Sieil'j^  whofe  Mouth  and  Chin  were,  in  fome 
meafure,  worn  out  with  the  Kifles  of  the  Vo- 
taries: cujus  riSum^  fays  he,ar  mentumpauh  aUri^ 
iius^  quod  in  precibus  &f  gratulationibus  nonfolunt 
id  veneraru  verumetiam  osculari  JblebafU^. 
The  third  and  fourth  Chapters  treat  of  the 
Gods  who  prelided  over  the  Ways  anK>ng  die 
Egyptians f  Jews^  Syrians^  Chaldeans^  jirabians 
aiS  Per/tans.  Among  the  Egyptians^  prefided 
-  over  the  High-ways  Ofiris  SLnoIfis ;  among  the 
Syriansy  Jftarte  ;  the  Seraphim  among  the  Chal- 
deans i  the  Stars  among  the  Arabians ;  and  the  , 
Sun  and  Moon  among  the  Perfians.  As  to  the 
JewSi  they  ufed  to  worlhip,  when  they  fell  into 
Idolatry,  the  Gods  of  the  neighbouring  Nations. 
The;  northern  Nations  worfhipped  the  Sun  and 
Moon,  dircjfting  their  Prayers  to  them,  before 
they  undertook,  a  Journey.  The  Moon  how* 
ever  was  their; chief  Divinity:  and  this, is  the 
reafon,  why  the  antient  Germans  counted  Time 
by  Nights,  and  not  by  Days,  as  other  Nadon$ 
did  i  which  way  of  reckoning  is  ftill  kept  up 
among  us  •,  for  we  fty,  this  Day  fe* nighty  thisDa^ 
fortnight^  wherein  We  differ  from  all  othqr  Na- 
tions,

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In  the  reriiainlng  Chapters  of  this  firftPart, 
UUr  Author  treats  of  the  particular  Gods,  that 
ifictt  W6r(hipped  by  the  Gtreek  and  Roman  Tn- 
vell^r^  5  of  their  various  Names  and  Titles  ;  of 
Ihlft  Mafincf  and  Ceremonies  of  their  Worihip, 
IWd  the  Favours  each  of  them  was  believed  to 
beftoMr  upon  his  Votaries.  He  obferves,  that 
tlkeRf^MSj  9ts  vftll  as  the  Egyptians f  paid  wor* 
fti^,  ^fefted  Temples,  and  confecrated  Altars; 
ilbt  only  to  the  Gods,  at  whofe  hands  they  cx- 
pt6it6  Favourt ;  but  to  thofe  likewife,  who 
had  no  other  power  but  that  df  doing  mifchief. 
l^ilce  we  read  of  Temples  and  Altars  raifed  in 
honour  of  the  Goddefs  Fever^  of  dontumely^ 
IrhpndeHc^j  IH-luck^  &c.  Among  die  Infcrip- 
fk^s^f  Oruter  one  begins  thus  •,  Fe  b  r  i  Di  Vi£« 
&A'NCTA£,  Maon AB,  f^c *.  Prudcntius counts 
Ihe  hcb-  among  thdfe  antient  Goddefifes  ;  and 
<d*i  tliat  this  loathfome  Deity  hadherChapcb 
HM  Altars  :  his  SVdrds  art,

The  ignorant  Vulgar  truly  believed,  that  the 
Gods  inhabited  the  Temples  and  Statues  which 
were  eretflied  to  them  ;  but  fuch  as  had  the  leail 
Tinfture^of  Learning,  laughed  at  their  Simpli- 
cityy  and)  turned  into  rididule  t!he  Gods  they 
adored.  *.Horacei  it^  the  eighth  Satyr  of  thio 
firft'Bdok  vf.  i.  faitroduees  a  wooden  Priapusj 
criling  how  hcrcaihe  to  be  a  God.  I  w^  for- 
merly,  &y4  he^  the  Stump  oP  a  Fig-tree,  and 
«*ufelrfsPicceofWoOd5  but  the  Workitttt, 
after  liaviAgbe^n  for  fonie  ti(tid  in  fuf^nfe^wbe- 
ther  he  (hould  make  a  Stool  or  a  Godof  me^  de* 
lltf mined  at  laft  that  I  fhould  be  a  God :  hence  a

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God  I  am,  a  God  who  is  the  Terror  of  Birds 

and  Thieves.

thor  obferves  here,  that  to  the  Gods  of  the  An* 

ti'ents  have  fucceeded  the  Roman  Catholic  SMntsi . 

to  Dianai    the  Virgin  Mars  5    to  Hercules^  S. 

Cbriftopher  5  to  MeKcury^  tne  God  of  Thieves^. 

the  penitent  Thief;  to  Cajior  and  Pollux^  the 

tutelary  Gods  pf  Sailors,.  S,  Nicholas  and  & 

^elkusy  Sec,    S.  Nicholas  well  deferved  the  Ho- 

nour  that  was  conferred  upon  htm  ;    for  being 

appointed  by  the  Pope  to  preach  the  Gofpel  to 

the  'Mufcovites^     he    failed    (if  we;   belifve 
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his  Legend)  from  Rami  to  Mufiavy  on  a  Mill- 
ftone.  Cardinal  Baronius  *  owns,  that  moft 
part  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Ceremonies  have  been 
borrowed  from  the  Gentiles  ;  but  adds,  that  as 
the  primitive  Chriftians  thought  it  no  Crime  to 
convert  the  Temples  of  the  G^«/i/<fjmtoChriftian 
Churches  ;  fo  they  are  not  to  be  blamed  for 
having  maintained  the  fame  Ceremonies,  fince 
they  have  fanAified  them  by  changingxheir  Ob- 
jeft.  If  the  primitive  Chriftians  thought  fit  to 
keep  fome  Rites  of  the  Gentiles^   in  order  to 

tiin  them  over,  with  more  eafe,  to  the  Chriftian 
eligion  ;  yet  theiy  never  kneeled  down  before 
Images,  nor  offered  Incenfe,  or  addrefled  their 
Prayers  to  Stocks  and  Stones,  as  the  RDtnoH  Ca--' 
t holies  do  now-a-day s.  Tbens  are  feveral  Edifts 
of  the  firft  Chriftian  Emperors  forbidding  the 
kneeling  down*  or  burning  of  Incenfe  &fore 
any  Imag^  or  Statue  whatfoeven  And  the  Fa- 
tho-s,  nzmely  Gre^orvzndJthanafiuSy  often  put 
the  Chriftians  in  mmd,  that  the  Images  of  Saints 
are  not  to  be  worfhipped,  being  allowed  in 
the  Churches  only  a$  Ornaments ;  and  their  Ac- 
tions painted  on  the  Walls,  that  they  may  ferve 
inftead  of  Books  to  fuch  as  cannot  read,  and  ftir 
them  up  to  follow  their  Examples.  Were  Gre- 
gorjy  Athanafms^  and  the  other  Fathers,  who 
were  for  embellifhing  the  Walls  of  Churches 
with  the  Images  of  Saints,  to  return  from  the 
dead,  and  fee  the  foandalous  Abufes,  and  ido- 
latrous Worfhip,  which,  by  degrees,  have  been 
introduced,  and  are  entirely  owing  to  fuchuie- 
lefspmaments;  they  would,  ho  doubt,  be  of  a 
different  mind,  and  the  firft  to  poll  down,  and 
ccmfume  in  the  Flames,  all  Ims^es  of  Saints. 

Our 
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Our  Author  begins  the  fecond  Part,  by  fhew- 
ing,  that  in  antient  Times  the  Kings,  Brinces^ 
and  well-regulated  Connmon-wealths,    had  no- 
thing, after  Religion,  fo  much  at  heart,  as  to 
render  the  High-ways  both  fafe  and  agreeable 
to  Travellers.    Semiramis  is  {nd  to  have  been 
the  Hrfl:  that  took  particular  care  of  the  High- 
ways ;  and  the  Carthaginians  tht  fy&  that  paved 
them.    Diadorus  Stculus  *  mentions  a  Bridge  fix 
hundred  and  twenty  five  Feet  lor^,  and  diirty 
broad,  built  by  Semiramis  over  the  Eupbrate^^ 
fpr  the  Conveniency  of  Travellers';  and  adds  i-^ 
that  the  famous  Obelific,^  which  was  counted  a- 
mong  the  fcven  Wonders  of  the  World,  was 
erefted  by  her  as  an  Ornament  to  a  Road  Ihe 
had  made.    Xtrxes^  if  we  give  credit  to  the 
Greek  Hiftorians,  levelled  Mountains,  filled  up 
Valleys,  and  laid  Brieves  over  Arms  of  the  Sea» 
t9  fiiorten,   and  render  more  convenient  the 
publick  Roads.    The  Lacedmonians  deemed  k 
fo  honourable  a  thing,  to  be  charged  with  the 
Care  of  the  High-^roads,  that  they  allowed  no 
body,  excepting  their  K&igf,  to  meddle  with 
them  ||.    At  Atbensy  none  but  Men  of  the  firft 
Rank  were  employM  to  look  after  the  Roads,    , 
provide  the  City  with  Water,    and  caufe  die    . 
Streets  to  be  kept  clean.     'K^n^Sokmon  took 
particular  Care,  z:&Jofepbu$  acquaints  us$,  of 
the  High-ways }   for  he  caufed  all  the  Roads 
leading  to  Hierufaiem^  to  be  paved  with  a  beau* 
tiful  bhck  Stone,  and  Chariots  to  be  kept  always 
ready,  in  the  Cities  thatftoodxm  the  Road,  for 
the  greater  ConvenieQce  of  Travellers,  &r. 

In  the  fecond  and  ^rd  Chapters  our  Author 
treatsof  the  Magiftratfis  who  were  charged  with 

D4  a  the 
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the  Care  of  the  High  ways,  and  Streets  among 
■  the  Romans.  It  was  the  Office  of  the  Cenfors 
to  keep  the  High*ways  in  good  repair  ;  and  of 
the  jEdiles  Curulestolook  after  the  Streets.  The 
Author  ftiews  here,  hqw  punctual  and  exa& 
thcfe  two  Magiftratcs  were  in  the  Difcharge  of 
their  Duty.  In  the  fourth  Chapter  he  fets  forth 
the  Magnificence  of  the  Romans^  Which  in  no 
other  thing  appeared  greater,  than  in  the  vaft 
Expcnces  they  were  at  to  render  the  High-ways 
hoth  convenient  and  agreeable.  All  the  publick 
Roads  were  drawn  in  a  ftrait  Line^  and  moft 
beautifully  paved  with  a  Iquare  Stone.  In  Italy 
they  were  but  thirty  feet  broad,  having  been 
made  before  Chariots  were  much  in  ufcj  but  in 
the  Provinces,  for  the  moft  part,  three  tinjes 
broader.  They  were  .paved  wkb  fuch  Art;  and 
the  Stones  fo  clofely  joined  together,  that  to  this 
day,  that  is,  after  two  thoufand  Years,  infome 
Places,  there  is  fcarce  room  between  thern  fof , 
the.Edge  of  a  Knife.  Under  the  Pavement  the 
Earth  was  dug  up;  as  the  Antiquaries  have  ob- 
ferved,  and  its  room  filled  up  with  Gravel,  to 
an  extraordinary  depth.  This  is  what  *  Statins 
infihuates  in  the  following  Vcrfes  on  the  D«- 
tnUian  Way :

This  Law 
was  very  neceflary  at  Rome^  where  the  Men  of 
Diftindion  mamtained  fuch  vaft  Numbers  of 
wild  Beafb  for  the  publick  Sports.  Scaurus^  in 
hUiEdilfhip,  brought  mto  the  Theatre  an  hun- 
dred and  fifty  Leopards ;  Pompey  five  hundred 
and  twenty  *  \  DomUim  jtbenobarbus  an  hun- 
dred Bears  of  NumiJia  f ;  Nafica  and  Lentulus 
forty  Bears»  and  as  many  Elephants  t*  In  the 
Reign  of  the  Emperor  Trajan^  foretimes  a 
Thoufand,  and  fomedmes  ten  Thou&nd  wild 
Bafts,  if  we  believe  IXo  Caffhu,  were  killdl 
in  the  Circus  on  one  Day.  Petronius  elegantly 
defcribes  what  pams  the  Romans  took  to  catch, 
and  bring  fo  many  wild  Beafts  to  Rome.

About  this  time  tjie  Arts  and  Sgleiices  being 
r^viv'd  in  lialy^  and  the  Gout  foj  thepa  cpnti- 
niiaUy  prevailinjg,  .many  Societies  and  Acade? 
mies  of  learned  Men  wcre  inftituted.  In  thefe 
Academies  they  afted  the  regular  pipcc^s  that 
lyere  compofed  for  the  theatre,  for  thetr  owa 
Amufement,  and  to  try  to  reform  the  Tafte  of 
the  Age.  But  thpfe  that  made  the  Stage,  their 
Ptofeffioa,  continued  In  their  old  way^kopw-

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Milan  ;  from  thence  came  thofe  monftrous  Pro^ 
duAiom  of  Tragick  Opera* s^  TragMomical  O- 
pera*s^  &c.  Which,  together  with  the  Tranfla- 
tions  of  the  Spanifly  Tragi-comedies,  entirely 
corrupted,  and  ddkced  the  Beauty  of  the  Itdian 
Stage. 

.  The  fpeaking  different  Dialefts  on  the  Sta^e, 
yn%  firit  introduced  (our  Author  thinks)  by 
iSvamr/^,  who  died  in  the  Year  1542  \  there  bc-^ 
irig  no  account  of  it  before,  and  its  being  in  ufe 
fo  much  foon  after;  as  appears  by  ^be  Theatre 
oi^Flaminio  Scalaj  which  he  publifhed  in  the 
Year  161 1.  It  was,  no  doubt,  weil  imaginM  to 
catch  the  Populace,  who  applauded  with  a  fort 
of  Emiilation,  whatever  was  fpoke  on  the  Stage, 
in  the  Dialefl:  of  the  Country  they  belonged  to, 
infomuch,  that  there  was  hardly  a  Province  of 
Italy  botfurnlQied  its  refpedlive  Mafqueor  Cha-r 
rafter  for  the  Stage,  Hence  the  ^Pantaloon  of 
Venice^  the  Selirame  of  Milanyihe'^DdSloro? 
Beuhgnef '  the  Scaramouch  and  Pollichmilo  of 
Naples^  the  Giangurgolo  of  Calabria^  the  Harlan 
fuw  and  Scapin  of  Bergama,  &c.  befides  others 
introduc*d  by.  the  Spaniards^  who  alfo  fpoke 
their  Language  on  the  Stage.  Our  Author  at 
the.  End  of  his  Book  has  given  Copper-plates 
reprcfenring  the  Drefs  of  thefefeveral  Mafques^ 

^  together  with  Explications  of  their  feverai  Cha- 

racters and  the  Parts  trhey  a6led.  It  is  r^niark-* 
abkythat  during  moft  of  the  feventetnthCentury, 
when  the  Theatrical  Pieces  were  fo  tnifcrably 
bad,  there  were  hardly  ever  better  Aftors  on  tha 
UalianStzge  ;  infbmuch,  that  tbcyiriade  thern^ 
felves  be  taken,  notice  of,  and  encouraged  by 
the  grcateft  Men  of  the  Age>  as  iwixXIII,^ 
of  France f  and  others.

'  Hitlifcrto  we  have  feen  the  Italian  Stage  en- 
tirely corru|)ted,  as  to-  Tafte  arid  RegWarity  .

ther,  that  when  he  fir^  began  16  prafiHfe  that; 
Profeffibn,  about  the '  Year  *  1 690;  not  only ' 
good  Tragedies  and  Comedies/  bijt  good  Aftion  • 
waiS'fo  rare  a  thing,'  that  there  were  few  tole-- 
rable  Comedians  at  that  time  \hltaly'%  that!, 
they  were  neccffltated  to  find  thcif  Harlequins;^ 
and  principal  Mafques  among  the  comtnon- 
ftrolitig  Rope-dancers:  fo  that  the  *  Stage  wasi"

Things  were  in-  thi^  State  when; 'the  Sieur 
Riccohoni^  at  twenty- two  years  of  agej' put  him- 
fe4f  at  the  Head  of  a  Company;  and  apply 'd, 
with  all  his'inight,  to  the  Reformation  of  the 
Stage,  by  prdfenting  firft  Tranflarions  of  thc- 
beft  French^  and  reviving  fome  of  the  old  It alioft 
Tragedies  :  arid  lieing animated  by  Siiccefs,  h6^ 
attempted  the  Revival  of  good  Corned^  alfo,- 
'  ifi  Which  he  proceeded  after  the  fame  tnanner^* 
giving  firft  Tririflations  from  thfe  Frepcby  which ' 
fucceeded  tolerably  well,  as  did  alfo  a  -Comedy' 
of  his  own  compofing,  callM,  The  Jealous  ^0-* 
tnan.^  But  when  he  attempted  to  revive  the  old 
Jfdlidn  Comedies,    and  had  pitch'd  upon  the 
Sedaftica  of  Jriiftd  for  the  firft  trials  HeTuccecd-?

through  four  Aiftsj  he'  was  dbliged  tb  let  tall

it*    The  Gr<ik  Poets  bad  a  double  Defigp«  viz. 
The  Correftioo .  of  the  Paffions,  which  is  the 
immediate  aad  natural  Tendency  of  Tragedy> 
and  the  Inftru^Uop  of  the  Senates  and  Princes 
lUKler  whom  they  Itv^d.    He  inftances  in  the 
Palamsdii  of  EuripiJes^  in  which  the  Poet  (be- 
fides  the  Perfecution  oWlyJfes.  againft  Palamdesy 
inceoded  to  make  the  j^btnia^s  ieniiUe  of  ^e 
Ii^ufticc  of   their  Sentence   againft    Socraieu 
Arijlatle  ('tU'true)  affigns  no  other  ^nd  of  Tra- 
gedy b^C  the  Correction  of  the  PafBons ;  but 
that  is  not  to  be  wonder'd  at :  foi  befides  chat 
the  Poet9  were  at  a  great  cieal  of  pains  to  couch 
their  Precepts,  (it  being  found  fo^beda^erous 
HV  all  iVges.  and  Countries  to  fhow  an  Inclination 
tateax:hour  Betters)  his  Situation' obliged  him 
to  approve,  at  leaft  not  to  blame  the  Condud 
of  his  Pt^pil  Ji^snder  the  Great.  ^  W  hich  was  di- 
re^ly  contrary  to  the  Moral  of  the  Greefc  Tra- 
gedies, which  were  moftly  calculated  to  fhow 
the  baijEffcdts  of  Tyranny  and  Ambition-,  and 
therefore  diaf:  Moral  was^^cpt  proper. to  be  ex- 
plained w^ ;  infifted  on;  by  Arifiatk. .  •

^fonagcs  both  ufelefs  aad  impertinent  very  oftea 
on  the  Stage,  and  whi^H  fe^m  alfi>  to  op  bor- 
ro^edfrpmRprpance;  ih^ich  i^iKn'^ht  ajid 
the  Squire  gave  the  hint  of  the  FfiDcipal  and 
Confidant  on  the  Stage.  M.  R^ffeaUj]  in  Ul 
Letter  to  our  Author  (whicb  is  prefixed  to  th^ 
fecpnd  .Volume) -thinks  this  RcfkiSiioit' a  little 
tooieyere,  and  puts  him  in  mind  that  ^Confi* 
dants  are,  frequently  vciry  conveniently  brcMght

The  next  thing  to  be  cciofiderM  under  tjxis. 
Head,  13  the  Governm^t  of  the  Pirovinccs. 
The  whole  Perjian  Eaipirc  was  divided  into  a 
hundred  and  twenty  Provin.ccs»  governed  hy  Of- 
ficers caird  Satrapa,  and  chofe  kom  amwag  the; 
rnoftconflderable  Perlbn$  in  the  Empire  :  th<ey 
had  a  conflderable  Provifion  aHow'd  thgnOk  for 
fupporting  the  Dignity  of  their  Character,  and, 
their  Courts  in  their  reip^ve  Provinces  wasi 
juft  the  King's  in  miniature.  All  Perfons  within 
their  Province  were  fabjeft  to  their  Jurifdiftioa, 

*  except  the  Governours  ofForts,  Officers  of  the 
Army,  and  the  like,  who  depended  immediately 
on  the  Kmg  i  aad  were  fo  man  j  Spies  and  Cenfbrs 
of  the  Behaviour  of  the  Satrapy.  Thcfe  Satram 
gave  an  account  of  their  Ad^iiiniftration  tQ  tne 
three  Sup?rintendants,  wh9  were  placed  over 
them,and  they  ^gain  to  the  Kijig,  For  the  more 
convenient.  Commerce  of  one  part  of  the  Empire 
with  the  other*  ^ivJ  of  the  whole  with  the  Court, 
there  were  Pofts  or  Couriers  appointed  ('tis  fa  id 
firft  by  Cyrtfs)  at  proper  diftances,  who  rode 
Pay  and  Night,  carrying  Letters  and  Difpatches 
from  and  to  the  Court,'  thro*  the  whole  Em- 
pire, The  Superintcndant  of  thcfe  Couriers, 
or  the  Poft-mafter  General,  was  fo  confiderable 
an  OfSce,  that  Darius  Cpdomanus^  before  he 
wa»  King,  did  not  think  it  below  him.    The 

.King  frequently,  ^either  in  Perfon  or  by  a  Com- 
mi&k>ner»  vifucd  all  the  Provinces  in  his  Do- 
iliinions,  and  infpeQed  not  only  the  Militia, 
the  Adminiftration  of  Jufticc,  thq  Finances,^ 
Trade,  £5?^.  but  alfo  the  Culture  of  the  Lands, 
the  Condition  of  Cities,  and  publick  Buildings, 
—  B  h  4  •  High. 
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HttKh-ways^  Bridget  Forefts,  Inclofures  -•  and 
ttiCDOi%  every  i^^ng  belonging  cither  to  the 
ponveniency  or  BeiaMty  of  Che  voMintry. 

l*he  Revenues  qf  the  Kings  of  Ferfia  (which 
were  vaftly  great)  confifted  partly  P^  Money, 
and  partly  of  Grain,  Catt|e,  and  the  like,  as 
the  fevcral.  Provinces  cou|d  bcft  afford  ;  and 
were  laid  up  in  Places  built  for  the  porpofe  in 
Ibme  of  the  chief  Cities,  as  5«/a,  Damafcus^  iffc. 
Such  a  Place  they  caird  iGaza.   The  Queen  had 
the  Revenue  of  certain  Cantons,  aflign'd  her 
for  her  Wardrobe,  which^  were  call'd  by  the 
Kaq:ie  of  the  particular  thing  for  which  they 
were  appointed ;  as  the  Qucen-s  Girdle,  the 
Feil:   In  like  manner,  the  King  gratified  his  Fa- 
vourites,  by  affigning  them  t&  Revenues  of 
ceruin  Lands  or  C^tieisu 
Wkr.        2.  Our  Hiftorian  next  proceeds  to  the  mili- 
tary Government  of  the  Eaftem  Natbns.    And 
here  hepbferves^  that  the  yj^mi  were  naturally 
a  brave  and  warlike  people,  but  werefoften'a 
and  enervated  by  Voluptubiifneis  andXuxury^ 
except  the  Verfians  (to  whom  what  he  fays  on 
theSubjeft  of  \^ar  is  chiefly  to  be  referr*'d)before 
the  time  of  Cyrus^  for  afterwards  they  became 
like  the  reft.    The  Perfians^  by  proper  Exet* 
cifes,  were  train -d  up  for  Soldiery  froni  their  In«- 
fancy  ^  they  lifted  at  the  age  of  twenty^  and  it 
was  accounted   an  unpardonable  Crime  not  to 
inlift  themfelves  at  the  time  prefcribed :  they 
ferv*d  till  fifty,  after  which  none  were  obliged 
to  go  to  the  Wars, 

The  ufual  Arms  of  the  Ptfr/«»J  were,  a  Sabre 
or  Cimiter,  a  Dagger  that  hung  at  their  Belt  on 
the  right  fide,  a  Javelin  pointed  with  Iron,  the 
Bow  and  Arrow,  and  the  Slin^,  for  offenfive 
"Vy^eapons ;  and  for  defenfive,  bcfides  Shields  and 

Helmets^ 


rttlmets,  they  yrorc  Cuirafles,  Braflcts,  and 
Cfuiflies.  Tlie  Horfestoo,  for  the  moft  partj 
had  their  Foreheads,  Breafts  ancJ  Flanks  arra*a. 
With  Brafsi  thc&y[tvtdM  Epi  Caiaphr^Sfiy  or 
barbed  Horfes.  It  is  well  knoy^n  how  much 
armM  Chariots  ^ere  in  v<^ue  in  the  Eafterq 
Countries,  both  before  and  after  Cyrw,  (who 
cnach  imprpv'd  them ;)  tbo*  in  later  times  there 
were  fo  many  way?  contrived  to  render  then^ 
ufelefsy  that  at  laft  they  were  entirely  laid  afide. 

Nothing  could  exceed  the  Order  and  Difci-r 
plinc  of  the  Per/ian  T^xx)ps'  under  Cyrus,    In 
Peace  all  means  were  ufed  to  preferve  their 
iV^ivity  and  Courage^  as  hard  ^^ercife,  Mock* 
fighting,  fcfr.   Whenever  they  marcK'd,  they 
obferv'd  the  fan^e  Order  a«  i^  toe  Day  of  Battle, 
and  never  encamp'd,  tho-  it  wefe  but  a  Night, 
but  they  ifurroupded  the  Camp  with,  a  Trench,. 
Their  Order  oJf  Qattje  was  thus  -,   they  place4 
the  Infantry  in  the  Center,  and  die  Cavalry  on 
the  two  Wings,  in  feveral  Lines,  that  the  one v 
rftight  fupport  the  other :  the  firft  confifted  oi 
the  heavy-armM  Foot,  twelve  Men  deep ;  tHc; 
fecond  of  Pikenien  j   the  third  of  the  Archers, 
iiitermix*d  with  Slingers  i  the  Iburt))  Lme  was 
like  the  firft,and  f^rvM  for  a  Rear-Guards  behind 
all  were  plac'd  rolling  Towers,  drawn  by  Qxen, 
containbg  each  tiycnty  Men:  thefc  Towers 
ffcrv'd  to  retard  the  Enemy  till  the  Army  rallied, 
in  cafe  it  was  put  iqtq  diiorder.    $uch  was  the. 
Order  of  the  meittorablc  Battle  of^jmbrfa. 

It  is  plain  the  Ancients  underftood  all  the 
ftindamentaj  Rules  of  Fortification,  both  offen- 
iive  ahd  defehfive,  that  are  yet  underftoodi^ 
and  if  in  any  thing  the  Moderns  feeni  to  excel 
the  Ancients  in  this  Art,  it  is  owing  to  their 
of^  of  other  Machines,  and  not  to  a  greater 
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Skill  in  Rules  of  the  Art  *  as  would  be  eafy  Co 
Aow  from  their  manner  both  of  attacking  and 
dbicnding.Places,  (were  there  room  for  it  here,) 
The  Bifliop  of  Meaux  dbferycs,  that  after  the 
Reign  of  Cyrus  the  exaft  IXfcipKne  that  was 
ibrmerly  among  the  Perjian  Troops,  degene- 
rated into  a  va'mOftencation,  and  profufe  Lux- 
.  ury  ;  and  inftead  of  the  former  fc  vere  Difdpline 
^  and  Frugality*  there  was  nothing  to  be  feenbut 
tumultous  Numbers,  and  as  great  Superfluity 
and  Ddicaty  in  their  Camps  as  in  their  Cities. 
Mti.        3*  It  appears,  that  the  Arts  and  Sciences  had 
not  only  their  rile,  but  made  confiderable  pro-- 
grc6  in  the  Eaft.    The  vaft  Buildings  of  all 
kfads,  as  Towers,  Crties,   Palaces,  Temples,, 
Vaults^  Bridjges,   Ramparts,  (^c   fufRciently 
fliowhowmuchtheid^f'/<i»^andP^r/?^»jfapp]y*d'  - 
themfU^es  to  Architecture ^  tho*  we  have  no  Mo- 
imniettts  left,  whereby  to  Judge  what  Degree  of 
Elegancy,  Proportion  or  Regularity  was  in  thofe 
Ifupendioos  Works  which  Hiftory  mentions. 
iMt  they  alfo  apply'd  themfcTves  to Mujick^ 
both  Vocal  and  infti^umentaf,  is  very  plain,  and 
is  indeed  a  natural  Confequence  of  their  Love 
aoftd  Study  of  Plealure  i  but  here,  as  in  Archil 
tedure,  itcaift  be  known  to  what  Degree  of 
Perfection  they  olrry^d  f hfs  Art,  fiftce  no  Spe- 
cimens of  their  Gompofitions,  in  that  kind,  are 
tranfinitoed  to  us.    The  Medicine  oftheAn- 
dents  fiems  to  have  been  little  more  than  what 
we  now  call  Botany j  or  the  Knowledge  of  Flaats 
and  their  Vfftuc*.    Hence  f^rfffy  (peaking  of 
a  Pliyfidan  who  had  been  taught  by  Jp^Ilo  mm-

The 
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Thegreat^  GeneraJs^  and  Princes  thot^ht 
it  not  below  them  to  ftudy,  and  upon  dc^ca&tr 
to  pradife  thb  Art ;  as  appears  xttm  Honter. 
Herodotus  tells  us^  it  was  a  Cuftom  among  chci 
BabyhntMS  to  eatpole  fick  People  to  ht  feen  hf 
jPaflcngcrs,  and  to  enquire  of  them,  if  they  had 
ever  been  feiz'd  with  the  like  tXieafe,  ttMi  bjr 
wlat  Method  they  had  been  cured.  The  Sttu-

Ih  the  fecond  Chapter  our  Author  fhdws,  that 
ifrc  meet  kith  very  few  helps  in  the  ancient  Phi- 
LofopherSj  and  other  Naturalifts,  for  diftinguifli- 
ing  natural  Effefts  fr6n1  fuch  as  are  not  lb,  and 
the  reaibil  of  thin.

-  Thtt  third  Chapter  fliows  the  Neccffity  there 
IS  of  diftinguiOiing,  in  efie£ts  of  a  marvellous 
nature,  the  true  from  the  falfe  ones  ;  and  how 
much  Credulity,  as  well  as  Obftinacy  interfere 
with  this  diftinguifliing  Faculty.  This  Chapter, 
with  the  fourth,  fifth  and  fixth,  contain  a  great 
numt>er  of  celebrated  Fidions,  ancient  and  mo- 
dern, of  a  very  curious  nature,  which  were 
look'd  upon  as  Truths ;  of  which,  for  want  of 
room,  we  can  only  give  the  following.

and  among  the  reft  by  ♦  Tertutlian^  who 
has  thde  Words  ;  Salmacis:^  qua  mafculos  mallei, 
(facit)  u  e.  Salmacis^  ivbicb  makes  Men  foft  and 
ivomanifl?.  Biic  Vitruvius  explains  this  Fidlion 
thus.  The  Inhabitants  of  the  Mountains,  came 
down  td  ,ihe  Fountaih  of  Salmacis  in  order  td 
dweli  i^ith  the  Greeks  5  and  the  latter  being  a 
jx>lite  and  civil  izM  People,  foftned  the  rough 
and  unpolifhM  Manners  of  thofe  Mountaineers; 
The  Pbaftixy  has  been  treated  of  by  a  great 
humber  of  vefaerable  Authors  as  a  real  Bird,  ana 
among  the  reft  by  Herodotus  who  firft  mcri- 
tioned  it,  and  dcfcribes  it  as  follov^s :  f  **  I  ne^ 
**  ver,  fays  he,  fai^  it  but  in  Painting,  and  iri- 
**  deed  'tis  ndt  often  fecn  in  Egypt.  The  HelU 
^^  ofoliians  fay,  that  he  comes  thither  cvei^ 
.  ♦•five  hundred  Tf^cars,  at  the  Death  of  hil 
**  Parent :  In  cafe  be  rcfembles  the  Painting  I 
*^  faw^  he  is  about  the  bignefs  of  an  Eagle« 
^'  and  his  Feathers  of  a  gold  Colour  intermixed 
*^  with  r^.  Several  improbable  Particulars  ait 
^  related  of  this  Bird,  fuch  as,  that  when,  ht 
•*  conies  from  Arahii  into  the  Temple  of  the 
^*  Sun,  he  brings  his  Parent  Into  it,  cnwrapp^^l 
**  ill  Myrrh,  and  buries  him  in  that  Temples 
'<  that  he  makes  the  Vehicle  as  follows  :  He 
*'  firft  works  up  a  quantity  of  Myrrh  iiito  cbd 
*♦  fliftpe  of  an  Egg,  and  as  heavv  as  he  oaii  ca^ry^ 
«'  and  then  fnakes  a  Trial  with  it  \  %hich  being 
^*  d^one,  hefcoops  or  hollow^  iti  and  lays  hb  ¥z^ 
^^  roicth^reicu.and^hen  makes  theMafsjoft  as 
^}  beai^y  aa  it  wats  :at  ficft  i  ahd  this  being  donc^be 
\^  fliiils  df  cavers  it  with  Myrrh,  and  carnes* it 
**  ioro  the  Temple  of  the  Sun  in  Egyfi.*^      '^  J 
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Our  Author  gives  us  a  Dcfcription  of  this 
6ird  from  Solinusi  aftd  Clemens  Jlexartdrinus ; 
atid  after  takirtg  notice  of*  fcveral  ancient  and 
inodem  Writers,  who  believ'd  the  real  exift- 
enc^  of  the  Phcenijl,  he  then  fhows  that  the 
whole  is  a  mzt^  Fiftion,  and  concludes  his  Ar- 
guments with  thefe  Words :  The  expofing  and 
refuting  a  Story  thiat  has  been  in  fuch  credit, 
ihows  how  far  the  Credulity  of  Perfoni  of  the 
greateft  Genius  and  Learning  will  fometimesgo  5 
the  furpriflng  Progrefs  which  a  Fiftion^  related 
^t  firft  by  one  Writer  only,  will  make  j  and  on 
*  what  occafions,  we  ought  to  look  upon  Incit 
dents  as  falfe,  tho*  they  have  not  6nl)  the  Sanftion 
of  common  F^ame,  but  the  Teftimony  of  Au*. 
thors  of  reputed  Veracity. 

He  afterwards  relates  fome  idle  Whimfies 
of  VanderheSle^  fuch  as  ;  that  thofe  who  pre- 
fervc  the  Afhes  of  their  Forefathers,  may  raife 
Spcftrcs  of  Phantoms  in  the  fame  Form  and 
Shape  they  appear'd  in  when  living :  and  that  the 
Apparitions  (as  he  tells  us)  which  are  fometime^ 
feen  in  Churchyards,  may  iflue  in  a  natural  way 
from  the  Bodies  buried  in  them.  This  Vander- 
iiile  had  formM  a  Syfteifi  of  Phyficks,  which 
was  founded  01)  what  he  calls  the  Ideaffeminal^s^ 
on  feminat  Ideas ;  and  by  thefe  he  f)recends  to 
account  for  the  manner  of  the  Rcfttrre6Uon  at 
xhc  laft  Day.

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procally,  by  each  having  a  Sea-Compals  along 
with  hirtij  on  which  the  twenty-four  Letters  of- 
the  Alphabet  are  written  1  for  (fay  thefe  fifti- 
tious  Writers)  at  the  fame  time  that  the  Needle 
in  one  Compafs^  is  turn*d  to  a  Letter  writ  on  the 
Brim  or  Side  of  it ;  the  Needle  in  the  other 
Compafs  will  point  to  the  very  fame  Letter,  and 
cbnfequcntly  the  Perfons  thtisabfent  may  hold  a 
filentGonveffe. 

After  this  he  mentions  fevefal  fiftiddus  Talcfll^ 
which  Aulas  Gellius  tells  Us  he  had  read  in  Au-» 
thoris  of  great  repute  i  how,  that  iii  the  Coun- 
tries fituated  in  the  North,  Mcrt  were  feen  who 
are  (b  many  CjchpSr  or  had  but  one  Eye  in  their 
Forehead.  That  in  Jlbaniay  there  Were  Mea 
who  faw  better  in  the^ight  than  in  the  Day  t 
That  in  Africa  there  were  whole  Families  who& 
Voices  only  bewitchM  People ;  infomuch,  that 
if  any  of  thefe  applautfcd,  as  they  Were  going 
along,  the  Beauty  of  Trees,  the  Fniitfulrteft 
df  a  Harvefti  a  pretty  Child,  a  good  Horfe,  6fr. 
thefe  ajl  died  immediately*  without  Any  farther 
Ceremony.  That  the  bare  Glance  of  fome  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  both  Sexes  of  lllyriay  was  mor- 
tal \  and  that  in  each  Eye  of  thefe  Perfons  there 
were  two  Eye^balls.  That  fome  Indians  hzd  a 
Head  lhiip*d  almoll  like  that  of  a  Dog*  and 
barked  like  one :  that  others  were  without  either 
Neck  or  Head,  having  their  Eyes  in  their 
Shoulders:  And,  what  was  nioft wonderful,  a 
People  were  feen,  wh(^  Bodies  were  hairy; 
and  coverVl  with  Feathers  like  thoft  of  Birds  i 
and  ItvM  on  nb  other  Suflrenance  than  the  Odour 
of  Flowers.  Gen  fern  effe  cofforibks  bittis  &  aolum 
plumafaihus^  nullo  clbatu  vefimmj  fed  fp^ 
florum  naribus  bai^  vi^ttammi  fcc#  1SqC$  A(tic« 
Lib.  94  Ch.  4. 
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Wc  fliall  not  take  notice  of  the  Woman  at 
tAshon^  whofe  Eves  were  fo  piercing,  that  (he 
could  fee  citfougn  the  Earth  at  any  depths  &r. 
we  having  already  mention^  it  in  a  former 
Journal  \  nor  of  the  famous  Rabbit4Vman  of 
Godalmifij  her  Story  being  fo  frelh  in  th«  Minds 
of  all  People. 
The  learned  Father^  in  the  third  Chapter^ob-^ 
.  ferves,  that  moft  Authors  write  with  a  view  to 
their  own  Wants,  rather  than  for  Fame,  or  the 
InftruAion  of  the  Publick ;  Fami  non  FamtB^  as 
^buanus  faySk  The  Aim  of  others  is  merely  to 
difplay  thqir  Erudition,  and  to  fhow^  they 
have  collefted,  all  that  ha$,  or  can  be  faid»  on 
i^e  ^ubje£t  they  write  upon.  The  latter  are  fond 
of  appearing  very  learned  %  the  former  fwell 
their  Works  in  the  (horteft  time  poflibk,  and 
don't  allow  themfelves  leifure  to  examine  what 
thrfy  advance.  Both  tranfmit  to  pofteritv  ^ 
great  number  of  Untruths,  but  which  are  amr* 
wards  lookM  upon  a&  fupported  by  a  kjnd  of 
general  Confent.  Hence  it  is  that  People  are 
lb  wt  to  give  credit  to  Fidions. 

*Ti9  an  unhappy  Circumftange,that  we  fhbuld 
jbe  ckXvf^  to  fiju)ea  the  Veracity  of  Compil^^ 
and  even  of  Hiitorian^  of  Reputation  and  Fi* 
gure !  And  yet  nbrhing  cap  be  more  nece0a^ 
than  tills  diftruft,  if  we  may  belipvethe  graveft 
Authors. 

J9l»^«iJ^'^iyilookM  upon  all  the  Wrkefs 
who  preceded  him  a&  fabulous.  HelUtnkus^

In  the  fixth  Chapter,   our  Author  obferves. 
That  as  we  cannot  eafily  judge  of  the  Truth  or 
Falfhoodof  what  is  toW  us  coacer^ing  far-dif*- 
tant  Countries ;    we  ought  to  be  very  cautious 
^ow  wc  give  too  much  credit  to  the  relations  of 
Travellers  •,  and  that  ^twould  be  of  great  fcrvicc 
to  the  Publick,  to  prevent  -thefe  from  fpreadlng 
their  Untruths.    That  not  long  fince  the  Ina- 
preifion  of  one  of  thefe  fabulous  Travels  was 
ftopt  i  and  it  were,  fays  he,  to  be  wifli^d,  that 
all  others  m  the  fame  Caft  (hould  4«ieet  with  the 
Kke  Treatment.    He  then  pipe&nes  us  W4<4i  aik 
Extradl  or  two  from  the  Voyages  of  JohnSWuyi 
into  Mufcqvq^  Tartary^  P^fi^^  &c.  and  amdni 
other  particulars,  with  what  this  fabulous  Tra- 
veller relates  to  liave  feen  in  t4ie  Ifta^d  of  For^ 
mofa^  viz.    That  all  the  Inhabitants  'Of  the 
fouthern  part  of  that  Jfland,  have  a  'long  ^zxl 
like  that  of  an  Ox  hanging  at  their  ©acksi    "Sfe 
concludes  wit^h  faying,  ic  were  to  be  wiflb'd,  that 
the  Fi6lions  with  which  Lucai  has  in^f^rib4 
his  Travels,  had  been  exploded  •,  i>owev<^,  fays 
lie,  this  Write^f  had  no  need  of  being  critioifed .; 
for  the  Publidk  have  been  put  fo  mudi  out  6f 
conceit  with  his  Writings,  that  very  few  P«opte  . 
will  give  credit  to.fucH  Particillarsashe  has  re- 
lated with  Truth  and  Sincei^ity. 

The  Subjcftof  the  feventh  Chapter  is,  -cf'the 
Medium  we  are  to  dbfervc  botiwisen  over-great 
Credulity  and  thcvedulity ;  or  anObftinacy  to 
"believe  nothing  of  an  extraordinary  and  -won- 
derful Nature ;  togetiier  with  fomeTRefledlkms 
•on  the  manner  of  difcdvering  whether 'th^fe^- 
;traordinary  Incidents  arc  true,  withExarpplei. 
TThc  an^cr  v^hioh  is-toade  to^fuch-as^laugh  and 

I i  3  cxr 
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explode  every  thing  of  an  extraordinary  nature, 
is  as  follows.  Some  Perfons  fays  our  Author, 
will  cry,  I  never  faw  a  Prodigy,  nor  any  thin^ 
of  a  marvellous  nature:  and  after  this  laugh  at 
every  thing  that  is  related  of  this  kind.  Tq 
thefe  I  (hall  fpeak  from  Cicero  in  his  firft  Book 
deNatura  Deorum^  where  he  addreiles  Epicurus 
in  thefc  Words :  Let  us  therefore  rcjeft  what- 
ever Hiftory  relates,  and  what  we  difcover  by 
Reafon  \  let  thofe  who  live  in  inland  Countries 
not  believe  there  are  Seas,  How  narrow  are  the 
Limits  of  your  Mind  !  If  you  were  a  Native  of 
Seripbcs^  and  bad  never  travell'd  out  of  that 
Jfland,  in  which  you  had  fcen  only  Hares  and 
Foxes,  would  you  believe  there  were  fuch  Beafts 
in  the  World  as  Lions  and  Panthers,  when  thefe 
ihould  be  defcrib'd  to  you  ?  But  if  a  ^erfon 
was  to  fpes^c*co  you  ot  the  Elephant,  would 
you  alio  think  he  laugh'd  at  you  ? 

In  the  feven  remaining  Chapters,  the  Author 
eftablilhes  Principles  in  order  to  judge  whether 
an  effirft  be  nsttural,  of  ^  miraculous  or  fuper-r 
ftidous  kind.  That  'tis  not  always  poflible  to 
diftinguifli  natural  e6e£ts  from  fuch  ^  are  fuperr 
natural,  (^c.  On  this  occafion  he  gives  us  two 
Incidents  of  a  fingular  kind.  The  firft,  that 
whilft  St.  Charles  Borrotneo  was  at  Prayers,  9. 
wicked  Wretch  difcharg'd  a  Muiket  with  a  d^ 
fign  to  kill  him  ;  the  Ball  went  thro*  the  Saint's 
.  Clothes,  and  put  him  to  great  pain,  but  was  of 
no  woiie  conleouence  than  leaving  a  red  Mark 
oq  his  Skin.  The  /econd,  that  the  Marquis 
ieSit.GeniiSj  an  Officer,  who  read  the  New 
Tcftament  with  great  Devotion,  and  always 
Carried  fpme  part  of  it  in  his  Waiftcoat  Pocket, 
l)eipg  (truck  with  a  Mufket-ball  in  an  Engage- 
QKnti  th^fi^U  only  flew  into  bisFQcHet^  and 
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the  Leaves  of  the  Teftament  toithis  Baffage  in 
it:  Sbe^^toucb^d  tb€  Border  ofbii'QaTtn$nt^  and 
mmedkuly  bir  IJfue  of  Blood Jiaifcbed.  Luke  vjil, 
44- 

The  Author*s  RefleftlonE  on  thisQccafion 
are  thcfe— One  cannoc  abfolutely  determine 
whether  this  is  natural  or  the  eflfed  of  an  itti^ 
mediate  Protcftion.  Chriftians  have  always  al-. 
low*d  the  Miniftry  of  good  Angels  •,  and  as  this 
Proce&ion  cannot  be  denied  in  certain  Ca£s ; 
and  that  good  Chriftians  have  often  cxperiehc'd 
it,  tho^'inan  invifibte  manner ;  it  cohfequendy 
prevents  our  diftinguifhing  forafetimes  whether  .] 

an  effeft  be  purely  natural  or  not PoT- 

fibly   thefe  Inferences  may  not  fatisfy  all  the 
Readers  of  our  Journal.

fur*d,  thai:  ht  who  had  committed  the  Robbery^ 
could  not  fwallow  the  Bread.  This  fuperftittdtis 
Ufage  is  of  great  Antiquity,  as  Dr.  Gale  has  ob-. 
fcrv*d  in  his  Notes  on  Jamblicus.     Zara  and> 
Peucer  tell  us,  that  Thieves  were  found  out  by 
tbeMotkxi  of  an  Ax  fix'd  to  aScake  or  a  long 
Pole.    M^ny  PerfonsbaVe  made  a  trade  to  dif- 
cover  Robberies  by  an  Aftrolabc  j  and  feycral 
Pliilbibpbers  have  fancied  that  they  faw  ckarly 
Jnta the Hcafonof  this  Pl^aftice. .  Heaven,  fay. 
I  i  4  thcle. 
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lfaeie»  19  a  Book*  ia  which  a]l  things  paft,  pre^ 
fencand  to  come,  are  feen.  *T|s  de^iarM  in 
Jojkpbiis  and  Or^p^  ch^c  7^^^^  bad  read  in  the 
Tables  of  Heaven :  why  therefore  may  one  not 
read  the  worldly  Events  in  tbofe  Tables  which 
reprefent  the  Situation  of  the  heavenly  Bodies  i 
What  a  number  of  Fooleries,  fays  our  Author, 
have  been  related  by  poftel^  Flui^  Cmuliux 
i^n/!^,  and  others  ? 

in  the  fourteenth  Chapter  mention  is  madecf 
thofe  Plodders  taken  ninice  of  by  JElius  Lamm 
fridius^  who,  in  order  to  fucceed  at  the  Bar, 
vied  to  purchafe  the  NCembraoe  or  (2awl,  with 
which  Children  are  fpmetimes  bqrn.  Thi^ 
CuftdR)  became  very  common,  and  lafted  for 
feveral  Age9  ;  and  'twas  imagio'd,  that  this 
Cawl  gave  fucce0f  to  thofe  who  poffds'd  it. 

The  Author  concludes  the  firft  Qook  with 
this  Refle&ion,  viz.  Th^t  ^twould  be  of  great 
lervice  to  the  Publkkt  ^ene  Natural  Hiftttrf 
frequently  reviled,  and  th|t  Virtuoji  wou^d  endea-^ 
vour  to  confine  it  within  tHe  Bounds  of  Truth. 
TheSlubjea  is  of  thenobleft  Idnd,  alndvaftljir 
copious  \  and  were  the  Studious  to  tcace  matters 
fo  far  backwards  as  to  the  Origin  of  Fables,  the 
Search  would  be  c^Uy  curious,  inftrudsve^ 
and  entirely  new.  This  Book  contains  a  muki'-^

That  our  ingenious  Author  himfelf  is  too 
credulous  on  fefieral  occaGons,  might  be  mani^ 
fefted  in  a  great  many  particulars  ;  as  when  he 
rdates  for  genuine  the  Miracles  which  were  per-, 
form'd  by  Simeon  StylU^  in  the  fifth  Century, 
who  liv*d  forty  Years  at  the  top  of  a  Pillar  or 
Column.  This  Column,  fays  he,  was  vifited 
by  People  from  all  parts  of  the  World  ;  French^ 
linglffor  Spaniards^  Perfians^  and  Infidels  o^ 
every  Scft  refort  tp  it,  aod  ravifli'd  at  all  they 
fee»  are  immediately  converted.  Heteticks,  Ca- 
tholicks.  Monks,  Priefts,  Bifhops,  all  flock  Co 
itt  and  return  hack  overjoyed,  and  convinced 
of  the  Truth  of  the  Miracles  they  had  before 
he^tniU—  But  as  our  Author  was  an  Ecclefiaftick 
of  the  Church  oiRome^  are  we  to  wonder  at  hia 
giving  credit  (feemingly  at  leait)  to  fome  Re- 
ktions  of  this  kind  ?  > 

Our  Authcfr>  is  ftiongly  of  opinion,  that  fu« 
perftitiQUS  Prances  and  U fages  have  been  taught 
by  evil  Spirits ;  that  theft  iiave  often,  in  latter

at  the  end  of  this  Term,  an  old  Woman  dif^ 
folv'd  the  Charm,  and  by  that  means  they  ^<:r^ 
enabled  to  fulfill  their  conjugal  Devoirs, 

In  the  i;hird  Chapter  of  this  fecond  Book,  wa 
haye  a  Plan  or  Scheme  from  the  famous  Bayl^^ 
jfpr  forming  qr  drawing  up  a  Trcaciie  of  Sor- 
cery. In  the  remaining  part  of  this  Chapter, 
the  nature  and  different  kinds  of  Chance  or  flk-r 
zard  arc  explained,  £5?r.  and  among  other  par^ 
ticulars  he  has  thcfe  Reflections  upon  Lotteries. 
J  wonder,  fays  he,  that  fevcral  Ptrfons  of  good 
Senfe  fhould  condemn  Lotteries  in  geneja],merc- 
ly  becauf?  of  the  Qhance  or  Hazard  that  is  in 
them  5  as  tho*  the  Adventurers  had  recourfe  to 
Peftiny,  or  confulted  the  Will  of  the  Almighty. 
In  cafe  any  Pcrfons  have  rccourfe  to  Chance  in 
this  view,  they  certainly  commit  a  Sin,  becaufe 
of  their  erroneous  Confciences:  thefe  muft 
therefore  be  infl:ru£ked,  and  convinced  of  their 
Error,  but  then  no  confeqqence  can  be  drawn 
from  this  againft  Lotteries.  It  would,  indeed, 
be  no  difficult  matter  to  (how  many  Inconveni^ 
cncies  to  which  Lotteries  give  rife ;  andp^rtir 
cularly  to  prove,  that  they  in^me  the  thir(( 
which  Mankind  have  for  Cliches,  by  infpiring 
them  with  a  defirc  of  procuring  Wealth  .without 
]|L.abour.  But  then  we  are  not  to  afTert  that  a 
Loittery  is  evil  in  itfelf  *»  and  for  thacpurpofe 
refer  to  the  reafon  of  Chdmc  or  Hazard^  whidi 
19  ^bfolutely  a  very  bad  bne^ 
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The  Author  is  of  opinion,  that  tbOt  are 
more  Incidents  of  an  extraordinary  nature  than 
is  ufually  fuppos'd,  and  gives  us  the  fcrflowing 
as  genuine.  A  Man,  (ays  he,  thus  made  a  SpM 
for  the  killing  of  Beafts,  ashehimfdf  confettes^^ 
when  he  is  in  Liauor.  The  Fumes  6f  the  Wine 
being  evaporated,  he  declares,  chat  in  cafe  the 
Spelfis  diflblvcd,  he  muft  certainly  die.  The 
JPerfon  who  diffolvcs  the  Spell,declarestjiefaaie 
thing  at  fix  leagues  diftance ;  and  the  prdfecu^ 
tion  carried  on  in  Paris  and  in  Pacy^  leave  no 
room  to  doubt  but  that  at  the  very  Hour  the 
Spell  was  diflblv'd,  the  Wretch  that  had  made 
kji  who  was  of  a  very  vigorous  Conftitution, 
was  feiz'd  with  dreadful  Convulfions,  and  died 
in  them.-— Our  reverend  Apthor  rentes  another 
Story^  which  he  alio  declaresCo.be  genuine  ;  of 
a  young  Gentleman  who  was  bewitchM  by  a 
9iepherd  as  he  was  riding  along,  inlbmuch  that 
lUs  Horfe  would  not  go  forward,  cho*  he  whipt 
and  fpurrVi  him  for  a  long  cime  togecher :  cbit 
a^r  this  the  Tottib  was  delirious ;  fe  that  going 
up  one  day  into  hb  Room  at  his  Father's  Hbuie, 
be  imagin'd  he  faw  the  Shepherd^  and  his  two 
black  Pogs  in  it  ;  when  he  run  down  again  m 
the  greateft  terror,  and  feveral  People  returning 
to  the  Room  with  him,  he  ftill  inufted  that  he 
few  the  Shepherd,  tho'  no  body  elfe  perceived 
any  thu^ :  that  fome  Hours  after,  the  Fit  beii^ 
3gain  upon  hini,  he  lell  down,  crying  aloud; 
l9iat  the  Shepherd  was  iipon  him,  and  ailmoft 
cnifliM  him  to  death ;  upon  which  he  pulN  out 
a  fliarp-poxntcd  Knife,  in  prefence  of  feveral 
Speftators,  md  giving  five  dirufts  with  it,  k 
was  found  that  the  gqiciihe  Shepherd  had  it- 
cciv'd  five  Wounds  in  his  Face,  ( AdmiraBle  T^ 
Jhe  reft  of  the  Storyis  equally  tdii^mg,  arifi

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condudes  with  the  Recovery  of  the  Youth,  by 
the  virtae  of  Klaffes  and  Exorcifms,  and  the 
penitent  Death  of  the  Wizard. . 

fijucianother  Story  which  our  Author  after«* 
Wards  found  to  be  aipere  Impofturey  is  the  fbl* 
lowing.  One  Catherine  Dupre^  bom  near  Roan^ 
pretemiedto  haveloi!!:  her  Speech  in  169 1^  by 
a  {nrofligate  Wretch,  who  gave  her  a  Nc^e-gayi 
two  Hours  after  which,  her  Tongue  was  fudden- 
ly  ihcHrten'd,  infomuch  that  it  could  not  reach 
to  her  Teeth :  a  Tumour,  twice  the  b^ncis  of 
the  Fift  clench*d,  arole  upon  her  Breaft  1  her 
!$ody  grew  blade,  and  her  Mind  was  loft  in 
iDiftraftion.  After  feveral  Attempts  to  cui^ 
her,  ihe  was  carried  tp  the  Tomb  of  King 
James  II.  of  England  (mighty  famous  for  Mira- 
cles) in  1702.  At  her  return  from  it  thefiuft 
time,  (he  was  very  rcftlefs,  and  could  not  make 
her  CorfefTion;  She  returned  in  a  Week's  time, 
and  after  ihe  had  fpent  three-quarters  of  an  Hour

the  Vulgar,  with  the  Enumeration  of  fome  Pre- 
fefvatives,  &?r.  How  dijfHcuIt  a  matter  it  has 
been  in  all  Ages  to  undedcive  the  World  with 
rcfpcft  to  Rings,  Amulets^  and  other  fingular 
Secrets  which  have  been  ufed  in  the  healing  of 
Maladies.  Of  fuperftitious  Prefervati  ves  of  CS- 
fies,  excus'd  by  the  Uieratij  and  jtiftly  con- 
demn'd  by  the  Church  i  and  concludes  ^th  the 
account  of  feveral  fuperftitious  Ufaees,  which 
were  publickly  authorize  for  the  driving  away 
Grubs  or  Locufts  •,  for  obtsuning  Rain  i  Sr, 
Peter^s  red  Keys,  and  thofe  of  SLiluhertj  a 
Prefcrvative  againft  Madneft, 

This  (hort  account  (hows,  that  the  Reader  k 
toexpeft  a  great  number  of  curious  Particulars; 
withra  few  of  which  we  ihall  m>W  pfeletit  him. 

Theie  TaUfmans  are  little  Figures  engraved  on 
Metal,  undier  a  cer^in  Conftellationi  \  and 'tis 
no  wonder,  fays  our  Author,  ^  that  the  Sabeans^ 
the  Ckaldeansi  and-  E^piiaHs  gave  credit  to 
them,  and  were  pierffUcted  that  a  Plant,  or  a 
Fkoe  of  Metal  devoutly  prepared  under  it  <xx^ 
tain  C<yiftellation^  ^uld  preferve  from  feveral 
Mi^tunes,  andprocuire  them  very  confidenble 
Advantages.  The^caufe  of  thbwas  ow'ing  tA 
their  £iperftitious  Phyficks,  which  admitted 7j»^  ^ 
uUMncnm  alkhings.  ^  AcconJing  to  them,  the 
iiioft;powdrftiUnioifigth6fe  animated  the  celdtiat 
Bodies,  and  all  the  4kher  Genii  d^smdid  oA 
dMTe.    Hence  arofe  the  Worihip  that  was  paid 

to 
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to  the  Stars  $  hence  the  firm  Perfuafion  that  all 
thmgs  were  owing  to  their  Influence  j  and  that 
their  Protc6kion  was  to  be  implorM  in  Adverfity, 
in  order  to  be  freed  from  it. 

He  then  takes  notfice  of  a  fuperftitiouS  and 
whimlical  Praftice  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Cleone^ 
f  idicurd  hf  Seneca.    Thefe  People,  whenever  i 
Cloud  appeared  that  was  going  to  defcend  in 
Hail,  ufed  to  faerifice  Lambs ;   or  making  ian 
Incifion  in  the  Finger,  Blood  was  drawn  from 
it,  when  the  Vapour  of  it  was  faid  to  rife  as  high 
as  the  Cloud,  and  either  drove  it  at  a  diftance, 
or  quite  difpers'd  it.    To  this  Fiftioh  he  fub-' 
joins  another,  concerning  the  virtue  of  Coral  in 
removing  banic  Fears,    and  for  driving  away 
Hail  and  Thunder ;  which  how  improbable  fb« 
ever  it  may  appear,  yet  that  celebrated  Philo- 
fophtr  Fortunio  Liceih  pretended  to  account  for 
it  phyfically,  by  declaring  that  Coral  exhales  a 
hot  Vapour,  which  rifing  in  the  Air,  difperks 
whatever  may  caufe  the  Hail  or  the  Thunder. 
.    ThcEmptror  Conftotttine  allowed  by  law  of 
fuch  Practices  as  were  employ  *d  for  the  recovery 
fif  Health;    for  driving  awaV  Rain  or  Hail, 
which  might  fpoil  the  Fruits  of  the  Earth ;  be- 
caufe  thefe  were  of  advantage,  and  hurtful  to  no 
Pcrfon :  however,  this  Law  was  afterwards  rc- 
oeaPd  by  the  Emperor  X^.     Conftantius  md.de  z 
Law,  which  was  executed  fo  expreflly  and  literal- 
ly, that  f^aleniifrian  pat  an  old  Woman  to  deadly 
ifrhocur^d intermitting  Fevers  by  the  Power  of 
certain  Verfes':  and  caufed  a  yoiirig  Man  to  bb 
beheaded,  who  beii^  in  the  Bath,  put  his  Hand 
upon  a  Mairble,  aW^  repeated  feven  Letters  of 
the  Alphabet^  inorder  tocatedi^Stdtn^ch-^atb. ' 

^'We  find  by  Plifiy J  that  jf»wi^/j  were  very 
much  cried  qp  UklnS^  in  hii  time.    Thefe  were 

made 
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made  with  licde  Scones^  like  an  Emerald,  which  1  ^ 
Were  ftreakM  thro'  the  middle  with  a  ftrait  vVhits 
LiKy  for  which  reafon  thej^  were  call'd  Qr4m^ 
mafias  \  ot  with  many  Liiies^  s^id  therefore 
Ckird  Poljgrammos^  However,  all  Perfbils  o^ 
oood  Scnfe  laughed  at  thefe  tlfagts^  and  were' 
Jufkly  perfuaded,  thilt  they  could  not  produce 
or  C&&  any  thing  in  ^  natural  way.  Thofe  were 
tniniihM  from  time  to  titpe,  who  ufed  to  wear 
Amuleu  about  their  Necks  in  orckr  to  cure  itr*^ 
tian  and  ipuurtan  Agues,  Damnatifunt  &  fin  re^ 
media^  quarkims  tertianifque  coUo  annexa  fffta-- 
rmti  fays  Spdrtian :  and  feveral  Perfons  were 
fentei^d  to  die  under  Vakm  and  FaUi^iman 
(txKh  Chriftiaa  Emperbrs)  for  thaking  ufe  of 
Amulets, 

Mention  is  afterwards  made  of  the  Prtferv^ 
ipues  or  Charm  of  Cities  and  Prtrvince^.  The 
ancient  Heathens  boafted  v^y  much  their  P^ 
laduh  or  Uttle  Statues  kept  with  the  greateft 
Vencratiott,  which  were  to  preferve  Ckics  fnM 
FlrCr  The  Trojan  PMadiim  was  very  femdus ; 
however,  the  Chr^iatis  were  not  amused  by 
diefe  Images  i  and  befides,  the  Eveftc  plainly 
jttxow'd,  ;fa9t  th^y^did  not  preferve  the  Cities  (ron 
Fu'e,  but  ftood  themielves  in  need  of  huQiaii  A£^ 
liftance,.  in  order  to  prevent  their  being  ccM- 
lum'd  in  the  ]l^lame$,  as  Pirmims  Maienmi  efai^ 
ierves.  ^m^aSum  non  pr9prU$vir^s^  fdhuf- 
mono  prafidiai  $h  utrefm  gmm  loco  {Troj  and 
Bfim)  ^ipmmas  lih^4ittunu  ^  trmjhiim  ^  m

'  Marlfn  of  juries  wrote  1  Treatife  agauift'  the 
Superftitiotis  of  his  time,  viz.  in  1 566  ^  in  wliigh'^ 
among  feveral  fuperftitious  Praftices,  which  de- 
ctiy^  the  Vulgar  only,  he  explodes  othcrs^  tliat 
were  jJublickly  authorized  by  the  Clergy -and 
Magiftrates:  fuch  was  the.  following.  Infomc 
pfts.  of  the  Kingdom  of  Navarre^  the'  People, 
inr  th:e  time  of  a  Drought,  lifed  to  go'. to  the 
-Statue  of  St.  Peter  to  implore  for  Rain;  and 
iii  o^er  to  ^teVail  the  better  with  the  Saint,  Im 
Statue  wit^  always  carried  to  the  River  fide: 
Therei,  fofrie  ufed  to  cry  aloud  or  fing  j  St. 
i^Wifjr,  aflUj'  us  in  our  Wants,  andcaufe  it  jp 
i^ainohce,  twice,  thrice*  (SanSe  Petreffuccum 
J^^XV^.  1732,  Kk  mkU 
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nobis  in  hoc  Necejitate^  &c.  hoc  I,  hoc  II,  hoc  HI.} 
As  the  Statue  ufed  to  be  vaftly  filent  upon  this 
occafion,  fome  of  the  Spedators  were  fo  bold 
as  to-  call  aloud  ;  Let  the  Statue  of  the  moft 
bleffed  St.  P^^ter  be  plungM  in  the  Water.  Upon 
this  the  chief  Men  of  the  Place  would  anfwcr  ; 
that  this  was  carrying  the  matter  too  far ;  and 
that  the  Saint,  as  a  good  Paftor  and  Father, 
would  not  fail  to  Indulge  their  wiflies.  Upon 
this,  fome  were  bound  for  St.  Peter^  and  'twas 
decjaf'd,  that  it  never  failM  to  rain  within 
four  and  twenty  hours  after   this— *Tis  fur-  J 

prifing,  fays  ouf  Author^  that  the  very  fame  i 

cuftom  fhould  Jiave  prevail*d  in  fome  places 
even  in  this  age. 
The  laft:  T^l?  with  which  we  are  critcrtalnM, 
'  is,  of  the  Prefervative  againft  Rats,  introduced 
by  the  Friars  of  the  Monaftery  of  Ardennes* 
•Tis  pretended^  that  in  the  Territory  of  the 
Abbey,  and  its  Dependencies,  there  k  not  fo 
hiuch  as  one  Rat  •,  and  that  they  owe  this  favour, 
to  the  Merits  of  St.  XJ,d.alric^  Bifhop  of  Aushourg^ 
fome  of  whofc  Reliques  are  depofited  in  this 
Church.  The  Religious  out  of  gratitude  chaunt 
,  once  aTear,  viz.  the  fourth  6f  July,  Jjeing  Sc 
Udalric^s  Feftival,  a  particular  Mafs ;  and  give 
fome  Meafures  of  Wheat  among  the  Poor.  •Tis 
farther  faid,  that  Bread  is  bleffed  1n,  this  Mor 
naftery ;  ^nd  that  if  little  pieces  of  it  are  fcat- 
ter*d  up  and  down  in  the  Holes,  or  thofe  Places 
jn  a  Hbiife  which  We  infefted  with  Rats  5,  fuch. 
pf  the-  Vermin  as  eat  them,  will  either  die,  pr 
leave  the. place.  Not  to  mch^ioh,  ,fajrs  the 
Author,  that  this  Pn^^  ^ttf^alric  has 

all  the  air  of  aFidion;  'tis  manifeft  that  the

niuft  alfobe  well  order'd,  and  a  due  regard  had 
even  to  Externals  and  Decoration. 

*Tis  rarely  a  Book  comes  before  a  Journalift 
with  the  Conditions  of  this  now  before  us  5  where- 
in every  thing  contributes  to  its  advantage  -,  where 
all  Parties  have  acquitted  themfejvcs  with  Ho- 
nour: where  Exaftnefs  of  Refearchcs,  and 
Neatnefi.  of  Style  vie  with  Beauty  of  Paper, 
arid  Print ;  and  Choice  of  JMaterials,  with 
Correftnefs  of  Impreflion— Thus  much  we  could 
not  forbear  to  fay,  iii  an  age  where  we  find  much 
more  frequent  bCcafions  for  Cenfure  on  this 
head,  than  of  Praife.

great; deUy  in  its  Publi^klon..  The  pairis  the 
whole  ha^  cpft  him  are  mcrediblc,  Befide' the 
ufual  ones  in  the  StudyVHehadadditionat  Fa* 
tigues :  *  feveral  thoufand  Miles  were  to  beWa- 
veird  oyer^'  to  viflt  antieht  Monuments,  Jand  a 
great  hiinj^r  of  adlqal  Sui-yeys  and.  Meafiire-

The  IJfifulnefs  of  th^  Study  of  anticnt  Monu- 
ments is  (hewn  by  the  Ajuthbr  very  ftnYibly: 
To  argue  It  '*  of  holmppmtrce  to  MaAlcin?i» 
♦*  to  know  *  for  inftahce,  whether  a  Roman  jWall; 
*<  pafled  this  way  or  that ;  or  whether  Tiieft^*a' 
V  i^^wjtf^Jnfcriptibn  be  to  be'read'this  way  dt 
**  another  I**  helhews,  will  hold  equkllya^ainft 
all  fpecuiative  Learning  :  Half  the  Theoreiiis 
in  PhjlQifophy  and'Mathernatick^  arcTuch  as  jt 
wouli^  be  hard  to  fhew  any  particular  advantage 
of;  urilefs  the  Cultivation  of  the  Mipd  in  aiijr' 
refpefl:  be  reckoned  among  real  advantages.  .But 
the  chief  Fallacy,  on  which,  the  ObjeAipn.  is 
founded,  is,  that;  it  takes  but  in  a  fmall  parL  y ep 
draws  a  Conclufibn  concerning  the  whole.  *  Jn.i 
hx%t  Syftem  the  minuter  parts  are  not  to  be  c6n- 
fidcre4  feparately,  anii  their  Importance,  mea- 
fcred  Qnfuch*aaabftra6l  View ;  but^  the  tJfeful-;

Thus  a  minute  Inquiry 
into  particular  Circumftances  of  Time  and  Place^ 
feparately  confider'd,  appears'  a  matter  of  no 
great  moment  i  yet  what  is  all  Chronology 
sflid  Geography,  but  a  ColleSion  of  thefc 
digefted  into  a  regular  Body  ?— — -Thus  much 
is  juft :  the  Sequel  of  his  reafoning  on  this 
head,  feems  lefs  conclufive ;  nor  will  weigh 
much  with  any  but  thofe  already  prepoflcfsM 
in  favour  of  the  Study:  excepting,  perhaps, 
a  moral  ufe  which  ne  fubjoins:  •'  What,

The  Preface  clofes  with  fqme  additional  Re- 
marks, which  occurred  to  the  Author,  on  his 
bft  review  of  the  printed  Sheets  j  in  which  he 
brings  newConfiderations,fometimes  to  fuppprt, 
fometimes  to  rctraft,  fornctimes  to  modify,  what 
lie  had  before  advanced :  Alfo  fomc  Dilcoveries 
pf  Infcriptions,  made  fince  his  Book  was  com- 
pps'd— .  This  part,  making  fome  twenty-feven 
Pages;  we  apprehend  would  havef  come  more 
fifitably  at  the  end  of  the  Work, '  after  the  man- 
ner of  a  Poftfcript.  It  feems  an  Impropriety  to 
join  it  with  the  Preface,  to  which  it  has  no  re- 
lation: nor  will  it  be  intelligible  ifWd,  as  a

The/r/?Bpok  is  diftributed  by  the  Author' 
into  ten  Chapters  5  the  five  firft  of  which  give 
an  account  of  the  Romatf  Trznik&ions  in  5/-i-* 
tain^  from  the  time  the  Ifland  became  firft  kfidWn' 
to  the  RomansY  to  the  time  it  was  totally  aban-*' 
doned  by  them,  divided  under 'five  periods,  '  It 
will  not  be  expefted  we  fhoUld  enter  into  the  I>fe- 
tail  hereof;  vet  fomething  it  will  be  neccffa^ry 
to  give,  to  uiow  in  what  manner  the  Author 
treats  his  Subjeft,  arid  how  hV  differs  from  others 
who  have  totich'ii  on  the  f^me  part  of  bur  Hiftory 
before.  '  To*  do  this,'  wc;ftiall  give  a  flight 
iketch  of  the  principal  Points, '  and  fingfe  out, 
.  here  and  there,  a  Paflage  fciy  way  of  Specimen 
of  the  reft.      -  •'  -.   " 

Julius  Ccsfar  appears  t6  have  been  th'e-  firft    p. «. 
Roman  who  made  any  hoftHe  g^ttempt  on  flrf-^*^^*^? 
tain\    whichi   as^  fome  Authors  affirm,,  before  g^^^i^^' ^ 
him,  was  even  unknpwnto  the  iZt^w^w*.*'  His 
Motives,  in  this  Expedition,  are  by  fome  attri- 
buted to  the  Profpedt  of  getting  large  Pearls 
here  +  %  Tacitus  giving  a  hint,  as  if  our  Country 
at  that  time  was  famous  on  that  feore  4:.    But 
in  reality  we  need  fcekno  other  motive  of  Cafar^s 
Undertaking,  than  Ambition  and  Glory  ;  the* 
he  himfelf  avows,  as  the  chief  reafon  of  his  Ex- 
pedition, that  in  almbft  all  the  Gallick  Wars, 
thcBritans  had  affifted  the  Enemy  ||.  '^:

Voluftnus  to  reconnoitre  the  B^tijh  Coaft ;  then

Thefe  dafar  difmifliy  civilly, 
and  with  them  fenta  Gauli/b  Prince,  Comius^  to 
^lake  a  Party  in  his  behalf  ^  and  foon  after  enx- 
Bark'd  himfelf,  with  two  Legions  of  Foot,  in 
eighty  Tranfports,  ordering  his  Horfe  in  eigh- 
teen more,  to  embark  at  a  Port  eight  Miles 
oflT)  and  follow  him.  Arriving  on  \ht  Britijb 
Coaft,  and  finding  the  Natives  up  in  arms,  he 
fails  eight  Miles,  further,  and  with  mucbdiffi- 
cuity,  after  a  vigorous  Dppoficion  .from  the 
Britonsy  lands  his  Army.

But  their  relation^  it  muft  be  own'^d,  is  dcfe&ive,    ;  ^ 
for  want  of  the Circumftancesof  Time,  Pkoe, 
and  other  Barticulars  neceffiirjr  to  authenticate 
and  makQ  it  fatisfaftory  v  efpedially  ta  the  tnore 
knowing  in  Hiftory^  who  have  long  leamt  to 
pay  little^  regard  to  relations,  that  are  not  tni« 
iiutely  circumftahc'd-^^  Here  thcri  Mr.  Hafpf

of  Augujlus^s  Death,  and  an  Eclipfe  of  the  Moon  , 
by  whchZ)r«^«i  quieted  tYitPammian  Atmj  mu- 
tinying on  the  occafion,  asfomitny  JD^/^,  from 
which  he  finds,  that  CafarH  hnding  muft  have 
been  on  the  fifty  fifth  Year  current  before  Chrift^ 
This  ix>int  being  fetded,  he  proceeds,  fromC«^

ThusendsthcJJry?  PmWof  Hiftory.  Mr. 
Horficj  continues  the  Relation  in  the  four  enfubg 
Chapters :  Thtfirft  of  which  gives  an  account  of  p.  1 1 . 
Claudius s  Attempt  and  Conqueft  of  Britain^ 
and  what  pafled  under  the  Government  of  Fera^ 
iritfj,  with' the  Marches  of  tht  Romans^  and  the 
Limits  of  their  Conquefts.  The  next  carries  p.j8. 
on  the  Relation  from  the  Reign  oiVefpafiiin  to 
diat  of  Hadrian.  The  fourth^  from  thence  to  p4f  » 
tiiedeath  of  Severus.  And  the  Jiftb^  from  the  p.tftf. 
beginning  of  Caracalla^s  Rtiffij  to  that  of /^o-

building  the  Roman  Walls,  in  the  fourth  Ghap^ 
ter,  which  he  fcems  to  have  examined  thorough^ 
Jy^  furnifh  fome  curious  6bferyations  for  the 
better  underftanding  of  the  Roman  Hiftorians  on 
that  Affair,  During  the  Period  of  the  fifth 
Chapter  the  Hiftory  is  broken,  jand  the  Accounts 
of  the  Romans  very  impfcrfeft ;  but  k  muff  be 
owned^  Mr.  Horfley  has  not  failed  to  dojuftice 
to  his  Subject  even  here,

m^ixm.  Cafar  at  his  firft  Defcent  brought  two  Legions^ 
viz.  Tht /even tb  2jtdtentby  which  latter  wais  his 
favourite  Legion,  and  both  together  made  an 
Army  of  about  twelve  thoufand  Fobt.  The 
Iferte  belonging  to  thefe  Legions  never  reach'd 
this  Ifland' ;  and  the  Foot,  the  fame  Year^  were 
tranfported  back  again  to  Gauh  At  hii  feicond ' 
Belcent  he  brought  five  Legions,  and  two 
thoufand  H6rfe;  tho'  which  thefe  Legionsi  were, 
there  is  nothti^g  in  the  Hiftory  whereby  todHS- 
cover,  except  the  feventbi  which  is  ?^reflly 
mentioned  Thefe  likewifc  rfctum'd  to  Gaul 
thfe  fanie  Year  that  they  caipe  over  in.  Duiii^ 
the  three  fiiccdeding  Rtigps,np  new  Forces  were 
fcnt:  but  under  Claudius^  who  applied  himfelF 
in  gwd  eameft  tg  reduce  the  Jn/Wf  a  con- 

fidewblc 
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fidcrable  Army  came  over,  con&tting  pfRdman 
Legions^  and  other  Auxiliaries;  Hiftorians  do 
♦ndt  mention  particularly  either  their  Number 
or  Names  ;  but  confidering  the  great  progrefs 
thefe  made,  they  muft  have  been  fuperior  in 
Number  to  Ccrjar's  largeft  Army,  which  diifd 
little.  Mr.  tiorp'j  probably  enough  conjedtures 
them  to  have  confifted  of  four  Legions,  with 
their  proper  Auxiliaries^  and  the  ufual  Number 
of  Horfe  belonging  to  each,'  which  would  a- 
mount  to  upwards  of  fifty  thoufand  Men.  The 
Number  and  Names  of  the  Legions,  as  coUefted 
from  fomp  incidental  Pafl^es  of  Tacifus^  appear 
to  have  been  the  fecond:,  call*d  Jugufta :  the 
nifab,  tht  fourteenth  J  and  tht  twentieth^  ufually 
callM  Valens  VtStriic ;  all  which  appear  at  leaft  to 
have  been  here  in^  the  Reign  of  Nero^  as  being 
all  mentioned  by  facim^  in  his  relatbnof  the  V  v. 
Battle  with  Q^Boadicea.  The  ninth  Legion,  he  •  ' 
fays,  was  furpriz'd  and  deftroyM  by  the  Quera«  '"  ^ ' 
The  fourteenth,  and  the  VexUlarii  of  the. twen- 
tieth were  in  the  Engagement ;  and  die  fecond 
was  abfent  from  the  Fight,thro*  theiFaultx^  P^v- 
ntus  ifofibumusy  their  Commander,  who  afterwards 
ftabbM  .himfelf  for  having  deprived  th^m  of 
theii;  Ihare  in  the  Glory.  Laftly,.  unider  Ha- 
drian^ a  new  Legion  ,was  fcnt  over,  vizt,  the

The. Author  proceeds  to  give  a  particular 
Hiftory  of  each  of  thefe  Lt^ions,  during  their    P-  H^ 
ftay.  in  Britain  }    the  feveral  Places  where  they     .  .  ,  ,& 
were  ftationed,  and  the  Works,  6f  r.  they  were       ' 
cmploy'd  in,  till  the  time  of  their  being  recallU 
Frornithe  wljole  it  appears,  that  for  twenty-fivig 
Years  after  the  firft  Inyafipn  of  Claudius^  dbcre 
were  four  Legions  in  Britain  5  that  under  Nerpi 
jtlje  fourteenth  l-cgion  was  recalPd,  and  again 

finally 
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finally  under  Fefpafian :  that  from  the  firfr  Year 
of  Vefpajian  to  Hadriatt%  Re^,  there  were  but^ 
three  Legions  here,  andodeoftfaem,  the  ninths* 
very  Ofiuch  weaken'd  ;  and  from  Hizirf4ji*s  dme 
to  the  loweft  Empire,  notwithftanding  a  new 
Legion  lent  over^  there  fttll  iecm  to  have  been 
but  three,  the  ninth  having  been  wholly  broken^ 
or  the  Remains  of  it  jomM  to  that  bn>ught  over 
by  Hadrian ;  a  Conjcfture  which  Wfr.  Worjlef 
fupports  in  a  beautiful  manner  by  twolnfcrip- 
tions  in  his  own  Collection.  Some  have  ima* 
gin*d  other  L^ions  befides  the  abovementiooed^ 
viz.  the  he^  Secunda  Adjutrix  ;  Leffo  ^inta 
Gertnanorumy  and  Ltpo  Decitna,  MriH&rJlcy 
fhows  the  Infofficiency  of  the  Proof  alledgfd 
for  each. 
'•  fM.  Befide  the  Legtons^thire  were  in  BritalHy  Aux- 
JUdMstj-  iliarj  Farcesj  which  were  fuch  as  ferved  in  the 
*^*^^  Raman  Camp,  but  Were  not 'Citizens  of  Rome. 
^^'^  The  feveral  L^ions  had  each  their  Auxilia  an- 
nexed, and  nKxlel'd  according  to  the  Form  of 
the  Legionary  Forces.  Thefe  Auxiliary  Cohorts 
firft  came  over  in  the  Armc/ment  of  Claudius. 
Hiftoirians  give  us  no  light  as  to  the  Names  or 
Numbers  of  mdft  of  them.  Mr.\Hiw;^lf^fupplies 
tbisdefeftby  a  very  nice  laboriouslnduftion  from 
Infcriptions,  6?f.

improbable,  that  the  fame  might  have  been  done 
hcre^and  that  Hadrian  firft^  and  afterwards  Srve- 
tusjCArkd  their  Walls  along  the  Series  ofStationfe^ 
which  they  found  ready  raifcd  to  their  hands. 

Thcfc  Stations  per  lineam  valli  have  Jong  eni-^ 
fearrafs*d  the  Antiquaries,  nor  haVc  yet  been  fatif- 
feftorily  decided.  Mr.  Horjley  takes  tfiem  td 
have  been  much  the  fame  with  what  Vegetiui 
csLllsCa/ielloj  and  others  Cj^rj,  which  amde- 
fcribed  as  "  a  fort  of  Fortrcffb,  in  mann^  td 
«*.  To^iis,  frequently  built  in  the  Borders  of  the 
<< ^ Empire, where  conft ant  guard  was  kcptTagainf^ 
«  the  ;  Eneniy  *."  The  Stations  are,  iii  faft. 
Strong-holds,  ufually  of  no  great  extent,*  within 
which  were  Houfes  or  Barracks  for  lodging  the 
Soidkrs ;  in  which  they  feem  to  have  kept  then" 
ufiial  Winter-quarters ;  and  where  they  alfo  kept 
garrifon,  even  in  tithe  of  Peace*  Theii:  Figure 
h  ordinarily  a  Square  or  regular  Oblong ;  and 
adjoining: .  to  them  were  otjier  Builditigs;^  which 
£)hnM  ar  fort  of  Town,  to  which  the  Station 
ierved  in  the  nature  of  a  Cittadel.  Ac  fome 
diftahce  were  alio  exploratory  Forts,and  Camps 
for  the  Suhimen 

The  Author  enters  into  a  great  detail,  to  fettle 
the  antienc  Names  and  Places  of  each  of  thefe 
Sutions  ^  by  comparing  them  with  the  Lift  of 
Stations^  p^r  Lineam  valliy  given  in.  the  NfHtia 
Imperii.  His  Succef^  m  this  £nquh*y  will  doubt* 
Itfirmdet  with  great  applaui^;  it  being  notopious 
that  Camkdmp  and  all  others  iuice'  bim»'  have 
here  laboured  in  vain.

For  the  Caurfe  of  the  W^ll,  it  runs  generally  c^o^^y^  rf

mends:  its  Profpeft:  it  generally  paSes  in  a  right- 
Line,  from  one  of  the  Stations  per  lineam  vallu 
to  another  ;  biitnowand  then  makes  a  gentle 
Turn  in  croffing  a  Rivulet,  or  paffing  a  Height, 
efpecially  when  it  comes  within  fight  of  a  Sta-' 
tion,  and  as  it  fhould  fecm  in  order  to  reach  and  ;

Bfut  this 
may  be  reconciled,  by  fuppofing  thofe  latter 
L^ions  not  compleat,  and  the  former  full  and 
firong.    In  efFeft,   theDiverfity  of  Accounts 
given  by  Roman  Authors,  can  hardly  be  fblved 
without  a  likeSuppofltion,  viz.

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that  he  conceived  the  noble  Diefign  of  reformings 
and  new-modelling  entirely  the  Government  of 
Sparta.  The  better  to  eflFeftuatp.  this,  he  under- 
took feveralVoyageSjfirft  into  the  Illand  of  Cuie^ 
whofe  fevere  and  rigorous  Laws, were  then  very 
faflW js ;  from  thence  he  paffed  into  JJiaj^  where 
the  Laws  were  rnore  gentle  and  eafy ;  apd  from 
jifta  into  Egypuzi  that  time  accounted  the  Source 
and  Habitatibn  of  Science  and  Wifdom.  Out 
of  aU  tbdfc  different  Laws  ahd  Forms  of  Gp- 
vernmcnt,  Lycurgus  pick'd  out  what  he  thought 
beft  and  atoA  perfeft,  atid  by  ballancing,  com- 
paring, and  tempering  them  oae  with  another^ 
be  compofed  that  Body  of  Lawfi)  and  ih^^ 
Form  of  Government,  which  have  evej:  iince 
been  Matter  of  Surprize  and  Wonder  Jp  the 
reft  of  Mankind 

Being  retumM  to  Laceiemm^  hp  firft  of  ^I 
gain'd  over  to  his  fide  the  leading  Men  gf  the 
Republick,  and  after  he  had  communicated  his 
Pefign  to  -ihem,  he  ruflied  into  themoft  pub- 
lick  Place,  accompany'd  by  an  armed  Force^. 
the  more  to  furprize  and  awe  fuch  as  might 
poffibly  oppofe  W0i ;  and  there  publiflied  Jiis 
Laws,  and  that  E^rm  of  Government  that  h« 
j)urpofed  to  eftablifh,  which  may  very  aptly 
be  reduced  to  three  priudpal  Heads,  or^Efta- 
blifhments :  The  moft  confiderable  of  which 
was  the  EftaWifhment  of  a  Senate,  of  twenty 
eight  Perfpns,  invefted  with  a  Power  equal  to 
that  of  their  Kings,  wWch  before  .that- .time 
bad  been  too  abfoluce.  Ajid  wlxei^eas  their  Go- 
vernment was  formeriy  very  ijnfteady  =andi  prc-^ 
carious,  fometiraes  tending  tqward^  Tyranny, 
by  the  Violence  of.  their  Kings  ;  at.  other 
rimes  inclining  to  Democracy,  by  the  to&  great:' 
|Licc:ntiiouOicfc  aod,Inconft4Bcy  pf  a  mutinous 
^       :  t^eoplej 
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People ;  th'is  Senate  ferved  as  a  Counterpoife 
to  both»'  kept  the  tjovernmcnt  in  an  jEquili^ 
Iriuniy  and  gave  the  Conftitution  a  firm,  cfta- 
blifhed,  and  durable  Foundation.  The  Senate 
Ikreen'd  the  Royal  Prerogative  from  the  En- 
croachments of  the  People ;  and  fccured  the 
People  from  the  tyrannical  Ufurpations  of  their 
Kings,  if  at  any  time  they  attempted  to  extend  , 
that  Prerogative  beyond  its  juft  Limits. 

But  Ljyrar^«i'sSucceflbr5,  finding  the  Power 
-  of  the  Senate  too  exten five,  ^^eop^mpus(z  hur>- 
dred  and  thirty  Years  after  Lycurgus)  oppofed 
to  it  five  other  Magiftrates,  annually  chofen 
fropi  the  Body  of  the  People,  •  not  unlike  in 
their  Ofiice  and  Power  to  the  "Tribunes  of  the 
People  of  Rome  :  Thefe  were  arm*d  with  very 
great  Authority,  even  of  imprifoning,  (if  there 
was  occafion  ror  it,)  the  Kings  themfclves; 
which  they  aftually  exerted  in  the  Cafe  ofPau^ 
fanias.  Thus  by  the  wife  Provifion  and  Ma- 
nagement of  Lycurgus  J  the  Government  of 
Spuria  was  fettled  upon  the  fureft^  bcft,  and 
mod  reafonable  Foundation. 

The  Kii^  was  arm'd  with  all  the  Power  ne- 
ccffary  for  making  his  Government  eafy,  his 
Pfeople  happy^  and  for  fupporting  the  Dignity 
of  his  Crown.  The  Nobles  bad  a  great  fhare 
in  the  Government,  and  the  People  were  not 
altogether  eiEcludcd  from  \u  Under  this  Form 
of  Government,  Lacedemon  maintained  itfelf 
in  an  uniform  Obfervation  of  its  Laws,  and  a 
conftant  Terror  totall  its  Enemies,  for  the  fpace 
of  700  Years. 

I  have  dwelt  the  logger  upon  this  Part  of  the 
Article,  bothbecauie  of  the  Similitude  that  is 
to  be  obfervM  in  the  Spartan  Government  with 
far  owa  happy  Conftitution^  a$  to.  what  relates 
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to  the  Balance  of  PoWcr ;  as  alfo  to  do  juftice 
to  the  Candour  of  our  Author,  wh6  fo  bravdy 
ventured  to  put  thefc  Truths  ih  tht  moftgla.- 
ring  Light, .  thd*  living  under  a  Govcf nmeiit  thd 
moil  tyrannical  and  abiblute. 
'               Lycurgus  m  the  next  place,  !<i  ofdcr  to  take 
away  all  Diftin£lion  from  among  his  People^ 
except  what  was  founded  upon  Virtue  alone^* 
made  an  equal  Diftributio^n  bf  all  the  Lands  atia 
Riches  in  his  Kingdom.    I'he  firft  he  cafily 
executed ;  but  he  a\tt  wlfh  mucli  greater  diffi- 
culty in  bringing  about  the  fecodd  :till  at  length 
he  contrived  a  Method  to  eradicate  entirely,  and 
fap  the  vtty  Foundation  of  AVarice,-  ind  mL 
immoderate  Defies  of  Riches,even  out  erf"  the  ve- 
ry Hearts  of  his  People  :  Firft,  by  forbiddmg 
the  ufe  of  Gold,  and  introducing  Iron  Coin  ki 
.  the  place  of  it ;  the  Valtie  df  which  he  made' 
fo  low,  ,that  twenty  five  Pounds SterUngins  as 
much  as  two  Oxen  could  draw  in  a  Carriage  i 
And  fecondly,  by  eflablifbing  fumptuary  LawS^ 
whereby  he  obliged  all  his  Sul^e6ts  to  eat  in 
common,  and  of  the  fame  Meats  9  not  were 
any,  not  even  the  King  bimielf,  dilpenfed  from, 
or  allowed  to  evade  the  Obfia-vancc  of  this  , 
Law.   They  Commonly  eat  itt  publkk  Halb, 
and  were  ranged  fifteen  at  each  Table..    Thp 
Parents  were  obliged  to  bring  their  Children 
there  alfo,  as  to  a  School  of  Wil^om  and  Tem- 
perance ;  where  they  neitJier  heard^  nor  fftn 
any  thiftg  but  what  tended  to  their  Improve- 
ment :  and  tho*'  theConverfation  tum'dfor  tht 
moft  part  on  grave  and  ferious  Subjeib,  yet 
fometimes  it  was  more  enlivened  andfeafoned 
:with  the  moft  refilled  and  polite  Strokes  rf  Wk 
and  JRaillery ;   but  never  had  the  Icaft  Tiri^ 
^fture  of  any^iWng  that  wasJoWf  mimanflerfy^ 
<4ir  Ihocking,  lycurgfis 
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LycargUs  did  not  think  it  proper  to  commit  • 
kis  Laws  to  Writing,  being  perfuaded,  that  the 
ihoft  effeftual  Way  to  make  a  People  virtuous 
ihd  happy,  was  to  make  the  Praftice  of  the 
Laws  habitual,  and  confequently  cafy  to  them. 
Fbr  this  feafon  he  believed,  that  nothing  more 
defei^'d  the  Care  of  the  Legifiature,  than  the 
fidticatidn  of  Children  j  fof  Youth  educated  with 
cafe,  and  \frh6  have  Sentiments  of  Virtue,  Ho- 
nour, and  Obedience  to  the  Laws,  early  incul- 
cated upon  them,  become  in  time  their  own 
Latv. 

The  Education  of  the  yourtg  Spartans  was  not 
thdfefofe  left  to  their  Parents,buc  was,by Lyr^r- 
^fs  Appointment,  made  the  Care  of  the  rub- 
lick  J  and  as  the  Lacedemmam  were  a  warlike 
KatiOft,  fa  the  Education  of  their  Youth  ten- 
ded chiefly  to  fe  them  for  Feats  of  Arms.  As 
foon  as  they  ivere  born,  the  Ancients  of  each 
Tribe  viewed  their  Bodies,  and  if  they  found 
them  ftitohg  and  well-form'd,  they  provided 
fcft  their  J»u)urifhment,  by  afligning  them  a. 
l^ortiOn  of  Land  ;  if  otherwife,  they  were  cX- 
ffl3i5*d  artd  Condemned  to  perifh.  IheirExer- 
tifes  bt  all  kihd^  vrtft  fuch,  as  contributed  to 
fttidtr  tliem  pitifcnt,  obtdient,  hardened  and 
Inured  to  t'atigue,  couriigroUs,  and  fuch  as  in- 
I5>fr^  them  '«^ith  a  Ltyve  of  Vktde. 

Otir  Author,  in  th*  tem^ining  Partt)f  thH 
Articte,  ITpends  fome  gerteral  Reflexions  on  the 
Faults  ana  ImperfedlioriS  of  LyCurgusS  Law^  5 
ifttJ  afterrwards,  in  a  few  Words,  dilpfaysthe 
mny  E*celldiCfes  of  them.  It  is  no  fmall 
Comitteftdatlori,  both,  bf  l^is  Laws  and  Form 
tf  iiwttTtttitiit^  that  'I^lato^  tHogtnes^  Zeno^ 
and  in  gerieta!  tX\  the  artdent  Sages,  who  havfe 
tndertafcett  cot^fibr  Rolei  forttieMablifhrAent 
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,  of  a  Commoi)wealih,  have  chofc  his  for  a  Mo- 
ciel,tho*  it  be  alfo  liable  to  many  Itnpcrfedtigns^ 
The.  Law  which  authorized  the  expofing  of  In- 
fants, the  general  Contempt  of  the  politer  Arts 
andSciences,theirCruelty  to  their  Slaves,by  put- 
ting it  in  the  power  of  every  private  Pcrfon  Co 
murder  and  deftroy  them  at  pleafure  ;  in  fine, 
their  Stoical  Negleft  of  Decency,'  and  the  Dif- 
regard  the^  had  of  the  Modefty  of  Women,  ai?e 
fuch  Blemiihes  as  cannot  well  be  excufed. 

ARTICLE  Vllt.  Mr.  Roltin,  in  this 
Article  gives  us  an  account  of  the  various  Re- 
volutions and  Changes  that  happened  in  the  Go-* 
vernment  of  ^/A^»j  ;  he  acquaints  us  that  firft 
of  all  they  had  Kings  inverted  with  no  other 
Power  than,  to  command  their  Armies  in  the 
Time  of  War;  fo  that  in  effcft,  they  were 
only  Generals  of  their  Armies,  much  like  the! 
old  Saxon  Kings. 

Medon  and  NSe^  the  two  Sons  of  Codrus^ 
difputing  with  one  another  aboi^t  the  Crown^ 
were  both  excluded  by  the  JihenianSy  the  Regal
